To  the  Inhabitants  of  Eastham: 

Every  year  the  forces  of  change  work  on  Cape  Cod  and 
Eastham  in  particular,  but  as  usual  we  seem  to  weather  the 
storms  and  emerge  stronger  than  ever.  From  a  financial  point  of 
view  this  seems  particularly  true  this  year  as  our  total  in- 
debtedness is  only  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  while  our  free 
cash  alone  hovers  around  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Our 
equalized  tax  rate  is  also  proportionately  low  which  will  be  bom 
out  when  a  new  rate  is  established  after  the  current  re-evaluation 
of  real  estate. 
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Nineteen  seventy-six  cannot  go  by  without  mentioning  how 
mudi  we  miss  Phil  Schwind  and  Les  Morse.  Although  their 
successors  were  well-trained  and  doing  excellent  jobs  we  will 
always  miss  the  dedication  and  integrity  of  both  these  fine  public 
servants. 

The  Wellfleet  town  line  has  been  surveyed  and  the  gasoline 
pumps  installed  bdiind  the  police  and  fire  stations,  but  much 
remains  unfinished.  At  the  time  of  this  writing  we  still  need 
permits  to  begin  dredging  in  Rock  Harbor.  They  are  still  at  sea 
in  the  bureaucratic  red  tape  in  Boston.  Perhaps  a  ray  of  light  is 
the  recently  uncovered  possibility  that  the  Waterways  Division 
will  take  over  the  entire  project  in  both  Eastham  and  Orleans  and 
that  the  work  may  be  done  as  early  as  Fall  of  1977. 

The  possible  acquisition  of  the  Penn  Central  right-of-way  and 
adjoining  properties  is  still  up  in  the  air.  The  town  completed  its 
portion  of  the  negotiations  last  March  but  we  are  still  awaiting 
the  Penn  Central  Trustees  to  arrive  at  a  price  we  can  present  to 
you  for  your  approval. 

Unfortunately  the  Bulkhead  at  Bay  Road  was  not  completed 
as  voted.  After  winning  approval  from  the  Conservation  Com- 
mittee prior  to  Town  Meeting  the  Committee  voted  to  reconsider 
the  matter  and  to  subsequently  disapprove  the  use  of  stone  which 
we  presented  to  you  at  Town  Meeting.  We  plan  to  return  with  a  re- 
engineered  plan  this  year. 

Undoubtedly  a  new  town-owned  ocean  beach  will  be  the 
subject  of  an  article  this  year.  Either  a  study,  or  a  development 
plan  will  be  presented  as  they  are  now  being  proposed  by  both  the 
Buildings,  Lands  and  Parks  Conunittee  and  the  Non-Resident 
Taxpayers  Association.  There  will  also  be  an  interim  emergency 
plan  for  shuttle  busing  for  this  summer. 

When  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  Gifford  recently  retired  to 
Eastham,  Caroline  or  Rusty  as  she  is  better  known,  asked  if  any 
positions  were  available  with  the  Town.  We  said  we  needed  help, 
but  had  no  pay  available  for  more  help.  Since  that  time,  Rusty 
has  worked  full  time  without  pay  as  Nate  Apatow's  Assistant  in 
the  Accountant's  Office.  She  certainly  has  our  gratitude  and  we 
hope  we  will  be  allowed  to  keep  her  next  year  —  with  pay. 
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In  closing  we  would  like  to  welcome  our  new  town  officials.  In 
the  short  time  they  have  been  in  office  we  have  come  to  expect 
much  from  Laura  Underhill,  John  Alexander  and  Henry  Lind.  We 
are  sure  you  will  be  pleased  with  their  efforts  in  your  behalf. 
Lastly,  may  we  thank  all  the  town  officers,  boards,  commissions 
and  you  the  citizens  for  your  help  and  support  throughout  the 
year.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  serve  you.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


In  reviewing  the  year  1976,  the  Board  of  Assessors  recalls  an 
extremely  busy  but  rewarding  year.  In  addition  to  the  normal 
procedure  of  processing  deed  transfers,  assessment  changes, 
routine  counter  work,  etc.,  mudi  time  was  devoted  to  working 
with  the  United  Appraisal  Co.  in  laying  the  groundwork  for  the 
total  revaluation  of  all  property  in  Eastham. 

The  revaluation  currently  in  progress  is  now  in  its  final 
stages.  The  small  percentage  of  homes  that  have  not  yet  been 
viewed  will  be  done  in  the  spring  when  summer  residents  and 
tenants  return  to  Eastham. 

The  new  value  assigned  to  eadi  property  will  be  100%of  its 
''FAIR  MARKET  VALUE'',  based  on  recent  sales  of  comparable 
houses.  In  early  summer  eadi  property  owner  will  receive 
notification  of  the  new  assessments  on  eadi  parcel  that  he  owns. 
Any  questions  about  the  new  assessment  will  be  answered  during 
the  hearings  scheduled  for  the  summer.  Every  taxpayer  should 
keep  in  mind  that  when  the  new  assessments  are  initiated,  the  tax 
rate  will  not  stay  the  same.  The  current  assessment  ratio  ac- 
cording to  the  State  of  Massachusetts  is  38  %  of  today's  selling 
prices.  Based  on  100%  of  current  *TAIR  MARKET  VALUE",  the 
tax  rate  should  be  substantially  lower. 

Norman  Wood,  United  Appraisal's  Project  Supervisor, 
wishes  to  thank  Eastham  taxpayers  for  their  cooperation. 

A  new  system  of  identifying  owners  of  property  without 
requiring  the  assistance  of  the  clerks  was  initiated  and  com- 
pleted this  year,  and  has  been  highly  praised  by  many  who  have 
had  occasion  to  use  it.  New  ideas  to  help  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  Assessing  Department  have  been  discussed  and,  as  time 
permits,  will  be  executed. 

Since  our  tax  tills  are  computerized,  we  are  constantly 
looking  for  ways  of  getting  the  most  information  possible  on  the 
computer  file.  We  are  proud  to  report  that  during  1976  we  were 
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successful  in  coding  all  4,226  parcels  as  required  by  State  Law, 
and  as  a  result,  an  annual  report  that  in  the  previous  year  took 
several  days  to  complete,  was  done  in  fifteen  minutes  this  year  - 
thanks  to  the  computer! 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  completion  of  the  revaluation, 
continued  cooperation  from  the  appraisal  and  computer  com- 
panies, and  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  from  the  U.S.A.  for  land- 
takings,  an  Act  signed  by  the  President  on  October  20, 1976.

niere  are  many  things  that  we  have  remembered  or 
cdebrated  during  the  Bicentennial.  Your  Commission  did  its 
best  to  help  the  town  to  remember  and  celebrate  what  the  town 
found  important.  Many  organizations  and  individuals  gave  their 
time  and  talents  to  help.  A  list  of  aU  these  people  would  be  too 
long  to  put  here  but  such  a  list  exists  because  those  friends  of 
Eastham  exist. 

It  is  worthwhile  to  point  out  at  this  juncture  that  the  success 
of  the  Bicentennial  (and  it  was  a  success  in  spite  of  the 
proliferation  of  red,  white  and  blue  everything  that  flooded  the 
country)  was  entirely  due  to  local  initiative  and  ideas.  Hie 
National  government,  and  the  State,  spent  so  much  time  looking 
for  a  '^theme''  or  their  counterparts  in  1774  with  their  *'Com- 
mittees  of  Correspondence"  these  grass-roots  groups  aU  over  our 
country  have  proved  that  local  initiative  and  local  control  are  the 
best  method  of  dealing  with  local  problems.  The  Federal  and 
State  organizations,  top  heavy  as  usual,  proved  to  be  best  as 
dispensers  of  funds  and  clearing  houses  of  ideas,  information  and 
calendars  of  events.  Your  conunittee  was  flooded  with  pam- 
phlets, directories  and  publications  that  had  little  or  nothing  to  do 
with  Eastham. 

In  Eastham  we  can  look  to  a  renewed  interest  in  our 
historical  roots  and  heritage  through  restoration  projects  and  a 
new  book  on  Eastham,  a  growing  awareness  of  our  unique 
geographic  natural  beauty  and  resources,  and  a  healthy  and 
neighborly  interest  in  our  community's  future.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1976.  Two  Hundred  Thirteen  (213)  building  permits  were  issued, 
92  of  which  were  for  new  dwellings  with  an  estimated  con- 
struction cost  of  $2,203,734.00.  The  remaining  121  permits  were 
for  additions,  alterations  and  Non-residential  building,  with  an 
estimated  construction  cost  of  $653,916.00.  For  a  total  estimated 
cost  of  $2,857,650.00.  Showing  a  32%  increase  over  the  1975 
figures. 

One  hundred  Thirteen  (113)  cesspool  permits  were  issued. 

Fees  collected  and  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  amounted  to 
$3,142.00. 

When  the  State  puts  the  new  Sanitary  Code  into  effect,  it  will 
piA  a  terrific  amount  of  additional  work  onto  this  department, 
especially  the  Health  Agent.  We  must  prepare  for  this  and  plan 
on  extra  manpower  to  handle  the  increased  load.

Cape  Cod  Family  and  Children's  Service  is  a  non-profit 
counseling  service  and  depends  on  various  sources  for  funds.  It 
is  grateful  to  the  towns,  among  them  Eastham,  which  recognized 
the  need  for  this  service  and  gave  part  of  that  support  in  1976. 
Other  sources  of  funding  are  foundations,  memberships, 
donations,  fees.  United  Fund,  and  occasional  state  grants  for 
special  programs.  No  one  of  these  sources  alone  can  support  the 
work  of  the  agency. 

The  agency  headquarters  are  in  Brewster,  but  it  is  com- 
mitted to  serving  the  v^ole  Cape.  The  most  up-to-date  figures  at 
this  time  show  that  the  number  of  Cape  Cod  families  served  in  the 
twelve  month  period,  Octbber  1,  1975  to  September  30,  1976,  was 
269.  27  of  these  families  came  from  Eastham.  All  these  families 
were  helped  by  professionally  trained  and  experienced  people 
either  through  counseling  or  through  discussion  groups  formed 
around  specific  problems  in  a  preventative  type  of  program 
called  Family  Life  Education.  Referrals  were  made  to  the 
agency  by  physicians,  ministers,  schools,  courts,  and  other  social 
agencies.  Some  people  had  heard  or  read  about  the  agency  and 
came  on  their  own  to  seek  help.  The  majority  of  problems 
brought  to  the  agency  involved  marriage  conflict  or  child 
bdiavior  problems. 

An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure  and  that  is  the 
philosophy  of  this  agency.  We  hope  to  help  families  and  in- 
dividuals before  problems  become  drastic  both  for  the  people 
involved  and  for  the  community.

Director: 

This  past  year  the  Town  of  Eastham  has  received  through  the 
Civil  Defense  Program  a  jeep  and  a  Citizens  Band  radio  for  the 
Police  Department  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  Various  other  town 
departments  have  obtained  surplus  property  at  great  savings  to 
the  town. 

During  the  hurricane  alert  this  summer,  approximately  175 
people  were  sheltered  in  the  Nauset  Regional  High  School.  All 
low-laying  areas  were  evacuated  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Police,  Fire  and  Highway  Departments. 

The  Selectmen  and  Department  heads  attended  a  three  day 
seminar  held  in  Eastham  at  the  Sheraton  Ocean  Park  Inn.  This 
meeting  covered  surplus  property  and  disaster  preparedness. 

Approxmately  300  people  volunteered  to  assist  the  Civil 
Defense  Director  on  the  oil  spill  dean-up  program  after  the  Argo 
Merdiant  sank  off  the  shores  of  Nantucket.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Hie  Ck>nservation  Commission  has  had  an  active  year, 
particularly  in  the  area  of  wetlands  protection.  During  the  past 
year,  the  number  of  Notices  of  fotent  received  under  the 
Wetlands  Act  concerning  activity  near  wetlands  has  increased  to 
40,  an  increase  of  28  over  the  previous  year.  This  law  protects 
wetlands  by  regulating  activity  in  and  near  them. 

Considerable  erosion  has  occurred  along  the  Bay  shore 
beadles  due  to  a  series  of  storms  last  winter  which  combined 
high  winds  and  high  course  tides.  The  Commission  is  attempting 
to  unravel  the  problem  of  protection  for  shorefront  property 
without  causing  more  severe  damage  elsewhere  along  the  beach. 

The  annual  tree  seedling  distribution  program  was  again 
successful.  We  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Marianne  Simmel  for  her  ef- 
forts toward  a  job  well  done.

All  introductory  and  preliminary  planning  work  for  C.Z.M. 
was  completed  early  in  the  fall,  1976.  Since  then,  the  town  com- 
mittee has  been  working  in  three  areas: 

1.  At  the  state  level,  the  local  C.Z.M.  committee  and  state 
staff  serve  Eastham  as  omsbudsmen  helping  us  to  obtain 
necessary  agency  permits,  for  example,  the  dredging  of  Rock 
Harbor  now  planned  for  the  fall  of  1977,  and  to  ensure  us  efficient 
service  for  our  citizens'  applications  and  appeals  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering.  (D.E.Q.E.) 

2.  At  the  regional  level,  the  C.Z.M.  Advisory  Committee  has 
reviewed  the  state  pre<lraft  C.Z.M.  plan  which,  in  final  form,  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  Conmierce  for  approval  in  July, 
1977.  If  the  plan  is  accepted,  management  funds  will  be  released; 
the  state,  then,  will  be  able  to  provide  technical  assistance  and 
planning  studies  to  local  conununities.  The  plan  includes  ob- 
jectives, necessary  background  information,  and  proposed 
policies  in  the  following  six  areas:  energy  and  energy  facility 
siting,  ports  and  harbors,  marine  environment,  visual  en- 
vironment, coastal  hazards  such  as  erosion  and  flooding  and 
recreation.  (The  pre-draft  plan  is  available  for  citizen  review  at 
the  Town  Clerk's  Office.) 

The  plan's  policies  present  a  reasoned  and  reasonable  view, 
ie.,  they  consider  both  the  economy  and  the  environment.  Their 
design  is  tc  preserve  and  protect  rich  and  valuable  coastal 
resources  while  supporting  development  in  suitable  areas.  Thus, 
all  residents  of  Massachusetts  are  insured  that  the  economic  and 
environmental  value  of  our  coastal  zone  will  be  sustained  —  and 
enhanced. 

3.  At  the  local  level,  Eastham  is  fortunate  to  have  the  ser- 
vices of  the  state  C.Z.M.  staff  which  provides  planning  and 
technical  assistance.  Clara  Batchelor,  biologist,  Les  Smith, 
geologist;  Howard  Ris  and  Dan  Calano,  planning,  assisted  us  in  a 
review  of  and  a  search  for  solutions  for  our  coastal  problems  such 
as  erosion.  As  the  committee  studied  our  recreation  needs, 
several  proposals  resulted: 
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1.  An  environmentally  sound  plan  to  expand 
parking  facilities  at  Soutti  Sunken  Meadow  Beach. 

2.  State  C.Z.M.  staff's  assistance  as  plans  are 
made  for  a  town-owned  and  operated  ocean  beach. 

3.  Work  with  the  National  Seashore  to  help  insure 
funding  to  replace  parking  facilities  at  Nauset  Light 
and  Coast  Guard  Beaches  in  1979,  if  not  earlier. 

4.  State  C.Z.M.  staff's  study  of  our  emergency 
shuttle  bus  operation  if  the  proposal  is  approved  by  the 
Town  Meeting. 

The  local  C.Z.M.  committee  has  had  the  services  of  Bob 
Warren,  Transportation  Planner  (C.C.P.E.D.C.);  Wendy 
Franklin,  C.Z.M.  Cape  Cod  Coordinator  (C.C.P.E.D.C.)  and 
James  Killian,  National  Seashore;  Sue  Goodrich  and  Robert 
Holmes,  Eastham  citizens.

Our  Senior  Aide,  Mrs.  Betty  Hopkins,  has  counseled 
many  on  problems  about  Medicare,  Tax  Abatanents,  housing 
and  similar  proUems. 

Working  with  our  Town  Nurse,  Jeanne  Stage,  geriatric 
counseling,  service  and  blood  pressure  tests  had  good  attendance 
showing  the  concern  of  older  people  about  their  health. 

The  Eastham  Senior  Qtizens'  Association  continues  to  be 
very  active  and  beneficial,  providing  many  recreational  and 
social  services.  It  is  undoubtedly  the  best  Seniors'  Club  on  the 
Lower  Cape.  We  hear  mudi  favorable  comment  from  other 
towns,  even  with  a  touch  of  envy. 

We  do  need  very  mudi  a  Senior  Center.  This  should  be 
combined  with  other  conununity  activities  and  town  conunittee 
needs.  If  we  fail  (as  seems  probable)  to  obtain  Federal  financ- 
ing, then  we  feel  that  the  Town  of  Eastham  should  consider 
obtaining  a  facility  on  its  own.  The  possibility  of  obtaining 
assistance  from  the  Technical  High  School  is  very  good.

5.  Updating  and  collating  the  Capital  Outlay  in- 
formation so  as  to  provide  financial  planning  for  any  major 
expenditure  in  the  town. 

6.  Meeting  the  third  Thursday  of  every  month  at  7  :30  in 
the  Town  Hall  to  transact  any  regular  or  routine  business  and 
also  to  be  available  to  any  town  department  or  any  citizen 
who  might  have  questions  of  a  financial  or  general  import.

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Report  of  the  Fire  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Selectmen: 
Town  of  Eastham,  Mass. 

This  report  is  being  composed  during  the  snow  storm  and 
flooding  on  Jan.  10,  1977. 

The  year  1976  was  a  very  full  and  active  year  for  the  Fire 
Department.  It  was  also  the  first  year  of  having  three  permanent 
men.  There  was  a  total  of  370  rescue  calls  and  174  fire  and  service 
calls. 

The  Rescue  Squad  has  had  7  men  recertified  and  1  new  EMT 
paramedic.  All  19  members  have  been  recertified  as  CPR 
operators.  The  State  Emergency  Medical  System  requirements 
have  all  been  met  (EMT  training  of  men,  radio  communications 
and  the  required  equipment  to  carry  in  the  vehicle).  The  only 
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thing  lacking  will  be  the  transportation  vehicle  (A  modular 
vehicle).  This  will  be  asked  for  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  May.  All 
Towns  and  Cities  in  the  State  have  had  four  years,  which  ends 
July  1,  1977,  to  come  up  to  standards  for  improved  emergency 
medical  care  and  treatment. 

The  Fire  Prevention  program  is  progressing  and  is  receiving 
excellent  cooperation  from  the  businesses  in  Town.  The  new  fire 
and  smoke  detectors  being  installed  in  homes  will  give  greater 
protection  to  the  individuals  and  families.  We  have  instituted  fire 
prevention  and  safety  classes  in  the  Elementary  and  High 
Schools,  also  Cardio  Pulmonary  Resuscitation  classes  at  the 
High  School.  Qasses  are  being  given  to  "First  Responders", 
which  is  Standard  First  Aid  and  CPR.  This  group  includes  the 
Fire  Department,  Police  Department  and  Lifeguards.  Six 
members  of  the  Firemens  Assoc.  deserve  great  credit  for 

presenting  this  training. 
# 

New  equipment  approved  at  Town  Meeting  has  been  pur- 
chased and  installed  on  the  apparatus. 

I  wish  to  thank  Beverly  Carter  who  has  donated  her  services 
as  a  volunteer  secretary-typist.  She  has  helped  straighten  out  the 
files  and  record  keeping  of  the  Fire  Department. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  other  Depart- 
ments in  town  for  their  cooperation  with  the  Fire  Department.  I 
also  wish  to  thank  all  the  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
the  hours  and  hours  spent  in  training  and  service  to  the  Fire 
Department,  performing  the  job  of  professional  fire  personnel.

Boating  activity  on  the  Town  Cove  during  the  summer  season 
of  1976  was  highlighted  by  the  Great  Bicentennial  Bathtub  Race 
of  19  June,  1976.  On  that  date  an  estimated  300  boats  of  all 
descriptions  literally  covered  the  Cove  for  the  event.  Safetywise, 
the  total  season  was  accident  free  with  few  warnings  for 
negligent  operations  issued.  Seven  sailboat  capsizings  were 
assisted,  two  drifting  boats  were  retrieved  and  one  boat  located, 
with  owner  notified.  The  Town  Cove  continues  to  provide  an 
excellent  recreational  area  and  continues  to  be  one  of  the  town's 
outstanding  assets. 

The  total  rent  of  the  38  berths  and  3  temporary  docks  at  Rock 
Harbor  Marina  for  the  year  was  $4,014.50.

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Report  of  the  Barnstable  County  Health 

Department  for  Six  Months 
Ending  June  30,  1976 

The  staff  has  been  finding  it  difficult  to  carry  on  existing 
programs,  and  keep  up  with  the  impact  of  health  planning 
agencies,  local  human  services  conunittees,  grant  proposals 
from  community  interests  relating  to  health,  requests  for  con- 
sultation and  for  committee  participation. 

Tests  in  water  chemistry,  learning  to  use  new  laboratory 
equipment,  and  sharing  in  conferences  with  the  ''208'*  waste 
water  study  have  taken  much  time  and  effort.  Occasional 
workshops  have  been  held  with  the  town  health  agents  and  this 
department.  Environmental  health  protection  continues  to  be  a 
major  service. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  Directors  have  provided  super- 
vision to  seven  Home  Health  Agencies,  attended  quarterly  record 
reviews,  served  on  professional  advisory  committees,  attended 
surveys  for  re-certification  under  Medicare  and  assisted  in  the 
selection  and  orientation  of  new  community  nurses  in  two  towns 
and  in  one  school.  A  continuing  education  course  ''The  Com- 
munity Nurse  is  the  Leader  -  Her  Role  and  Responsibility  in  the 
Home  Visit*'  was  well  attended.  Lectures  have  been  given  on 
communicable  diseases  and  personal  care  in  the  orientation 
course  for  the  Cape  Cod  Homemaker  -  Home  Health  Aide  Ser- 
vice. Responsibility  for  the  epidemiological  aspects  of  the  state 
tuberculosis  clinic  and  for  all  communicable  diseases  is  a  con- 
tinued one  and  to  some  extent  is  jointly  shared  with  the 
registered  sanitarians.  Nursing  directors  often  direct  and  serve 
on  varied  committees  and  offer  services  in  professonal, 
educational,  counseling  or  advisory  capacities. 

Medical  Social  Services  are  provided  to  Handicapped 
Children's  Clinic  families  regularly,  and  also  to  any  person  or 
family  on  request.  Consultation  and  conferences  with  other 
agencies  (county  and  elsewhere)  have  led  to  the  fulfillment  of 
several  requests,  such  as  approval  for  admission  to  special 
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schools  and  services,  funds  for  homemakers  and  specialized  care 
at  home.  Joint  planning  continues  on  a  regular  basis  with  day 
care  operators,  school  special  needs  counsellors,  the 
collaborative  staff,  school  nurses  and  psychologists. 

Dental  Hygience  services  are  still  focussed  on  the  young 
child  of  pre-school  and  elementary  age.  As  requested  by  in- 
dividual schools  and  pre-schools,  direct  services  of  screening, 
topical  fluoride  application  and  education  are  provided.  An 
affiliation  experience  for  the  dental  hygiene  students  at  Cape  Cod 
Conununity  College  is  now  available  here,  with  instruction  and 
supervision  provided  on  a  weekly  basis  (dependent  on  approval). 

The  Handicapped  Childrens  Clinic  is  held  twice  each  month, 
at  Barnstable  County  Hospital  in  Pocasset,  with  over  330 
children;  ages  from  birth  to  21  years.  Because  of  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  referrals,  and  the  complexity  and  seriousness  of 
most  diagnoses,  additional  clinic  sessions  are  being  scheduled. 
Other  services  and  staff  assistance  are  available  through  the 
Division  of  Family  Health  Services  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  responsibility  for  recommending  licensure  for  Group 
Day  Care  Centers  continues  to  increase.  The  State  Office  for 
Children  is  re-writing  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  be  completed 
soon.  In  addition  to  stricter  standards  by  the  State  Building  Code 
there  is  greater  parent  involvement  and  consumer  interest.  Our 
involvement  is  wide  in  many  children's  services. 

We  also  continue  to  provide  ''promotion  of  health''  and 
''prevention  of  disease"  and  the  ''public  health  viewpoint" 
through  consultation  services,  board  membership  and  com- 
mittee participation.  We  endeavor  to  support  the  medical 
conununity  and  to  prepare  for  the  most  efficient,  economical, 
compassionate  provision  and  system  for  the  delivery  of  health 
services. 
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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Residents  and  Taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

The  Board  of  Health  is  pleased  to  have  had  the  full 
cooperation  of  the  Building  Inspector  and  the  Plumbing  In- 
spector again  this  year.  We  were  sorry  to  note  the  resignation  in 
August  of  Mr.  Leslie  H.  Morse,  Jr.  as  Building  Inspector  and 
Agent  of  the  Board  of  Health.  We  are  pleased  to  note  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mr.  John  Alexander  to  these  positions. 

We  have  also  received  full  cooperation  of  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  Department  and  especially  the  County  Health 
Sanitarian,  Mr.  Richard  Sturdevant,  in  the  many  areas  where  his 
expertise  is  caUed  for  investigating  problems. 

This  year  we  have  also  had  the  assistance  of  Nickerson  and 
Berger,  Civil  Engineer,  Mr.  Elmer  Sampson  for  the  proper 
procedures  and  reports  to  the  State  Department  of  En- 
vironmental Quality  Engineering  concerning  the  Town  Disposal 
Area.  Our  primary  objective  continues  to  be  to  operate  in  the 
most  economical  way,  and  still  salvage  as  much  materials  as 
possible  to  prolong  the  use  of  this  site  as  long  as  possible.  Each 
truck  load  of  metals  and  newspapers  salvaged  saves  that  much 
space. 

But  the  day  will  come,  when  we  are  going  to  have  to  move, 
and  plans  are  being  formulated  and  we  must  look  to  the  future. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  others  who  have  assisted,  in  all  aspects 
of  the  Board's  work.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  Eastham: 

As  almost  everyone  is  aware,  Governor  Dukakis  instituted 
reforms  when  he  took  office  which  just  about  eliminated  state-aid 
to  towns  for  highway  and  road  purposes.  In  our  opinion  we  will 
probably  never  see  Chapter  81  and  Chapter  90  funds  again. 
Chapter  81  funds  were  our  matching  funds  for  road  maintenance. 
Chapter  90  funds  were  for  new  construction. 

In  lieu  of  the  Chapter  81  and  90  funds  the  towns  are  going  to 
have  to  fill  the  financial  void  left  by  the  State.  This  year  we  are 
asking  you  to  appropriate  a  sum  specifically  for  road  main- 
tenance. We  are  asking  you  to  allow  us  to  use  the  last  of  a  state 
bond  issue  to  finish  resurfacing  of  Massassoit  Road. 

Next  year,  if  we  are  to  maintain  the  tremendous  investment 
which  we  have  in  roads,  we  will  have  to  ask  for  funds  for  routine 
maintenance  and  funds  for  reconstruction.   This  program  of 
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reconstruction  will  probably  take  the  form  of  overlays  of  hot  mix 
on  the  existing  sand  and  oil  roads. 

The  cost  of  road  materials  and  drainage  materials  has 
soared  in  the  past  few  years.  As  a  result  we  can  no  longer 
maintain  the  low  budgets  of  past  years.  The  problem  is  our  roads 
constitute  such  a  tremendous  investment  that  we  cannot  allow 
them  to  suffer.  If  this  report  appears  to  be  trying  to  prepare  you 
for  the  financial  blow,  you  are  correct. 

Our  thanks  go  out  to  Fred  Carey  and  his  conscientious  crew 
for  their  cooperation  and  hard  work.  Many  problems  are  taken 
care  of  before  they  even  come  to  our  attention  and  no  matter 
what  time  of  day  or  night  they  are  ready  to  help  in  an  emergency.

Insect  and  Pest  Superintendent 


To :  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Voters  of  Eastham 

The  year  past  would  be  what  we,  the  people  dealing  with 
insect  problems,  would  call  average.  No  serious  insect  in- 
festations. 

Tlirough  extensive  scouting  and  fields  work  insect  "out- 
breaks" or  heavy  infestations  are  forecast  and  kept  at  a 
minimum  with  less  pesticides  having  to  be  used.  If  the  insect 
pests  are  not  controlled  when  the  infestations  are  in  a  small  area 
and  the  insect  pests  are  allowed  to  spread  then  the  problem  in- 
creases also. 

During  the  past  year  a  carefuDy  executed  plan  of  attack  on 
insect  pest  was  completed.  Cover  sprays  along  the  roadsides,  on 
private  properties,  where  requested,  and  town  landings  and 
beaches  were  apphed  to  control  such  pests  as  woodticks,  eastern 
tent  caterpillar,  fall  web  worm,  Nantucket  tip  moth,  gypsy  moth, 
pine  lupa,  oak  leaf  miner,  locust  leaf  miner  and  poison  ivy. 

It  is  recommended  by  the  state  and  federal  officials  that 
insect  pests  should  be  controlled  where  they  come  in  contact  with 
people. 

The  motor  on  the  spray  machine  had  to  be  replaced  and  the 
pump  was  rebuilt.  This  piece  of  equipment  was  purchased  by  the 
town  in  1966  and  has  many  operating  hours  on  it.  Probably  it  will 
have  to  be  replaced  in  two  or  three  years.

The  Eastham  Library  continues  to  grow  at  a  pace  far  ex- 
ceeding that  of  the  town.  As  more  and  more  people  use  the 
library,  we*ve  increased  the  number  of  hours  and  our  days 
"open**,  we've  added  more  and  more  books  to  the  shelves,  and  we 
hope  this  constant  expansion  means  we're  giving  you  better  and 
better  service. 

None  of  this  would  be  possible  without  our  many  friends  and 
staff.  Librarian  Jane  Eldridge  heads  the  list  of  those  responsible. 
Cheerful,  capable  and  creative,  she  can  locate  a  reference  book 
for  a  high  school  assignment  one  minute  or  submit  a  successful 
application  for  a  federal  grant  the  next.  Assistants  Madeline 
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C6x,  Grace  Davis  and  Martha  Johnston  all  help  in  countless 
ways,  while  Page  Marianne  Millette  and  Custodian  James 
Reardon  round  out  our  able  staff. 

Our  volunteers  and  friends  are  far  too  numerous  to  mention 
by  name  but  you  give  the  most  valuable  gift  of  all.  You  give  of 
your  time  and  your  energy  and  without  you  we  could  not  operate 
the  way  we  do.  We  thank  you. 

The  Bicentennial  Committee,  their  work  complete, 
bequeathed  to  the  library,  the  copyright  and  unsold  copies  of 
Entering  Eastham,  their  excellent  history  of  the  town.  These  will 
be  available  at  the  library  along  with  our  own  History  of  the 
Eastham  Public  Library  by  Helen  Schwind.  In  addition,  the 
ladies  of  the  town  honored  us  with  the  gift  of  their  Bicentennial 
Quilt  which  is  now  on  display  in  the  reading  room. 

The  new  card  catalog  in  the  children's  room  was  thoughtfully 
donated  by  someone  who  prefers  to  remain  anonymous.  For 
young  people,  learning  how  to  look  up  the  books  available  is  an 
important  part  of  using  the  library,  so  this  gift  does  more  than 
simply  replace  an  old  piece  of  equipment  with  a  more  modern 
one. 

The  small  white  metal  statue  silhouetted  against  the  picture 
window  was  given  the  library  by  Evelyn  Dickie.  It  is  the  work  of 
French  sculptor  Rancoulet  who  was  bom  in  Bordeau  in  1870. 

Tlie  Friends  of  the  Library  contributed  most  generously  to  our 
greatest  need  -  additional  books  -  and  the  Trustees  are  very 
grateful  for  their  continuing  support.  We  also  received  a 
welcome  gift  of  art  and  craft  books  from  the  Artists  and  Crafts- 
men's Guild  of  the  Outer  Cape. 

The  Merrill  Room  has  fully  justified  the  expenditures  to  date. 
We  wonder  what  we  ever  did  without  it!  Many  meetings  and 
activities,  both  library  and  community  take  place  there.  And 
while  we  wish  them  a  successful  building  program  of  their  own, 
we're  happy  it  provides  a  temporary  home  for  the  Senior  Citizens 
and  the  Council  on  Aging.  We  enjoy  their  company. 

We  foresee  nothing  but  further  growth  and  continued  ex- 
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pansion  of  the  Library,  its  services  and  its  assets  in  the  coming 
year.  Please  come  help  us,  direct  us  and  enjoy  it  with  us.

Report  of  the  Librarian 

1976  —  our  Bicentennial  Year  —  and  what  a  year  for  the 
Library!  In  response  to  increases  in  activity  of  the  previous  year, 
we  increased  the  hours  in  the  summer  from  19-29,  being  open  for 
the  first  time  on  Mondays  and  Fridays.  The  result?  July  cir- 
culation increased  20  <  *,  August  circulation  doubled.  When  fall 
came,  we  increased  the  hours  from  17-23,  including  two  hours  on 
Sunday,  another  first.  Again,  the  result  was  an  increase  in  cir- 
culation and  use  of  the  library.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  we  had  a 
one  year  increase  in  circulation  of  over  30''o ,  and  had  doubled  the 
circulation  of  five  years  ago.  We  had  checked  out  an  average  of 
one  book  every  two  minutes. 

Other  increases  are  in  the  borrowing  of  books  from  the 
Yarmouthport  Depository,  and  in  the  use  of  Interhbrary  Loans. 
In  the  last  year  our  borrowing  from  the  Despository  has 
quadrupled  -  we  are  now  in  the  top  five  borrowers  on  the  Cape. 
Major  areas  that  we  borrow  are  in  children's  literature.  Young 
adult  literature,  adult  non-fiction  and  records.  Last  year  we 
borrowed  over  2,000  books  and  records.  And,  in  the  last  two 
years,  our  use  of  the  Interlibrary  Loans  has  risen  from  less  than 
ten  a  month  to  twenty-five  a  month. 

Your  library  has  been  very  fortunate  in  this  past  year  in 
being  the  recipient  of  many  thoughtful  and  generous  gifts.  The 
Orleans  Women's  Qub  has  continued  to  donate  memorial  books, 
individuals  have  donated  books  both  for  use  on  the  shelves,  and 
for  our  big  book  sale  in  the  summer.  The  Artists  and  Craftsmans 
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Guild  gave  us  a  substantial  gift  of  books  plus  a  magazine  sub- 
scription which  will  add  a  great  deal  to  our  collection.  Another 
significant  gift  came  from  an  anonymous  donor  -  our  beautiful 
children's  card  catalog.  The  gifts  of  the  Bicentennial  Quilt,  The 
Greene  genealogy,  The  Saltwater  Sportsman. .  .we  could  go  on 
and  on.  .  .each  in  its  own  way  an  important  part  of  your  library, 
and  greatly  appreciated  by  countless  numbers  of  people. 

Also  in  the  past  calendar  year,  your  library  has  been  very 
fortunate  in  being  the  recipient  of  three  grants,  each  one 
federally  funded  with  LSCA  Title  I  funds  through  the 
Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Library  Extension.  The  first  grant,  in 
the  amount  of  $1,065.00,  was  used  to  purchase  an  electric 
typewriter,  two  bookcases,  and  a  depressable  book  truck.  The 
second  grant,  specifically  for  the  purpose  of  Large  Print  Books, 
was  in  the  amount  of  $1,500.00  and  was  shared  equally  with 
Eastham,  Brewster,  Orleans,  and  Harwich.  The  most  recent 
grant  we  were  awarded  was  a  Visual  Resources  Grant  of  $3,000  - 
also  shared  equally  with  Brewster,  Eastham,  Harwich,  and 
Orleans.  This  grant  has  made  it  possible  to  add  significantly  to 
our  large  print  collection  of  books,  and  to  make  available  for 
public  use  in  the  four  towns  a  large  print  typewriter,  a 
magnifying  light,  and  a  page  turner,  as  well  as  games 
specifically  designed  for  the  visually  handicapped. 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  a  challenging  and  rewarding  year,  full 
of  hard  work  and  satisfactions  as  we  have  watched  the  positive 
results  accumulate.

Natural  Resourres  Department 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  transition  from  the  separate  departments  of  Con- 
servation Officer  and  Shellfish  Warden  to  the  Natural  Resources 
Officer  has  been  a  smooth  one.  The  programs  in  both  areas 
remain  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  Attendance  at  Salt  Pond 
was  somewhat  lower  this  year  than  in  previous  years  with  562 
bushels  of  quahogs  and  clams  dug.  The  propagation  of  soft  shell 
clams  along  the  reclaimed  shore  of  Salt  Pond  was  very  suc- 
cessful and  will  be  continued  in  the  future.  Additionally,  the 
propagation  of  clams  on  the  flats  in  lower  Nauset  Marsh  by  the 
Outermost  House  yielded  an  excellent  return  again  this  year. 
Thirty  bushels  of  mussels  were  raised  on  rafts  from  the  juvenile 
stage  to  adult  and  transplanted  to  an  area  around  Hemenway 
Landing. 

Qearly,  the  trend  established  in  the  past  years  of  resup- 
plying  natural  shellfish  beds  with  seed  raised  in  an  intensive 
growth  area  such  as  Salt  Pond  is  successful  and  should  be  pur- 
sued further.  Our  efforts  this  year  to  produce  more  quahogs  have 
resulted  in  nearly  fifty  thousand  shellfish  ready  for  transplanting 
which  should  be  available  for  digging  in  the  near  future. 

An  unusually  heavy  set  of  soft  shell  clams  in  Salt  Pond  this 
summer  was  thinned  out  and  transplanted  to  various  other  beds 
in  the  town  known  to  support  clams  but  presently  empty  due  to 
excessive  demand.  With  some  luck  they  should  be  harvestable 
soon. 

Scallops  were  perhaps  the  most  popular  shellfish  this  year. 
Two  hundred  bushels  were  taken  from  the  Cedar  Bank  area  by 
non-commercial  permit  holders.  As  the  weather  permitted, 
commercial  scallopers  harvested  as  many  bushels  from  Cape 
Cod  Bay.  Fifty  bushels  of  scallop  seed  were  transplanted  to  the 
marsh  for  next  year. 

The  oyster  season  was  severely  limited  this  year  due  to  the 
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unavailability  of  seed.  New  suppliers  have  arrived  on  the  market 
to  replace  those  that  disappeared  however,  and  we  are  an- 
ticipating the  return  of  Oyster  Sunday  next  year. 

License  sales  this  year  were  as  follows:  53  percent  of  the 
licenses  at  $3.00  were  purchased  by  residents  and  non-resident 
taxpayers;  37  percent  of  the  licenses  at  $5.00  were  purchased  by 
tenants  or  people  renting  in  Eastham;  4  percent  by  non-resident 
non-tenants;  and  3  percent  by  resident  commercial  fishermen.  A 
total  of  1,946  licenses  and  106  special  scallop  permits  were  issued. 

The  ever  present  demand  for  shellfish  and  the  success  of  our 
propagation  efforts  thus  far  encourage  us  to  continue  with  them 
and  expand  with  new  ideas. 

The  herring  had  a  successful  run  this  year.  Although  most  of 
the  fish  arrived  at  the  Cole  Road  run,  we  persuaded  about  two 
thousand  of  them  to  take  a  side  trip  to  Herring  Pond  with  the 
assistance  of  many  volunteers  and  pails  filled  with  water.  Most 
of  the  fish  survived,  spawned,  and  great  numbers  of  fingerlings 
were  running  out  of  both  ponds  in  the  fall. 

The  patrol  of  the  outer  beach  continues;  thanks  again  to 
those  who  use  the  beach  wisely.  Several  washover  areas  were 
fenced  off  with  snowf ence  to  allow  the  dunes  to  repair  themselves 
with  some  success.  However,  recent  winter  storms  have 
removed  the  fencing  and  widened  the  washover  areas. 

Among  the  other  miscellaneous  items  which  came  to  the 
department's  attention  was  a  massive  mortality  of  squid  along 
the  Bay  beaches.  Scientists  at  NMFS,  Woods  Hole  investigated 
and  estimated  that  as  many  as  ten  million  squid  washed  ashore. 
They  concluded  that  there  was  no  single  definite  cause  such  as 
overpopulation,  predators  and  rapidly  cooling  water  tem- 
peratures caused  the  mortalities. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr,  Phil  Schwind  for  his  assistance  and 
guidance  in  the  formation  of  the  Natural  Resources  Department. 
Thanks  are  also  due  the  many  volunteers  and  other  Town 
Departments  who  assisted  in  our  various  projects.  The  Natural 
Resources  Department  including  myself  and  Deputy  Natural 
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Resources  Officers  -  Charles  Campbell,  Dana  Eldredge,  David 
Waite,  Mickey  Mickle,  Don  Oiase  and  David  Coates  -  appreciate 
the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  townspeople.

Eastham  Town  Nursing  service  is  surveyed  annually  by 
State  Medicare  officials. 

Home  nursing  care  is  expected  to  increase  as  hospital  and 
nursing  home  facilities  become  overcrowded  and  expensive. 
Home  care  will  become  a  major  new  component  of  medical 
treatment  in  the  United  States.  Medicare  and  Medicaid 
programs  plan  to  expand  services  and  increase  the  level  of 
support  to  the  chronically  ill  who  wish  to  be  at  home.  These 
trends  in  improved  coverage  lean  toward  regionaUzation  of 
health  services  but  should  in  no  way  affect  patient  care. 

The  Blood  Pressure  screening  held  in  the  Merrill  Room  of  the 
library  has  grown  in  attendance.  It  is  held  the  second  Wednesday 
of  each  month,  from  1  to  2:30  P.M.  Many  summer  residents  also 
took  advantage  of  this  service. 

Flu  clinics  were  held  at  the  Eastham  library  and  in  Orleans 
with  a  total  of  approximately  300  residents  of  Eastham  receiving 
the  vaccine.

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Assistance  with  medical  insurance  has  increased.  Mrs. 
Robert  Deschamps  may  be  contacted  mornings  at  the  Nurse's

and  Christmas  from  several  local  organizations.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Personnel  Board  now  consists  of  five  members  as  voted 
by  the  Town  at  the  1976  Annual  Meeting. 

Since  the  dose  of  the  last  Town  Meeting  the  Personnel  Board 
has  published  a  revised  Personnel  By-Law  -  cost  to  the  Town: 
$174.60.  Our  new  Personnel  By-Law  is  designed  in  such  a  way 
that  simple  changes  can  be  made  at  little  or  no  expense.  Selected 
towns  were  sent  copies  of  the  Personnel  By-Law  and  asked  to 
reciprocate.  The  response  to  date  has  been  excellent. 

We  are  presently  conducting  a  review  of  the  classification 
and  pay  system.  Our  first  step  was  taken  August  17,  1976,  at  a 
joint  meeting  with  all  department  heads.  At  that  time  we  passed 
oii  a  Position  Description  Questionnaire  to  be  completed  by  all 
employees  of  the  Town.  At  this  writing  we  find  information 
gleaned  from  the  questionnaires  has  been  valuable  in  our  review 
of  the  Qassification  Pay  Scale.  The  Board  has  assigned  sub- 
committees to  work  with  various  departments  on  problem  areas 
and/or  a  communication  link. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  Carl  Nyman,  Charles  Qark 
and  Sue  Horton  for  their  services  to  the  Town. 
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Under  Section  3.2  of  the  Personnel  By-Law,  the  Personnel 
Board  has  caused  to  be  kept  in  the  Town  Accountant's  Office  a 
current  copy  of  the  Personnel  By-Law  and  all  job  descriptions 
that  pertain  to  the  Town  of  Eastham.  This  information  is 
available  for  anyone  wanting  to  see  them.

To  The  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Eastham: 

Enactment  of  Chapter  808  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
has  caused  much  concern  and  confusion  among  Planning  Boards 
generally.  This  is  a  complete  revision  of  the  so-called  Zoning 
Enabling  Act  (Chap.  40A)  and  at  the  present  time  there  are 
conflicting  legal  opinions  regarding  implementation  of  this  law. 
Therefore,  this  past  year,  we  have  minimized  activity  on  new  or 
revised  zoning  proposals. 

We  have  continued  to  work  with  the  Fire  and  Police  Com- 
mittee regarding  elimination  of  duplicate  road  names.  These 
efforts  culminated  in  two  public  hearings  -  one  in  September  and 
another  in  October,  involving  a  total  of  30  road  names.  The  new 
names,  as  adopted,  are  now  in  process  of  being  recorded  with  the 
Register  of  Deeds.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  hearings  were  only 
concerned  with  private  roads  and  that  any  road  name  changes 
will  have  to  be  submitted  to  the  Voters  at  a  future  Town  Meeting. 
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This  year  the  so-called  routine  activities  increased  somewhat 
over  the  previous  one.  There  were  twenty-four  ''Approval  Not 
Required'*  plans  signed  establishing  70  new  lots  some  of  which 
were  previously  created,  but  required  resutmission  of  a  plan. 
Seven  hearings  were  held  for  new  subdivisions  resulting  in  the 
creation  of  80  new  lots. 

We  devoted  much  time  to  a  review  of  the  Coastal  Zone 
Management  proposals  and  maps.  Specific  recommendations 
were  made  for  the  Scenic  and  Erosion  maps.  There  was  a  further 
review  of  draft  maps  and  input  of  general  data  for  the  program 
and  we  emphasized  the  desirability  of  maintaining  home  rule  and 
local  control  wherever  possible. 

Much  of  our  time  was  consumed  on  discussion  of  matters 
sudi  as  lighting  at  the  Rotary,  Route  6  generally,  a  helioport  for 
emergency  use,  inspection  of  new  road  construction,  a  bet- 
terment assessment  on  new  roads  and  the  go-cart  Appeal  Case. 
In  addition,  the  proposed  Senior  Qtizen  and  Community  Center 
on  Nauset  Road  was  discussed  and  while  the  Board  is  certainly 
not  opposed  to  such  a  center,  written  objection  was  expressed 
primarily  because  of  the  location  and  potential  traffic  problems. 
On  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Conunittee,  ttie  charge 
for  the  latest  edition  of  the  Blue  Book  was  increased  to  one  dollar. 
Questions  were  raised  about  the  legality  of  Zoning  By-Laws 
enacted  or  amended  at  Special  Town  Meetings.  Such  procedure 
is  valid  and  is  governed  by  Mass.  Gen.  Laws,  Chapter  40A.

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Report  of  the 
Elementary  School  Committee 


The  Eastham  Elementary  School  Committee  membership 
was  increased  from  three  to  five  in  May  as  was  voted  at  the 
previous  year's  Town  Meeting.  Joyce  Brookshire  and  Christine 
Austin  were  the  newly  elected  members  with  Wallace  Ruckert 
being  elected  to  serve  for  the  new  one  year  term.  Marcia 
Nickerson  was  elected  from  the  Committee  to  serve  on  the 
Nauset  Regional  School  Committee  along  with  Phyllis  Clark  who 
is  Eastham's  member  elected  at  large. 

As  the  Committee  has  trimmed  the  past  few  years*  budgets 
as  closely  as  possible  several  maintenance  items,  mainly  those  of 
heating,  need  special  attention  in  the  1977-78  budget.  The 
members  have  been  considering  priority  reconunendations  in 
order  to  keep  the  school  up  to  standards  with  relation  to  State 
Building  Laws  and  to  efficiency  in  operation. 

New  Principal  Dan  Shay*s  organization  of  the  curriculum 
and  programs  at  the  school  promises  to  allow  for  more  time  and 
stress  on  reading  for  students  in  the  regular  classrooms  and  for 
those  in  Special  Needs.  The  overall  study  of  Scope  and  Sequence 
of  curriculum  should  benefit  our  pupils  as  they  move  to  the 
Middle  School. 

Roger  Gill  is  the  Committee's  representative  to  Cape  Cod 
Collaborative  and  regularly  reports  on  activities  of  the 
educational  body.  The  Collaborative  is  made  up  of  several 
schools  on  the  Cape  for  the  purpose  of  pooling  resources  for  the 
education  of  children  with  low  incidence  handicaps.  Elastham 
presently  has  three  children  participating  in  these  programs. 

The  Clinical  Teaching  Center  which  is  presently  located  near 
the  Administrative  Offices  in  South  Wellfleet  must  move  at  least 
by  1980.  Elementary  age  children  with  severe  learning 
disabilities  and  emotional  disturbances  are  serviced  at  that 
school.  At  present  there  is  a  Study  Committee  working  to  come 
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up  with  recommendations  as  to  the  re-location  of  the  school  and 
its  future  role  in  relation  to  the  children  of  our  schools. 

Once  again  the  Committee  would  like  to  thank  all  towns- 
people for  their  support  of  their  Elementary  School,  and  also 
those  who  are  in  immediate  participation  of  the  children's  school 
day.

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Report  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Technical  High  School  District  Committee 


Cape  Cod  Tech,  only  in  its  second  year  of  operation,  has  come 
a  long  way  since  that  memorable  day  in  September  of  1975. 

As  I  indicated  last  year,  we  did  make  some  changes  in  the 
academic  program  and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  transition 
from  an  open,  individually  guided  program  of  studies  with 
learning  activity  packages,  to  the  more  traditional  teacher 
textbook  method  of  operation  was  performed  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  bring  great  credit  to  the  students,  teachers,  School  Com- 
mittee members  and  administrators  who  worked  many  long 
hours  to  bring  this  to  pass.  The  lessons  learned  in  that  trans- 
formation last  year  have  made  our  program  of  studies  this  year 
in  the  academic  area  operate  as  though  we  had  been  in  busmess 
for  years. 

Another  area  of  great  growth  during  that  first  year  of 
operation  was  in  the  vocational  shop  areas.  The  first  four  months 
of  the  school  year^  as  you  will  remember,  were  devoted  to  an 
exploratory  program  for  freshmen  and  sophomore  students  and 
as  of  January  5th,  upon  their  return  from  Giristmas  vacation,  all 
students  were  finally  assigned  to  the  department  of  their  choice 
for  the  most  part  and  it  was  gratifying  to  see  the  students  from 
eleven  different  towns  blending  themselves  into  twenty  separate 
and  distinct  vocational  programs.  When  one  spends  fifty  per  cent 
of  his  time  in  school  with  the  same  group  of  students,  such  as  is 
done  in  a  vocational  school,  very  close  associations  are 
developed,  and  a  new  spirit  was  noticed  among  the  students. 

Our  first  graduation,  June  6, 1976,  was  a  memorable  one  and 
the  Yearbook  was  dedicated  to  the  School  Committee  members, 
present  and  past.  One  hundred  forty-two  students  graduated 
from  Cape  Cod  Tech  and  we  are  happy  to  report  that  twenty-four 
of  them  chose  to  come  back  to  further  their  studies  as  they  had 
had  only  one  year  of  vacational  education,  having  transferred 
from  an  academic  high  school.  The  school  year  ended  on  June 
17th  and  I  think  if  you  listened  carefully  you  could  have  heard  a 
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sigh  of  relief.  It  was  a  rewarding  year,  but  we  did  have  our  trials 
and  tribulations. 

All  of  our  departments  have  been  actively  involved  with  in- 
house  changes  and  with  customers  from  each  of  our  eleven 
towns.  Many  citizens  from  our  member  towns  have  taken  the 
opportunity  to  visit  our  school  and  while  here  they  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  visit  the  Cosmetology  shop,  the  Culinary  Arts 
Dining  Room,  our  Distributive  Education  store,  and  we  are  very 
grateful  to  them  as  we  need  this  kind  of  assistance  for  our 
students  to  be  better  prepared  in  their  trade. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Consortium,  made  up  of  Finance  Conunittee  members 
from  each  of  the  sending  towns,  for  the  patience  and  un- 
derstanding in  the  developing  of  budgets  for  a  school  that  went 
from  zero  students  to  979  in  September  of  1975. 

We  had  some  changes  in  our  School  Committee  membership 
this  year: 

David  Brownville,  from  the  Town  of  Brewster,  resigned  and 
his  place  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Anne  D.  Blatz.  David  was  an 
original  member  of  the  Cape  Cod  Tech  Conmiittee  and  the 
rest  of  the  conunittee  members  thank  him  for  his  valuable 
assistance  in  the  development  of  this  school. 

Frederick  Dunford,  from  Harwich,  resigned  because  of  his 
professional  responsibilities  and  he  was  ably  replaced  by 
Jesse  J.  Morgan,  former  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the 
Town  of  Harwich. 

C.W.  Matthews  Tudor  replaced  Jean  Weinig  from  Truro. 

James  H.  Quirk,  Jr.,  replaced  Richard  0.  Staff  from  the 
Town  of  Yarmouth. 


We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  members  who 
are  no  longer  with  us  and  to  give  a  sincere  welcome  to  those  new 
members  who  are  now  part  of  this  22  member  committee. 
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We  are  contemplating  the  introduction  of  an  Adult  Education 
program  during  the  Spring  of  1977  and  we  hope  it  is  as  successful 
as  it  is  in  all  the  other  vocational  schools  throughout  the  state.  In 
most  cases  they  have  more  people  attending  their  adult 
programs  than  day  time  students. 


We  again  want  to  thank  the  people  from  the  Retired  Senior 
Volunteer  Program  here  on  Cape  Cod.  We  have  had  excellent 
people  working  with  us  this  year  and  a  vote  of  thanks  must  also 
go  to  the  C.E.T.A.  people  for  the  fine  works  they  have  sent  us 
during  these  past  two  years. 

Our  Superintendent  -  Director,  Wilfred  H.  Learned,  Jr.,  will 
be  very  glad  to  answer  any  questions  you  may  have  regarding 
our  programs.

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Report  of  the 
Elementary  School  Superintendent 


It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  following 
report  to  the  residents  of  Eastham.  In  this  my  second  year  as  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  am  pleased  to  see  the  tremendous 
progress  that  we  have  made  in  our  schools.  The  citizens  of 
Eastham  have  continually  shown  a  high  level  of  interest  in  school 
programs. 

1.  APPOINTMENT  OF  PRINQPAL 

Probably  the  highlight  of  the  school  year  was  the  appointment  of 
Daniel  E.  Shay,  who  began  his  appointment  on  July  1,  1976.  His 
vigorous  and  enthusiastic  style  have  had  great  impact  on  the 
sdiool  and  on  the  community.  Welcome  Dan  Shay ! 

2.  SCOPE  &  SEQUENCE 

Work  was  begun  in  earnest  in  January,  1976  on  Scope  &  Sequence. 
This  is  the  development  of  a  sequential  design  of  curriculum  so 
that  each  citizen,  each  teacher,  and  each  boy  and  girl  has  a  long 
range  picture  of  minimal  expectations.  It  should  help  us  all  in 
understanding  the  complex  modem  curriculum. 

3.  CENTRAL  OFFICE  RELOCATION 

The  Central  Office  must  be  moved  by  1980.  However,  plans  are 
under  way  to  perhaps  move  prior  to  1980  or  at  least  have  the 
architectural  design  completed  soon.  The  site  chosen  to  date, 
which  has  not  been  finalized  at  this  writing,  is  on  the  Middle 
School  grounds  in  Orleans. 

4.  ARCHITECT  STUDY 

Of  particular  interest  to  Eastham  residents  is  the  fact  that  the 
school  conmiittee  has  chosen  an  architect  to  develop  a  long  range 
plan  which  will  result  in  general  improvements  for  the  next 
several  years.  In  the  architect's  report  to  the  school  conmiittee, 
he  outlined  building  needs  over  the  next  several  years.  They 
range  from  work  that  must  be  done  as  soon  as  possible,  to  those 
that  should  be  programmed  for  future  work. 
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My  own  personal  work  in  the  community  has  been  most 
gratifying.  Various  municipal  and  citizen  groups  have  been  most 
cooperative.  I  look  forward  to  another  year  of  work  with  an 
excellent  staff  at  the  elementary  school.  Our  continued  mutual 
cooperation  can  only  result  in  better  education  for  the  youth  of 
Eastham.

Report  of  the  Principal 

1976 

I  am  very  pleased  to  be  writing  the  Eastham  Elementary 
1976  annual  report.  I  must  say  that  at  the  outset,  you  have  been 
most  courteous  in  welcoming  my  family  and  me  to  your  com- 
munity. It  has  made  our  transition  here  to  the  Cape  a  pleasant 
experience. 

There  have  been  additional  staff  changes  this  Fall:  Johanne 
Pitman,  Guidance  Counselor;  Nancy  Ashton,  Speech;  Ann 
Marie  Butler,  Physical  Education;  Mary  Murphy,  Special  Needs 
Teacher;  Rita  Doddridge,  Art;  Betty  Hulick,  Title  I  (ARU); 
Barbara  HoUander-Essig,  Pre-School  Teacher. 

The  heating  and  ventilating  system  has  been  undergoing 
constant  breaking  down  and  repair  cycles.  A  preventative 
maintenance  schedule  is  presently  being  programmed  in  con- 
junction with  budgeting  commitments  to  assist  in  remedying  this 
area. 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  the  reading-language  program 
was  initiated  into  the  third  grade  this  Fall.  The  staff  and  I  have 
been  establishing  standards  for  the  curriculum  and  programs  for 
each  of  the  grades.  We  have  also  been  working  on  a  curriculum 
''Scope  and  Sequence''  charter  for  each  of  the  basic  disciplines. 
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Assistance  in  the  flow  of  communications  and  the  providing 
of  extra  help  has  been  the  objective  of  the  Eastham  Parent  and 
Teacher  Group.  They  have  been  very  active  this  year 
establishing  the  monthly  Newsletter,  sponsoring  pre-school, 
assisting  with  ''Open  House'',  lunch  room  monitors,  bus  routes, 
room  mothers  and  many  other  activities.  The  group  is  made  up 
of  parents  and  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  school  staff.

Hie  activities  of  the  Town  Counsel  for  the  past  year  have 
become  more  demanding  in  time  and  effort.  I  find  that  the 
threats  of  litigation  of  a  year  ago  are  ripening  into  judicial 
confrontations  and  that  the  various  Boards  of  the  Town  are 
beginning  to  feel  the  scrutiny  of  the  courts.  These  events  are 
significant  to  the  inhabitants  of  Eastham  and  will  have  a  direct 
impact  upon  them. 

I  appreciate  the  close  cooperation  and  involvement  that  I 
have  had  with  many  of  these  Boards  and  would  urge  those  Boards 
which  have  chosen  not  to  avail  themselves  of  counsel  to  seek  such 
advice  so  as  to  minimize  the  financial  and  other  costs  that  may 
arise  from  technical  errors  of  judicial  procedure  and  judgment. 

I  note  in  this  report,  as  I  have  in  my  past  reports,  that  as  yet 
the  role  of  Town  Counsel  has  not  become  clearly  defined  in  the 
Town  By-Laws  and  would  once  again  reconunend  that  action  be 
taken  in  this  area.

Senior  Center  Study  Conmiittee 

Under  Article  3  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  23, 1975, 
the  Selectmen  appointed  this  conunittee  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  federal  and-or  state  funding  for  the  development  of 
a  Senior  Center.  Your  conunittee  held  several  meetings  and  at 
its  request  the  Selectmen  held  hearings  on  November  17  and 
November  21, 1975.  Your  committee  considered  proposed  uses  of 
such  a  Center  for  Seniors,  other  town  purposes  and  as  a  com- 
munity center.  A  tentative  floor  plan  and  tentative  size  of 
building  were  agreed  upon.  This  size  was  26  by  56  feet  single 
story  but  with  usable  basement.  Upon  our  recommendation  the 
Selectmen  made  application  for  the  Town  of  Eastham  to  the  U.S. 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  Department  for  $72,600. 

Unfortunately  this  request  for  a  grant  was  turned  down. 
HUD  told  us  our  application  was  satisfactory  but  that  they  had 
received  requests  for  more  than  three  and  a  half  times  the  funds 
available.  Your  committee  feels  that  requests  relating  to 
housing  received  higher  priorities. 

While  the  powers  under  the  Town  Meeting  action  have  been 
filled,  we  felt  the  Town's  wishes  would  extend  to  the  con- 
sideration of  other  ways  to  obtain  a  combined  Senior  Center  and 
Community  Center.  We  have  discussed  the  following  possibilities 
but  have  not  had  the  opportunity  or  authorization  to  make  a 
complete  study. 

1)  Rental  of  space 

2)  Obtaining  Harrington  house  or  similar  building  from  the 
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National  Park  Service  and  moving  it. 

3)  Constructing  a  building  similar  to  the  HUD  proposal  but  at 
a  lower  cost  with  some  parts  (such  as  landscaping  and  parking 
areas)  delayed  or  done  by  volunteer  labor. 

4)  Purdiase  of  a  suitable  building. 

We  recommend  to  the  town  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
study  these  and  other  proposals.

Windmill 


On  July  25, 1936  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  S.  Goodwin  of  Wakefield, 
Mass.  signed  in  as  the  first  official  visitors  after  the  Old  Mill's 
restoration.  During  that  first  day  41  visitors  signed  in.  For  the 
entire  summer  until  15  September,  approximately  1600  people 
signed  in  representing  families  and  groups.  They  included  E.  D. 
Penniman  (Bessie)  who  came  twice,  a  wag  who  signed  in  as 
Winston  Churchill,  the  Lewis  Paines  of  Andover  who  claimed 
descendance  from  Thomas  Paines  and  people  from  New 
England,  the  Mid-Atlantic  states  and  HoUywood,  Washington, 
D.C.,  Utah,  Wisconsin,  Missouri,  Montana,  Montreal,  New 
Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia. 

There  were  a  lot  of  Eastham  names:  Phyliss  and  Betty 
Bracks,  Jocyln,  Norma  Herbert,  and  Shirly  Nickerson,  Hope 
Hurd,  Jean  Knowles,  Robert  Brewer,  Louise  Cobb,  Grace  and 
Phyliss  Qark,  Eleanor,  Virginia  and  Robert  Pearson,  Robert 
and  William  Watson,  Robert  Fulcher,  Ernest  Moore,  Russell 
Horton,  Etonald  and  Fenton  Sparrow.  All  came  to  see  their  Mill 
that  summer. 

While  the  Nation  clelebrated  its  200th  birthday  last  year,  the 
Old  Mill  quietly  passed  its  296th  year  doing  its  part  to  bring 
visitors  to  the  town.  Today's  book  shows  perhaps  20  times  as 
many  people  as  did  the  1936  book.  The  list  of  places  includes 
every  state  as  well  as  many  foreign  countries.  Qarence  Webster 
reports  that  he  had  received  21  cards  as  of  January  from  visitors 
from  foreign  lands  who  visited  the  mill  last  year.  It  is  not  unusual 
to  be  talking  to  a  Hollander  about  his  neighborhood  mill  or  an 
Italian  miller  grinding  wheat  for  home-made  pasta  or  using  a  bit 
of  sign  language  with  a  tourist  from  Japan,  Thailand  or 
Czechoslovakia.  We  have  **traded'*  information  about  mills  with 
many  visitors  from  Maryland,  San  Francisco,  Quebec,  Rhode 
Island,  Michigan,  Manitoba,  Virginia,  and  Brewster. 

Eastham's  mill  is  still  unique,  more  ancient  and  available 
than  any.  We  still  are  a  free  admission,  7  day  a  week  attraction. 
Where  is  a  Cape  Cod  visitor  to  get  a  bargain  like  that?  With  our 
new  suit  of  saUs  purchased  with  donations  from  townspeople,  we 
can  make  ready  for  an  occasional  day  of  grinding  com  as  we  used 
to.  Put  1980 on  your  appointment  calendar  for  the  Mill's  birthday 
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party  \^en  we  will  celebrate  its  300  years  of  service  to  our 
community.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Eastham: 

In  1977  the  Town  of  Eastham  once  again  experienced  growth, 
pressure  for  expansion  of  services  and,  concommitantly  —  change. 
Change  manifesting  itself  not  only  in  procedures,  the  way  in  which 
our  government  functions,  but  also  in  substance,  the  kinds  and 
amount  of  work  that  now  must  be  done  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
citizens.  Simply  put,  there  has  been  change  in  what  is  done  and 
how  it  Is  done.  The  year  was  one  of  continuing  transition  from  the 
small  town  of  the  1960's  to  a  town  nearly  double  in  size,  of  ap- 
proximately 3,200  year-round  residents  and  9,000  non-residents. 
The  one  stable  element  in  this  difficult  transition  period  is,  as 
always,  good  service  to  citizens.  To  continue  and  to  improve 
service  remains  the  primary  function  of  our  government.  The 
present  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been  fortunate  to  build  upon  a 
strong  foundation  laid  by  the  town's  past  officers  and  staff,  and 
follows  in  the  tradition  of  those  who  committed  themselves  to 
dedicated  and  conscientious  service. 

Early  in  the  year,  The  Board  carefully  selected  areas  which 
needed  immediate  attention,  established  priorities,  and  took 
action.  Developing  and  utilizing  an  organization  chart  of  the  of- 
ficers and  staff  of  the  town,  the  Board  reorganized  duties  and 
functions,  recognizing  new  and  added  responsibilities.  Through 
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this  restructuring,  the  Board  was  able  to  more  efficiently,  ef- 
fectively, and  economically  manage  the  town's  business  both 
within  and  beyond  the  town's  borders,  it  is  now  possible  for  the 
Board  to  promote  and  to  protect  the  town's  interests  at  local, 
county,  and  state  levels. 

The  first  benefit  realized  by  the  reorganization  was  the 
coordination  of  what  may  be  termed  the  "day  and  night  govern- 
ments." Both  fulltime  and  parttime  staffs,  volunteers  as  well  as 
employed  ~  all  those  who  do  the  town's  work  —  are  now  able  to 
accomplish  defined  and  definite  goals  in  a  coordinated  and 
cooperative  effort.  The  second  benefit  is  that  Selectmen  are  on 
duty  from  8  in  the  morning  until  9  at  night  nearly  every  day,  not 
only  meeting  the  needs  of  the  citizens  in  the  town,  but  also 
representing  the  town  at  the  county  level,  and,  when  necessary,  at 
the  state  level.  A  member  of  the  Board  represents  the  town  on  the 
Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Commission,  the  Barnstable 
County  Selectmen's  Association,  County  Boards  of  Health 
Association,  County  Finance  Committee,  Transportation  Advisory 
Board  (the  "b"  Bus  Program),  County  CZM  Advisory  Committee, 
the  208  Waste  Water  Program  as  well  as  on  other  ad  hoc  com- 
mittees. This  participation  provides  the  Board  with  the  opportunity 
to  carefully  and  to  thoroughly  assess  programs  and  services,  both 
those  already  in  existence  and  those  proposed,  so  that  the  town's 
proper  level  of  involvement  may  be  better  determined.  Further, 
increased  contact  and  communication  with  state  and  federal  of- 
ficers and  officials  has  brought  necessary  aid.  Within  the  town,  the 
Board  continued  worl<  on  a  comprehensive  plan  for  our  needs  in 
the  next  several  decades.  An  immediate  benefit  of  this  planning 
was  a  "tighter"  operating  budget.  Savings  in  many  budget  items 
should  be  realized. 

Projects  long-awaited  have  come  to  fruition:  Rock  Harbor  will 
be  dredged  this  year  after  a  three-year's  delay;  the  Bay  Road 
bulkhead  built;  and  badly-needed  safety  improvements  on  Route 
6,  requested  over  six  years  ago,  begun.  Projects  long-projected 
have  begun:  a  Town  Hall  complex  survey  will  be  requested  at  the 
Town  Meeting,  with  the  necessary  "mini-swap"  of  land  with  the 
National  Seashore  ready  to  accommodate  the  proposed  expansion. 
The  Board  has  also  been  advised  to  "be  optimistic"  and  once 
again  will  submit  an  application  for  our  Senior  Citizen  Community 
Center  which  will  relieve  pressure  for  space  for  town  functions, 
town  offices  and  community  activities.  Some  of  our  Bay  beach 
areas  will  be  expanded  to  meet  ever-increasing  recreational  needs, 
but  in  an  environmentally-sound  manner.  The  success  of  our 
"perched  beach"  experiment  at  Bay  Road  points  to  not  only 
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preservation  of  present  beach  areas,  but  also  to  expansion  such  as 
is  projected  at  South  Sunken  Meadow  Beach.  Although  the  town 
voted  not  to  build  another  ocean  beach  area,  we  look  forward  to 
continued  close  cooperation  with  Seashore  officials  as  plans  are 
implemented  to  maintain  and  or  build  parking  facilities  at  Coast 
Guard  and  Nauset  Light  Beaches.  We  also  are  carefully  studying 
methods  by  which  we  may  continue  to  use  Coast  Guard  Beach 
"Spit"  without  its  abuse.  Other  projects  near  completion,  for 
example,  sign  code  revision  and  review  of  the  new  state  zoning 
code  by  the  Planning  Board;  solid  waste  disposal  by  a  special 
committee  established  by  Town  Meeting  (earlier,  by  the 
Buildings,  Landings,  and  Parks  Committee);  a  new  wage  and 
salary  scale  by  the  Personnel  Board. 

These  projects  could  not  have  been  completed  without  the 
cooperation  of  the  various  committees  and  boards.  The  Board 
takes  this  opportunity  to  publicly  recognize  their  efforts.  To 
mention  only  some  is  not  meant  to  ignore  others.  Space  Is 
prohibitive  —  there  is  simply  too  much  to  list.  To  cite  a  few 
examples:  some  600  hours  the  Personnel  Board  logged;  long  hours 
of  deliberation  by  the  Planning  Board  and  Finance  Committee  as 
they  prepare  for  Town  Meeting  presentations;  hours  of  difficult 
hearings  and  conferences  by  the  Conservation  Commission  as  It 
seeks  to  protect  our  lands  and  shores;  the  rescue  squad  practicing 
on  Sundays  to  be  "letter-perfect"  with  the  new  ambulance;  the 
nriaintenance  crew  working  on  a  holiday  to  save  the  town  the  ex- 
pense of  replacing  expensive  beach  equipment  threatened  by  a 
storm;  after-office  hours  as  well  as  several  weekends  logged  by  our 
Town  Hall  staff  and  CETA  workers  so  that  tax  bills  could  be  sent 
out  before  the  New  Year;  former  staff  members  Aurore  King  and 
Ralph  Chase,  although  retired,  volunteering  to  work  with  their 
replacements  to  ensure  smooth  transition  without  loss  of  service. 
The  Board  is  proud  to  point  to  the  consistant  high  level  of  service 
provided  by  all  those  who  work  for  the  town. 

One  darker  note  must  be  sounded— taxes  and,  unfortunately, 
increased  taxes.  There  are  local  services  we  must  have,  but  we  will 
request  only  those  absolutely  needed.  The  Board  joins  forces  with 
those  who  hope  to  curb  state  mandated  but  unfunded  programs, 
the  cause  of  much  inflation,  and  those  who  seek  property  tax 
reforms  and/or  alternate  sources  of  revenue. 

The  mood  of  the  year  1977  may  best  be  encompassed  by  this: 
As  we  move  through  these  years  of  change— change  so  difficult  to 
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assess  and  to  accept— be  assured,  although  Eastham's  "edges 
may  erode,"  her  heart  is  strong— and  her  spirit  steadfast.

The  year  1977  will  be  remembered  as  the  year  of  reappraisal.  It 
has  been  a  long  and  strenuous  year.  Our  sincere  thanl^s  to  all  who 
have  been  so  patient  and  understanding. 

United  Appraisal  Company  has  completed  the  reappraisal  of  the 
Town  of  Eastham.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  we  have  not  only 
complied  with  existing  laws,  but  have  also  renewed  the  basis  for  a 
fair  equalization  of  all  tax  burdens  in  Eastham. 

During  the  month  of  October  the  Assessing  Department  was 
closed  so  that  all  assessments  could  be  amended  to  reflect  the 
current  Fair  Market  Value  as  evidenced  by  hundreds  of  recent 
sales.  Almost  5000  parcels  of  land  in  Eastham  were  reassessed. 
Each  parcel  requires  five  steps  before  resulting  in  the  tax  bill  to 
the  owners.  Our  small  assessing  department  personnel  aided  by 
other  department  personnel  did  an  amazing  amount  of  worl^  to  get 
the  tax  bills  out  before  the  end  of  the  year.  To  them  we  say, 
thanks,  for  a  tremendous  job  well  done.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  is  enjoined  by  the  General  Laws  to  make  a  full  and 
comprehensive  report  of  its  acts  during  the  preceding  year  and  of 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  community. 

The  scope  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Board  are  broad  and 
far-reaching;  we  are  concerned  with  the  living  conditions  of 
dwellings  in  the  Town,  water  and  sanitary  systems,  the  public 
health,  the  sanitary  standards  in  public  food  establishments,  and 
disposal  of  waste  materials  in  a  sanitary  manner. 

During  the  calendar  year  1977,  we  have  had  the  full 
cooperation  and  support  on  the  part  of  the  Building  Inspector  and 
Health  Agent,  John  H.  Alexander.  Our  distinct  pleasure  which  we 
enjoyed  In  July,  at  having  Dr.  Wayne  Hobbs  open  a  medical 
practice  In  North  Eastham,  has  since  turned  to  dismay  and 
disappointment,  as  Dr.  Hobbs  was  obliged  to  leave  our  community 
in  January,  because  of  serious  personal  health  problems. 

In  the  field  of  public  health,  we  have  had  the  full  cooperation 
of  the  Barstable  County  Health  Department  and  especially  the 
County  Public  Health  Sanitarian,  Richard  Sturtevant,  who  has 
conducted  the  testing  of  water  samples  gathered  from  public 
bathing  areas  and  from  homes  of  those  individuals  who  request 
this  service.  He  has  also  tested  the  water  and  safety  conditions  at 
the  various  semi-public  swimming  pools  in  Eastham  throughout 
the  year,  and  conducted  inspections  periodically  at  food  service 
establishments.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  Eastham  to  have  been 
free  from  epidemical  incidents,  and  with  the  exception  of  one 
isolated  case  of  salmonella,  reports  of  diseases  from  the  County 
find  us  singularly  free  from  any  significant  public  health  problems. 

We  have  had  the  assistance  of  Nickerson  and  Berger,  Civil 
Engineers,  Elmer  Sampson  and  Laurence  Wilcox,  who  have  in- 
spected the  procedures  and  made  reports  to  us  and  to  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  concerning  the 
sanitary  landfill  use. 

With  respect  to  this  latter  concern,  we  are  indebted  to  an  ad 
hoc  recycling  committee  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Herbert 
Whitlock  and  Mrs.  Joachim  Schneider  who,  with  Michael 
Mountain,  the  contractor,  have  conducted  a  splendid  program, 
which  has  saved  the  Town  much  valuable  land  area  through 
recycling  bottles  and  aluminum  cans. 
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In  the  same  area,  we  are  indebted  to  the  Sea  Scouts,  Sea 
Explorer  Ship  No.  72  and  No.  272  who  have  conducted  a  salvage 
operation  for  newspapers  which  also  has  conserved  land  fill  space. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  others  who  have  cooperated  with  our 
programs  and  who  have  assisted  the  Board  in  its  work.

Report  of  the 
Barnstable  County  Health  Department 

July  1, 1976  to  June  30, 1977 

Through  the  provision  of  health  protection  and  health 
regulation,  health  promotion,  health  services  and  health  planning 
the  department  continues  to  meet  its  responsibilities. 

Health  Protection:  Communicable  disease  control  has  focused 
on  the  Federally  sponsored  "swine  flu"  program.  An  additional 
registered  nurse  worked  with  the  two  public  health  nurse  directors 
in  coordinating  the  distribution  of  vaccine  and  syringes,  in 
assisting  towns  in  the  planning  for  public  clinics  and  in  gathering 
statistics.  Funding  for  this  nurse  was  provided  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  to  the  town  of  Barn- 
stable directly.

Case  finding,  interpreting  the  epidemiologic  procedures  to  be 
followed,  and  arranging  for  follow-up  care,  varied  depending  on 
the  disease  entity.  Vaccines,  diagnostic  kits  and  supplies  were 
distributed  to  physicians,  public  health  nurses  and  health  agents. 

Tuberculosis  control  activities  have  been  an  important  part  of 
the  health  department's  program.  Mantoux  testing  (a  tuberculin 
skin  test)  mandatory  for  screening  of  all  who  work  with  children  - 
teachers,  volunteers,  bus  drivers  and  day  care  staff  -  is  coor- 
dinated by  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department.  Nursing 
home  and  residential  home  staff  are  also  skin  tested.  Those 
needing  further  follow-up  receive  chest  xrays  and  medical 
evaluation  at  a  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
sponsored  chest  clinic.  Barnstable  County  Health  Department 
provides  coordination  of  this  follow-up  with  home  health  agencies, 
schools,  day  care  centers  and  nursing  homes  in  the  fifteen  towns  of 
Barnstable  County.  The  five  cases  of  Tuberculosis  accurring  in  the 
76-77  fiscal  years  as  well  as  their  contacts  were  also  followed 
closely  by  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  staff. 

Current  information  on  international  travel  is  received 
weekly.  Travelers  were  advised  on  required  immunizations  and 
their  international  health  certificates  were  approved. 

The  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  laboratory 
provided  bacteriological  analyses  of  samples  of  milk,  shellfish 
harvesting  areas,  and  well,  pond  and  ground  waters;  this  year 
chemical  analyses  have  been  done  on  selected  water  samples 
especially  for  the  presence  of  nitrates  which  would  also  indicate 
pollution. 

A  determination  of  freedom  from  lead  paint  is  now  required 
under  certain  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  buildings  where 
pre-school  children  would  be.  The  chemical  examination  of  paint- 
chip  samples  for  lead  paint  is  a  simple  method  which  we  now  use. 
We  hope  to  improve  the  scope  and  caliber  of  this  testing  service. 
The  extent  of  lead  poisoning  in  children  is  not  known.  Information 
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seems  to  indicate  that  it  is  sub-clinical  if  it  exists  at  all. 

In  addition,  sanitarians  provided  utensil  swab  studies,  in- 
spections of  restaurants  and  mobile  food  services,  also  inspections 
of  swimming  pools,  Iseaches  and  pond  waters,  of  schools,  and  day 
care  centers,  and  they  work  closely  with  health  agents  and  Boards 
of  Health  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Sanitary  Code. 

Health  Promotion:  Actually  all  aspects  of  health  protection 
include  health  promotion,  since  the  staff  provide  scientific  data 
and  offer  educational  services.  Work-shops  for  Health  Agents 
were  held,  as  well  as  three  workshops  for  Day  Care  Center  Staff. 

A  planned  series  of  five  seminars  was  held  for  community 
health  nurses  on  the  subject  "The  Role  of  the  Community  Nurse  In 
the  Care  of  the  Cardiac  Patient"  with  continuing  education  units 
granted.  31  nurses  attended.  Additional  programs  were  offered  In 
mental  health,  tuberculosis  management,  alcoholism,  and  an 
average  of  25  attended  each  session. 

School  programs  on  "Postural  Screening"  were  held  in  the 
Nauset  Regional  Schools.  36  nurses,  physicians,  physical 
education  staff  and  administrators  attended,  with  0.4  continuing 
education  units  offered. 

Classroom  education  in  dental  health  and  assistance  to  nurses 
and  teachers  was  offered  in  seven  elementary  schools.  The  Dental 
Hygienists  Association  met  monthly  with  planned  study  clubs  for 
credit. 

The  medical  social  worker  has  participated  in  the  planning 
and  implementation  of  a  series  of  workshops  provided  through  the 
Mental  Health  Continuing  Education  Consortium.  This  project  was 
funded  by  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  and 
developed  by  McLean  Hospital,  New  England  Medical  Center  and 
Boston  University  School  of  Social  Work.  The  first  conference  was 
for  the  non-professional  providers  of  patient  care  in  long  term  care 
facilities. 

The  Health  Resource  Center  at  the  Cape  Cod  Community 
College  is  co-sponsored  by  this  department.  Two  public  meetings 
were  held  to  demonstrate  the  use  of  the  audiovisual  equipment, 
available  for  members  to  borrow,  and  the  types  of  teaching 
materials  available  on  loan. 

Health  Services:  Dental  screening,  prophylaxis  and  fluoride 
treatment  were  given  to  elementary  age  children  in  the  schools. 

Consultation  to  the  school  nurses,  assistance  in  the 
development  of  health  policies  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the 
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use  of  psychotropic  drugs,  discussions  about  applications  for 
waiver  from  the  existing  state  requirements,  instruction  in  ad- 
ministration and  reading  of  tuberculin  skin  tests  were  services 
provided. 

Seven  home  health  agencies  involving  eleven  nurses  and 
three  visiting  nurses  received  supervision  as  needed,  attendance 
at  their  professional  advisory  committee  meetings,  preparation 
and  participation  in  surveys  for  medicare  certification.  All  seven 
agencies  were  re-certified.  In-service  education  opportunities  were 
provided  or  obtained  for  them.  Leadership  and  participation  in 
regional  planning  for  these  agencies  continues  with  the  Southeast 
Regional  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Community  Health  Agencies. 
Consultation  has  been  provided  to  the  staff  and  administration  of 
the  Falmouth  Nursing  Association  and  the  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  of  Central  Cape  Cod. 

Medical  Social  Services  were  expanded,  with  a  full-time 
graduate  student  from  Boston  College  School  of  Social  Work  for 
two  semesters.  Conferences  and  assistance  to  families  is  on  a 
confidential  basis,  and  arranged  in  conjunction  with  medical 
direction  and  objectives;  guidance  for  other  health  professionals 
has  been  provided. 

The  Handicapped  Children's  Clinic  has  served  387  children 
and  their  families.  Staff  has  participated  in  CORE  evaluations  at 
schools,  have  made  recommendations  for  recreation  and  camp 
opportunities.  Following  an  inquiry  and  a  medical  referral, 
feimilies  are  visited  at  home  prior  to  coming  to  the  clinic  and  then 
followed  as  needed.  We  have  participated  in  a  management  study 
conducted  by  research  staff  from  M.l.T.  under  contract  with  the 
Division  of  Family  Health  Services.  We  have  been  most  fortunate 
in  having  the  full  support  of  the  staff  and  Trustees  of  Barnstable 
County  Hospital  in  the  use  of  facilities  for  clinical  sessions. 

Health  Planning:  The  compilation  of  monthly  statistics,  the 
documentation  of  inquiries  for  services,  the  participation  on 
committees,  the  discussions  at  monthly  staff  meetings,  the  on- 
going self-evaluation  of  personnel  and  of  services,  provide  a  base 
for  planning. 

Of  major  importance  has  been  involvement  with  the  new 
Health  Systems  Agency  of  Region  V,  and  membership  on  the  sub- 
area  Council  here,  and  on  the  task  force  on  Health  Promotion  and 
Prevention  of  illness. 
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Staff  are  serving  on  planning  and  advisory  committees  of 
Elder  Services,  of  Office  for  Children,  town  government,  of 
Department  of  Mental  Health,  of  Barnstable  County  Hospital,  of 
Cape  Cod  Hospital,  of  the  208  Wastewater  Management  Project, 
of  Home  Health  Agencies.

Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Eastham: 

The  work  on  the  roads  in  the  Town  of  Eastham  has  been  a 
continuing  evaluation  of  the  present  conditions  and  a  look  to  the 
future  for  what  will  have  to  be  done.  As  mentioned  in  our  last 
report,  we  no  longer  have  Chapter  81  and  90  money  available,  and 
this  is  going  to  require  a  complete  reappraisal  of  funding  in  the 
future.  We  once  more  anticipate  receiving  State  monies  from  bond 
issues  to  assist  us  in  the  overlay  of  certain  roads.  Last  year,  we 
finished  the  overlay  of  Massasoit  Road  to  the  Wellfleet  Town  line, 
as  well  as  entrance  aprons  on  Hay  Road,  Samoset  Road  and  Or- 
chard Road. 

Tt^is  year  we  made  a  study  of  our  drainage  problems  on  town 
fX)ads,  and  instituted  a  three  year  program  to  try  and  solve  our 
most  pressing  problems  in  this  category.  The  severe  winter  of 
1976-77  of  freezing  and  thawing  indicated  the  areas  that  needed 
correction  first,  and  these  were  done  this  summer.  We  hope  to 
continue  this  program  for  the  next  two  years. 

As  usual,  our  maintenance  crew  have  again  performed  their 
work,  beyond  the  call  of  duty  in  many  cases,  because  of  their 
desire  to  do  a  job  well.  Our  sincere  thanks  to  them,  and  to  the 
townspeople,  who  continue  to  be  concerned  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  town.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1977.  Two  hundred  sixty  eight  (268)  building  permits  were  issued, 
106  of  which  were  for  new  dwellings  with  an  estimated  con- 
struction cost  of  $3,247,600.  The  remaining  162  permits  were  for 
additions,  alterations  and  non-residential   building,   with  an 

estimated  construction  cost  of  $608,805.  The  total  estimated  cost  of 
$3,856,405  shows  a  26%  increase  over  the  1976  figures. 

One  hundred  ninety  eight  (198)  cesspool  permits  were  issued. 

Fees  collected  and  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  amounted  to 
$10,945.50  a  350%  Increase  over  1976. 

The  State  put  the  new  Sanitary  and  Insulation  Code  into  ef- 
fect. It  If  a  terrific  amount  of  additional  work  on  this  department, 
especially  the  Health  Agent.  We  must  plan  on  extra  manpower  to 
handle  the  increased  load.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  volume  of  recreational  boating  continued  high  on  the 
Town  Cove  during  the  Summer  months  of  1977.  It  was  noted  that 
few  incidents  of  safety  or  boating  violations  occurred  in  that 
patrols  by  Eastham  and  the  Orleans'  harbormaster  made  the 
boating  public  aware  of  waterway  supervision.  The  continual 
shoaling  of  the  lower  Cove  due  to  the  Inlet  shift  to  the  north  caused 
some  problems  to  all  water  traffic  on  mean  low  tide.  Dredging  of 
channel  areas  by  some  means  should  be  anticipated  in  the  near 
future. 

The  total  rent  of  the  38  berths  and  4  temporary  docks  at  Rock 
Harbor  Marina  for  the  year  was  $3,959.00

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Report  of  the  Natural  Resources  Department 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

One  of  the  more  fortunate  aspects  of  the  severe  winter  of  last 
year  was  a  thorough  turnover  of  the  shellfish  flats  by  the  ice.  This 
has  resulted  in  extremely  good  setting  of  clams  and  quahogs 
throughout  the  productive  areas  of  the  marshes.  Large  numbers  of 
clams  were  dug  this  year  after  several  seasons  when  they  have 
been  difficult  to  find.  In  Salt  Pond,  532  bushels  of  clams  and 
quahogs  were  taken.  Happily,  Oyster  Sunday  appeared  again  on 
the  calendar  this  year. 

The  transplanting  of  densely-set  clam  seed  appears  to  be 
successful  and  is  being  continued  as  is  the  raising  of  hatchery 
spawned  quahog  seed  and  mussels  on  rafts.  During  the  summer 
we  were  able  to  spawn  and  raise  our  own  quahog  seed,  and  the 
prospects  appear  good  that  this  can  be  continued  on  a  larger  scale. 

License  sales  this  year  were  as  follows:  57%  of  the  licenses  at 
$3.00  were  purchased  by  residents  and  non-resident  taxpayers; 
38%  of  the  licenses  at  $5.00  were  purchased  by  tenants  or  people 
renting  in  Eastham;  3%  by  non-resident  or  non-tenant  and  2%  by 
resident  commercial  fishermen.  A  total  of  2052  licenses  were 
issued. 

The  Herring  runs  were  traveled  by  respectable  number  of  fish 
this  year;  again  several  thousand  were  transplanted  to  the  Herring 
Pond  where  they  successfully  spawned. 

A  new  program  was  initiated  this  year  with  the  opening  of 
Town  owned  property  for  the  purpose  of  firewood  cutting  by 
residents.  The  area  was  surveyed  and  marked  by  a  forester  and 
opened  for  wood  cutting  on  Saturdays  by  permit.  Approximately 
fifteen  cords  of  wood  were  taken. 

Oil  spills  were  a  not  uncommon  phenomenon  in  town  last 
year.  Fortunately,  tide  and  wind  conditions  prevented  the  oil  from 
invading  our  marshes  and  it  washed  ashore  along  the  back 
beaches. 

We  wish  to  thank  those  persons  who  volunteered  their  time 
and  efforts  to  our  activities.  We  appreciate  the  support  and 
cooperation  of  the  community.

The  Eastham  Town  Nursing  Service  is  a  certified  provider  of 
health  care  under  the  Medicare  coverage  or  through  other  means 
of  reimbursement.  The  Agency  provides  part-time  nursing  care  of 
the  acute  and  the  chronically  ill,  counseling  on  family  health 
problems,  physical  therapy,  control  of  disease,  and  promotion  of 
health  within  the  community.  This  includes,  school  nursing, 
patient  care,  geriatric  counseling,  monthly  blood  pressure 
screenings,  new  baby  visits  (on  referral),  an  annual  flu  clinic,  and 
assistance  to  charitable  organizations. 

The  Agency  also  has  a  Health  Insurance  Assistance  Program. 
Any  resident  may  call  on  the  Nurse's  office  for  aid  in  filing  claims 
for  Health  Insurance  coverage.  We  have  Aetna  Claim  forms  for  the 
Town  employees.  Medicare  forms  for  those  members  of  the 
Medicare  program,  and  we  will  assist  in  obtaining  general  claim 
information  for  all  Health  Insurances.  The  Nurse's  Clerk,  Mrs. 
Robert  Deschamps,  serves  in  this  capacity. 

I  should  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Eastham  Town  of- 
ficials, and  all  those  who  make  my  position  so  gratifying.

Report  of  the 
Elementary  School  Superintendent 

This  is  the  third  annual  report  that  I  am  submitting  to  the 
residents  of  Eastham.  There  are  a  great  many  highlights  that  were 
experienced  by  the  children  of  Eastham  in  their  school  this  past 
year.  The  citizens'  support  of  their  elementary  school,  the 
children's  display  of  enthusiasm  within  the  school,  and  the  staff's 
development  of  program  are  obvious  to  even  the  most  casual 
observer.  Some  of  these  highlights  are  outlined  below: 

1.  SCHOOL  CLIMATE 

There  has  been  a  tremendous  feeling  of  "togetherness",  and  a 
friendly  atmosphere  cultivated  by  principal  Daniel  Shay.  Since  his 
appointment  in  July  of  1976,  he  has  worked  vigorously  towards 
developing  an  open  climate  within  the  school.  The  children  seem 
happy  to  be  there  and  the  teachers  are  enthusiastic  about  their 
work.  A  great  deal  of  this  is  due  to  the  high  level  staff  and  to  Mr. 
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Shay's  leadership. 

2.  CURRICULUM 

The  work  that  was  begun  in  1976  on  Scope  and  Sequence  con- 
tinued throughout  1977.  Teachers  are  deeply  involved  in 
curriculum  developnnent  and  there  has  been  an  increase  in  in- 
service  work.  Most  of  the  impetus  for  moving  towards  professional 
"updating"  has  come  from  the  suggestions  of  the  staff  and  Mr. 
Shay's  requests  of  the  School  Committee.  At  this  writing  there 
seems  to  be  a  great  deal  of  support  for  ever-increasing  in-service 
work  to  keep  a  staff  up  to  date  with  modern  methods  of  instruction. 

3.  THE  BUILDING 

The  School  Committee,  along  with  Mr.  Shay,  has  begun  to  take  a 
very  hard  look  at  building  improvements  over  the  next  couple  of 
years.  The  architectural  study  of  the  school  system  which 
developed  a  long-range  set  of  plans  for  building  improvements  will 
get  underway  during  the  1978-79  school  year.  This  may  be  a  heavy 
burden  on  the  community;  however,  on  a  long-range  basis  it  will 
have  a  positive  payoff.  Rather  than  constantly  "patching"  and 
getting  by  from  year  to  year,  a  tx)ld  step  forward  to  building  im- 
provement has  been  taken,  and  the  residents  of  Eastham  will 
profit  by  this  over  the  years  to  come. 

Perhaps  my  most  gratifying  feeling  in  working  with  the 
residents  of  Eastham  and  the  elementary  school  has  been  the 
emerging  sense  of  stability.  The  Nauset  Regional  and  Union 
Schools  have  experienced  a  great  turnover  during  the  past  few 
years.  The  residue  of  this  changeover  often  leaves  feelings  of 
uneasiness.  There  is  an  emerging  good  feeling  which  seems  to 
foster  a  sense  of  security  and  a  sense  of  wellbeing  among  staff 
members.  I  have  personally  benefited  and  grown  tremendously  In 
my  association  with  the  staff  members  and  the  residents  of 
Eastham,  and  look  forward  to  another  year  of  continued  growth 
and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  School  Principal 
Eastham  Elementary  School 

The  year  1977  saw  several  changes  that  had  impact  upon  our 
elementary  school.  There  are  a  multitude  of  events  that  occur  in 
our  school  and  each  one  deserves  comment.  In  the  following 
report,  if  an  event  is  not  mentioned,  it  has  not  been  forgotten. 

There  have  been  additional  staff  changes  this  fall;  Mrs.  Alice 
Cornaro,  school  secretary,  retired;  Mrs.  Nancy  Wheeler  replaced 
her  as  secretary;  Mrs.  Karen  O'Connor  joined  us  as  Title  I  teacher; 
Mrs.  Sharon  Stout  as  Special  Needs  teacher;  Mrs.  Betty  Norton  as 
Kindergarten  teacher:  Mr.  Thomas  Flaherty  as  half-time  fourth 
grade  teacher;  and  we  utilized  the  services  of  two  C.E.T.A. 
placements,  Miss  Candi  Gray  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Pike. 

The  heating,  ventilation  and  plumbing  system  mentioned  in 
last  year's  report  continue  to  plague  us  but  improvements  and 
replacement  of  equipment  are  taking  place  with  proper  fiscal 
budgeting.  We  are  moving  from  the  "crisis  oriented"  situation  to 
planned  plant  managing. 

There  has  been  much  work  accomplished  in  the  area  of 
curriculum  review  and  improvements.  The  reading-language 
curriculum  has  been  initiated  throughout  the  fourth  grade  this  fall. 
We  have  also  initiated  a  new  student-parent  reporting  system  this 
fall.  Staff  members  have  attended  workshops  held  here  at  the 
school  and  elsewhere  to  improve  our  teaching  skills.  Our  math 
curriculum  is  the  next  area  to  be  reviewed.  With  the  in-service 
work,  coupled  with  the  philosophy,  scope  and  sequence,  report 
cards  and  supported  by  good  fiscal  management,  the  short  and 
long  term  program  goals  are  clearly  being  spelled  out.  The 
building  staff  has  worked  very  hard  aside  from  the  classroom 
instruction  to  improve  upon  these  areas. 

The  pre-schooi  is  in  its  third  year  of  existence.  This  year  it  is 
administrated  by  a  Parent  Co-operative.  The  parents  plan, 
coordinate  and  implement  the  program.  It  is  being  held  in  the  gym 
and  is  running  very  smoothly. 

The  multi-purpose  room  (gym)  is  scheduled  to  capacity.  Art, 
music,  Phys.  Ed.,  pre-school,  lunch  and  after  school  functions  are 
all  being  offered  in  the  multi-purpose  room. 
Looking  forward  to  the  new  year,  I  can  see: 

improvements  in  the  physical  plant  (both  exterior  and 
interior  coordinated  by  plant  management  technique) 
emphasis  on  curriculum  improvement  -  math,  reading- 
language,  scope  &  sequence,  sciences. 
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The  above  cannot  be  acconnplished  without  the  staff -parents' 
hard  work,  involvement,  and  the  community's  understanding  and 
support.  I  thank  those  who  have  assisted  to  make  this  report 
possible  and  welcome  aboard  those  who  wish  to  be  involved.

Report  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical 
High  School  District  Committee 

On  January  1,  1977  Cape  Cod  Tech  was  well  into  the  second 
year  of  operation.  The  majority  of  our  incoming  students  this  year 
were  freshmen  and  it  was  gratifying  to  see  how  much  smoother  the 
programs  were  running  due  to  the  fact  that  we  had  students  who 
had  been  with  us  at  least  a  year.  Our  academic  classroom  area  had 
taken  on  a  new  look  due  to  the  installation  of  some  walls  by  the 
Carpentry  department. 

The  Program  Review  Sub-committee,  chaired  by  Warren 
Seyfert  of  Wellfleet,  worked  very  diligently  with  Tim  Carroll, 
Assistant  Superintendent-Director,  in  the  development  of  a  pilot 
adult  education  program  during  the  Spring  of  1977.  It  started  with 
five  programs  -  Air  Conditioning  and  Refrigeration,  Horticulture, 
Welding,  Auto  Body,  and  Plumbing.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the 
attendance  at  these  programs  was  over  ninety-five  percent.  The 
Committee  charges  $1.  per  hour  for  these  programs  and  we 
honestly  feel  that  everybody  benefits  under  this  program,  -  the 
taxpayers  and  the  students  who  participate  in  the  program.  The 
adult  education  program  was  expanded  five-fold  this  fall,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  we  will  increase  it  probably  by  fifteen  programs 
for  the  Spring  of  1978.  It  is  gratifying  to  members  of  the  com- 
mittee to  see  so  many  adults  taking  advantage  of  the  facilities  at 
Cape  Cod  Tech. 

An  event  that  culminated  during  the  month  of  March  occupied 
much  of  the  Superintendent-Director's  time,  along  with  that  of  the 
Negotiating  Sub-committee,  -  this  was  a  negotiated  three-year 
contract  with  teachers,  administrators,  para-professionals, 
clerical/secretarial  personnel,  and  service  employees.  It  is  the 
feeling  of  the  committee  that  the  contract  negotiated  was  fair  for 
all  parties  and  the  three  year  term  will  give  us  an  opportunity  to 
spend  all  of  our  time  doing  the  things  that  we  are  supposed  to  do,  - 
that  being  the  education  of  our  student  body. 
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On  May  6th  a  very  successful  Trade  Fair  was  held  In  the  Mall 
here  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  in  which  at  least  3,000  adults  and  visitors 
spent  the  greater  part  of  the  day  in  viewing  projects  designed  and 
created  by  Cape  Tech  students.  It  was  a  nnost  rewarding  event. 
We  thank  the  students,  staff  and  citizens  who  came  to  our  first 
Trade  Fair.  It  was  so  successful  that  we  plan  to  make  it  an  annual  - 
affair. 

May  19th  we  had  a  successful  Advisory  Committee  banquet  in 
which  the  committee  honored  the  members  of  the  Advisory 
Committees  that  had  worked  so  hard  in  the  development  of  the 
programs  at  Cape  Cod  Tech. 

An  activity  that  I  am  sure  everyone  observed  if  they  drove  by 
the  building  was  the  installation  of  an  underground  irrigation 
system  by  the  Agricultural  students  at  Cape  Cod  Tech.  I  would 
like  to  publicly  thank  the  Agricultural  Advisory  committee  and  the 
following  companies: 

Toro  Irrigation  Company,  represented  by  Clapper  Company  of 
Newton,  Mass. 

Royal  Coach  Irrigation,  represented  by  I  &  E  Supply  of 
Connecticut 

Johns  Mansvllle  Agri-Turf  Div.  (Buckner)  represented  by 
White  Turf  Engineering  Company,  Winchendon,  Mass. 

L.  R.  Nelson  Corporation,  represented  by  Larchmont 
Engineering,  Lexington,  Mass.  who  donated  irrigation  equipment 
in  the  aggregate  ammount  of  $16,000  so  that  our  Agricultural 
students  would  have  the  benefit  of  installing  an  underground 
irrigation  system  and  also  of  maintaining  that  system.  It  was  an 
excellent  example  of  how  industry  and  vocational  schools  work 
hand  in  hand  to  provide  optimum  education  for  our  students  today, 
and  their  employers  tomorrow. 

During  the  summer  months  one  thing  that  proved  to  be  very 
successful  this  year  was  the  tennis  courts  operated  by  two  of  our 
staff  members.  A  nominal  fee  was  charged  and  I  think  many 
citizens  of  our  eleven  towns  enjoyed  the  tennis  facilities  at  Cape 
Cod  Tech,  due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  able  to  call  for  an  ap- 
pointment. 

In  late  Spring  R.  Arthur  Williams,  one  of  the  original 
members  of  the  committee,  and  chairman  for  the  past  four  years, 
chose  not  to  be  reappointed  to  his  position  as  a  representative  from 
the  Town  of  Barnstable.  His  impact  on  Cape  Cod  Tech  during  the 
development  and  construction  period  was  substantia!  and  he  will 
be  sorely  missed  by  students,  committee  members,  and  many 
friends  Mr.  James  H.  Quirk,  from  Yarmouth,  was  elected  as  the 
new  chairman  of  the  Cape  Cod  Tech  committee. 
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There  were  two  other  changes  in  our  School  Connmittee 
membership  during  the  year: 

Thomas  Galligan  from  Eastham  was  replaced  by  Dr.  E.  E. 
Leuallan 

David  Colburn  from  Provincetown  was  replaced  by  Hilary 
Bamford. 

The  third  year  opened  on  September  7th  with  another 
maximum  enrollment  of  960  students  and  this  year  for  the  first 
time  all  incoming  freshmen  went  directly  to  the  department  of 
their  first  choice. 

We  again  want  to  thank  the  people  from  the  R.S.V.P.  program 
here  on  Cape  Cod  and  also  C.E.T.A.  for  the  cooperation  we  have 
received  from  them  during  this  calendar  year.  We  wish  to  em- 
phasize that  we  are  here  to  serve  the  needs  of  all  of  the  people  in 
our  eleven  towns,  and  our  Superintendent-Director,  Wilfred  H. 
Learned,  Jr.,  will  be  very  glad  to  answer  any  questions  you  may 
have  regarding  our  programs.

Report  of  the  Eastham 
Non-resident  Taxpayers  Association,  Inc. 

The  Eastham  Non-Resident  Taxpayers  Association,  Inc.,  is  a 
non-profit  corporation  formed  for  the  purpose  of  working  together 
with  Town  Officials  and  citizen  groups  for  the  betterment  of  the 
whole  community  of  the  Town  of  Eastham.  fs^embership  in  this 
Association  is  open  to  any  non-resident  who  owns  real  estate  and 
pays  taxes  to  the  Town  of  Eastham. 

The  members  of  the  Association  have  two  general  mem- 
bership meetings  during  the  summer  with  the  selectmen  and  other 
community  leaders  present  to  discuss  Town  activities  of  interest  to 
the  membership. 

The  Executive  Board  of  the  Association  meets  regularly 
throughout  the  year  and  acts  as  a  liaison  between  the  Town  Of- 
ficials and  the  general  membership. 
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In  March,  the  sum  of  $500.00  was  donated  to  the  Easthann 
"Concerned  Citizens  Committee"  to  assist  in  the  legal  battle 
against  the  proposed  go-kart  installation  in  North  Eastham,  which 
the  membership  unanimously  voted  to  oppose. 

Over  200  members  attended  the  July  meeting  and  the  guest 
speaker,  Robert  Deschamps,  gave  an  in-depth  report  on  the 
"Eastham  Seashore  Beach  Study",  which  concerned  the 
feasibility  of  creating  a  Town-owned  beach  on  the  eastern  coast  of 
Eastham.  The  Association  voted  unanimously  to  go  on  record  as 
favoring  the  concept  that  the  primary  users  of  any  Town-owned 
beach  should  be  Eastham  taxpayers. 

The  Association  also  heard  from  Henry  F.  Lind,  Jr.,  Eastham 
Natural  Resources  Officer,  who  spoke  on  the  "Perched  Beach" 
experiment  at  Bay  Road  in  Eastham.  Mr.  Lind  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  not  walking  on  or  damaging  the  large  plastic  sand  bags 
which  are  part  of  this  project. 

Laura  L.  Underhill,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
explained  the  duties  and  relationships  between  the  various  Town 
Officers  and  Boards.  Selectman  Howard  Quinn  discussed  the 
revaluation  of  properties  and  indicated  that  the  project  would  be 
finished  by  August  1.  Selectman  Wallace  Ruckert  indicated  that 
the  disposal  area  would  be  open  from  7:30  a.m.  to  7:30  p.m.  for  the 
convenience  of  summer  residents. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  August,  Robert  Robes,  Chairman  of 
the  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission, 
spoke  concerning  major  projects  that  are  in  progress  and  being 
planned  for  the  area  in  and  around  Eastham.  Selectmen  Howard 
Quinn  and  Wallace  Ruckert  reported  on  the  progress  of  the 
revaluation  of  property  in  Eastham  and  indicated  that  the  Town 
was  not  planning  to  publish  the  assessment  for  each  house  in  the 
newspaper,  since  monies  for  the  same  have  not  been  appropriated. 

Selectman  Quinn  reported  that  the  present  landfill  disposal 
area  would  soon  be  filled  and  that  alternate  areas  are  now  being 
investigated  for  such  purposes.  By  a  show  of  hands,  it  was 
overwhelmingly  voted  that  the  members  present  did  not  want  a 
disposal  area  on  the  west  side  of  Route  6.  The  widening  of  Route  6 
was  also  discussed,  and  it  was  reported  that  there  will  not  be  any 
property  taken  from  private  owners,  since  the  present  plan  is  to 
widen  the  road  by  moving  telephone  poles  all  to  one  side  of  the 
road  and  have  the  side  banked  similar  to  the  road  as  it  exists  from 
Orleans  to  Harwich. 
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The  membership  voted  to  purchase  chairs  and  beach  um- 
brellas as  a  gift  to  the  Town  for  use  by  the  Town  employees  who 
work  at  the  Town  beaches  and  parking  lots. 

Although  we  were  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  a  Town-wide  list 
of  comparative  assessments  for  our  members,  arrangements  were 
made  to  send  each  member  information  and  material  necessary  to 
apply  for  a  tax  abatement  from  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

The  Association  wishes  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who 
have  given  most  generously  of  their  time,  attending  our  summer 
meetings  and  answering  to  the  best  of  their  ability  the  many 
questions  of  our  members  concerning  the  Town  of  Eastham. 

For  the  year  1978,  the  regular  Association  meetings  will  be 
held  at  8:00  p.m.  at  the  Town  Hall  on  July  8  and  August  26.

We  are  pleased  that  we  have  been  able  to  continue  our  usual 
service  to  the  citizens  of  this  area  through  1977. 

This  we  have  done  in  a  manner  that  has  been  termed  highly 
satisfactory,  as  indicated  by  the  number  of  letters  that  we  have 
received.  It  is  our  aim  to  continue  this  service  to  the  towns  of 
Orleans  and  Eastham. 

Our  Ambulance  has  been  over  104,000  miles  and  is  in  the  best 
of  condition,  and  is  ready  to  respond  twenty  four  hours  a  day  when 
called  upon. 

The  State  requires  that  we  purchase  a  new  Ambulance  by  July 
1st,  1978  as  this  one  cannot  be  changed  over  to  meet  all  State 
specifications  due  to  the  construction  of  the  body. 

We  have  money  enough  in  our  replacement  fund  to  purchase 
another  Ambulance  without  any  additional  expense  to  the  two 
towns.  This  is  made  possible  by  the  donations  that  we  receive  in 
response  to  the  form  letters  that  we  send  to  every  one  that  uses  the 
Ambulance.  Therefore  we  have  not  had  to  ask  the  towns  for  an 
appropriation  to  purchase  an  Ambulance  since  1948.

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Report  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Family  and  Childrens'  Service 

Cape  Cod  Family  and  Children's  Service,  Inc.  was  founded  as 
a  non-profit  agency  three  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  offering 
counseling  service  to  Cape  Cod  families  and  individuals  in  need  of 
help.  Funding  for  this  service  has,  from  the  beginning,  come  from 
a  number  of  sources,  no  one  of  which  alone  could  support  the  work 
of  the  agency.  Among  these  sources  of  support  have  been  towns  on 
the  Cape  which  have  recognized  the  great  need  for  the  availability 
of  family  counseling  for  their  citizens.  Eastham  has  responded  to 
this  need  and  generously  given  support  to  Cape  Cod  Family  and 
Children's  Service  for  the  past  two  years. 

And  Eastham  citizens  have  availed  themselves  of  this  service 
since  its  inception.  In  the  period  Oct.  '76  to  Oct.  '77  19  Eastham 
families  and  individuals  were  served  by  the  agency,  either  through 
direct  counseling  or  through  the  group  discussion  program  called 
Family  Life  Education.  The  total  number  of  Cape  Cod  families  and 
individuals  served  during  this  period  was  235. 

The  staff  of  the  agency  consists  of  professionally-trained 
social  workers,  many  with  years  of  experience  in  the  field.  The 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  agency  is  made  up  of  people  of  varied 
interests  from  all  parts  of  the  Cape. 

The  main  office  is  situated  in  Brewster  on  Route  6A  and  a 
branch  office  was  opened  during  1977  in  Hyannis  in  order  to  be 
more  accessible  to  that  part  of  the  Cape.  Space  has  also  been 
generously  lent  to  us  by  the  Federated  Church  in  Orleans  for  use 
as  a  branch  office  in  this  area. 

People  seeking  help  from  Cape  Cod  Family  and  Children's 
Service  are  either  referred  by  a  professional  person,  such  as  a 
physician,  or  by  another  agency,  or  come  to  the  agency  on  their 
own,  having  heard  of  it  through  a  friend  or  read  about  it  in  the 
newspaper. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  Eastham  for  recognizing  this  as  a 
needed  service  and  we  hope  to  continue  to  be  available  to  its 
citizens  for  many  years  to  come.

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Report  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  Commission 

Issues  of  major  concern  to  Cape  residents,  such  as  waste- 
water management  and  water  quality,  coastal  zone  management, 
transportation,  economic  development  and  energy  conservation, 
were  addressed  by  the  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  Commission  throughout  1977. 

The  208  Areawide  Wastewater  Management  Planning 
Program  is  now  nearing  completion  with  most  of  the  208  plan 
drafted  in  the  past  year. 

1977  was  an  important  year  for  CZM  in  Massachusetts.  Two 
years  of  planning  and  public  participation  culminated  in  the 
publication  of  the  Massachusetts  Coastal  Zone  Management 
Program. 

Economic  Development:  The  Commission  staff  received 
approval  for  funding  from  the  Yarmouth  CETA  consortium  to 
conduct  a  dual  research  project.  The  two  components  of  the  project 
are  1 )  a  manpower  needs  survey  of  Cape  Cod  and  2)  a  study  of  the 
rural  fisheries  of  Cape  Cod  and  Islands.  Thirteen  CETA  eligible 
residents  will  be  hired  for  a  period  ranging  from  4  to  6  months.  The 
project  will  culminate  in  the  publication  of  a  final  report  in  each 
area  of  research.  The  studies,  which  are  slated  to  commence  in 
mid-February,  will  provide  a  valuable  planning  tool  for  Cape 
Residents  engaged  in  education,  business  and  the  fishing  in- 
dustry. 

Energy  Conservation:  In  view  of  the  fact  that  New  Englanders 
pay  the  highest  energy  prices  in  the  country,  CCPEDC  launched  a 
Cape-wide  energy  conservation  program  this  year.  A  survey  of  210 
Cape  municipal  and  school  buildings  was  conducted  to  determine 
their  energy  efficiency.  Then  recommendations  for  conserving 
energy,  complete  with  a  cost-benefit  analysis,  were  presented  to 
each  town.  The  potential  savings  to  be  realized  countywide  from 
implementing  energy  conservation  measures  is  over  $700,000  per 
year.

Conservation  Commission 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Conservation  Commission  was  very  active  in  1977  in 
wetlands  protection  activities.  Although  the  number  of  Notice  of 
Intent  filings  dropped  from  28  to  14,  there  were  three  difficult  and 
prolonged  ajudicatory  hearings  regarding  stone  structures  on  the 
bay  shore. 

The  installation  of  a  perched  beach  on  Bay  Road  shorefront 
as  an  experiment  in  erosion  control  has,  so  far,  been  successful 
and  if  this  proves  to  be  the  case  in  succeeding  years,  may  provide 
an  ecologically  sound  way  of  curbing  erosion. 

The  Town  has  also  acquired  or  is  in  the  process  of  acquiring  a 
total  of  almost  37  acres  of  marshland  to  be  added  to  that  already 
under  conservation.  All  of  these  parcels  are  gifts  from  town 
residents  or  summer  residents,  to  whom  we  are  grateful  for  their 
generosity  and  foresightedness  in  helping  to  place  these  valuable 
wetlands  under  protection.  Mr.  Walter  Praeter  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Paul  Younger  are  donors  whose  land  was  acquired  during  1977. 

The  seedling  program  again  distributed  about  4,000  trees  and 
shrubs  to  residents  and  taxpayers  of  Eastham.

Eastham   Conservation  Commission 


Report  of  the  Council  on  Aging 

The  Eastham  Council  on  Aging  is  a  town  agency  serving 
senior  citizens.  Its  basic  concerns  are  to  disseminate  helpful  in- 
formation and  to  prepare  programs  of  service  to  aid  Eastham 's 
elder  citizens. 

Council  meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Monday  of  every 
month  at  10:00  A.M.  in  the  Merrill  Room  of  the  Eastham  Public 
Library. 
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The  main  goal  of  the  Eastham  Council  on  Aging  this  year  is  to 
conduct  a  house-to-house  survey  of  Eastham  residents  age  59  and 
over.  To  this  end,  we  hope  to  employ  a  C.E.T.A.  worker  to  help 
with  the  project.  Hopefully  the  survey  will  give  an  overall  view  of 
that  important  one-third  of  our  town  population  atx)ut  whom  we  in 
fact  know  very  little. 

Because  of  limited  knowledge,  we  have  found  it  difficult  to 
answer  the  Elder  Services  of  Cape  Cod,  Inc.,  survey  as  well  as 
inquiries  which  come  to  us  from  the  County  and  the  fvlassachusetts 
Department  of  Elder  Affairs,  among  others.  Sparce  information 
makes  it  hard  for  our  Council  to: 

1)  Effectively  assess  the  needs  and  wishes  of  Eastham 's 
senior  citizens;  and 

2)  Design  service  programs  to  adequately  meet  these  needs. 

Personal  contact  through  our  household  survey  will  also  help 
to  find  out  what  programs  and  projects  Eastham 's  senior  citizens 
see  as  useful  to  them. 

Another  aim  of  the  Council  is  to  see  that  information  about 
local,  county,  and  state  programs  for  the  elderly  get  to  Eastham 
people. 

There  is  a  ** Meals  on  Wheels"  program  in  Eastham.  The 
program  is  designed  to  provide  hot  nutritious  meals  for  the 
elderly,  throughout  the  year,  on  a  schedule  tailored  to  individual 
needs.  It  is  funded  by  Elder  Services  of  Cape  Cod,  Inc.  and  offers  a 
person  one  hot  meal  five  days  a  week  (Eastham  now  has  resources 
for  only  five  people). 

At  this  time  there  is  little  hope  for  additional  Federal  fundinq 
for  the  project,  so  the  council  is  requesting  limited  funds  from  the 
town  to  add  five  more  people  to  our  present  quota. 

The  meals  are  prepared  at  the  Wellfleet  Drop-In  Center  and 
delivered  on  a  volunteer  basis  by  Eastham  Senior  Citizens.  This 
service  is  available  on  a  temporary  or  full-time  basis,  depending  on 
the  needs  of  the  individual. 

Donald  Dodkin  of  our  Council  is  our  coordinator  for  this 
project.  Requests  for  information  about  the  "Meals-on  Wheels" 
program  can  be  directed  to  either  Mr.  Dodkin  or  to  Mrs.  Fay  Ann 
Shook.  Information  about  those  participating  in  the  program  will 
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be  kept  strictly  confidential. 

The  Council  also  conducts  a  Blood  Pressure  Testing  Program 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  from1 :00  -  2:30  P.M.  in  the 
Merrill  Room  of  the  Eastham  Public  Library.  There  is  no  charge 
for  the  service.  Again,  senior  citizen  volunteers  have  helped  the 
Council  in  this  endeavor. 

In  cooperation  with  the  AIM  Medical  Center,  the  Council  also 
sponsored  two  medical  talks;  one  on  Podiatry,  the  other  on  Ar- 
thritis. Senior  citizens  from  surrounding  communities  were  in- 
vited to  attend. 

In  addition,  Medicare  information  and  senior  citizen  cards  are 
available  at  no  charge  from  the  Council. 

Due  to  a  lack  of  staff  and  a  permanent  home,  the  Council  is 
not  always  as  efficient  as  we  would  like  to  be.  We  hope  that  this 
will  improve  with  the  addition  of  a  C.E.T.A.  worker,  who  will  run 
our  office  on  a  part  time  basis  and  help  with  assorted  other  tasks. 
Our  telephone  number  is  255-6164.

As  in  previous  years,  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and 
September  were  the  busiest  for  the  Eastham  Historical  Society. 
During  this  time  the  main  efforts  of  the  Society  have  been  directed 
towards  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Museum  and  the  Swift  Daley  House.  Both  of  these  attractions 
were  much  appreciated  by  scores  of  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the 
country.  The  Society  is  grateful  to  the  many  volunteers  who  gave 
their  time  as  hostesses,  and  would  welcome  any  interested  friends 
who  would  care  to  help  out  in  this  capacity. 

The  Schoolhouse  exhibits  have  been  beautifully  displayed 
with  several  new  additions,  and  the  Swift  Daley  house  exhibited  a 
most  attractive  collection  of  antique  quilts  and  old-fashioned 
costumes.

tourist  cottages,  cabins,  and  Eastham  residents  who  rent  rooms 
through  our  Information  Booth  Staff.  We,  again,  remind  our 
citizens,  we  need  your  brochures  or  other  descriptive  material  of 
your  facilities  at  the  earliest  date  possible.  Material  can  be  sent  to 
the  Town  Hall,  attention  Information  Booth.  When  you  have  a 
vacancy  call  the  Booth  at  255-3444  and  the  attendants  will  try  to 
rent  it  for  you.  When  you  do  rent  it  notify  us  so  we  can  remove  it 
from  the  "Available  For  Rent"  list,  thereby  enabling  us  to  pass  on 
to  our  visitors  the  correct  and  up  dated  information  requested.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 


December  31,  1977-the  end  of  another  year  of  growth  In 
circulation  and  number  of  people  served.  The  Library  increased 
the  open  hours  and  the  circulation,  initiated  some  new  programs, 
and  added  hundreds  of  books  to  the  collection-including  new  large 
print  books  to  add  to  those  we  purchased  with  last  year's  federal 
grant.  We  also  had  the  Merrill  Room  renovated,  a  pump  replaced, 
and  a  new  well  drilled.  We  added  two  major  pieces  of  furniture  to 
the  library-  one,  the  mobile  book  cart,  was  the  gift  of  the  Friends, 
and  the  other  piece  was  an  additional  card  catalog  unit  for  the 
adult  room,  purchased  with  state  aid  funds. 

One  of  the  most  significant  changes  in  1977  was  increasing 
the  librarian's  position  to  full  time  which  allowed  us  to  have  more 
open  summer  and  winter  hours.  In  just  two  years  we  have  changed 
the  winter  hours  from  17  to  23  to  30  open  hours  and  the  summer 
from  19  to  29  to  36.  We  are  open  almost  50%  more  than  in  1975! 
The  result?  In  the  same  two  year  period,  the  circulation  jumped 
from  21,000  to  38,000.  Other  statistics  from  our  records  show  that 
the  summer  circulation  is  almost  40%  of  the  total  figure  for  the 
year;  that  the  children's  circulation  is  about  25%  of  the  total  year 
figure  with  half  of  that  circulation  taking  place  in  the  summer.  In 
other  words,  of  the  8500  children's  books  that  circulated  last  year, 
4300  of  them  went  out  in  July  and  August. 

We  have  also  maintained  records  of  the  number  of  registered 
borrowers.  In  1977  we  registered  over  400  new  families  for  a  total 
of  1234  taxpayer  voter  family  registrations.  In  addition  to  that,  we 
registered  225  non/taxpaying  non/voter  families,  for  a  combined 
total  of  almost  4500  borrowers  served  in  a  year.  Registration, 
circulation,  story  hour  attendance  —  all  are  increasing.  We 
also  notice  more  and  more  people  of  all  ages,  and  particularly 
children  of  all  grades,  utilizing  the  library  for  reference  and 
research  work. 

Use  of  interlibrary  loan  has  continued  to  increase-  from  less 
than  ten  requests  a  month  two  years  ago,  to  37  a  month  in  1977. 
We  are  continuing  to  take  advantage  of  the  films  offered  by  the 
Boston  Public  Library  and  have  made  available  36  for  the  use  of 
the  elementary  school.  Our  use  of  the  books  from  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System  continues  at  a  high  level. 
These  three  services  are  made  available  by  the  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  System  at  no  expense  to  your  library. 
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In  February,  we  were  able  to  persuade  Mrs.  Connie  Michnay 
of  Eastham  to  be  our  "story  lady."  In  addition  to  story  hour,  which 
actually  combines  games,  stories  and  crafts,  Connie  initiated  a 
creative  writing  program  for  older  children  which  has  been  very 
successful.  She  has  been  a  valuable  addition  to  our  staff. 

Plans  for  1978  revolve  around  our  100th  anniversary,  with 
story  hours,  craft  programs,  our  annual  book  and  bake  sale, 
concerts  and  film  programs.  A  year  of  celebration  for  the  past  and 
anticipation  of  the  future.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees 

To  the  Selectmen: 

The  Eastham  Library's  99th  year  was  one  of  continued 
growth.  Use  of  the  Library  continues  to  increase  with  more  people 
taking  advantage  of  the  many  new  books  acquired  and  the  greater 
number  of  hours  the  Library  Is  open  both  summer  and  winter. 

Reflecting  this  increased  demand  for  Library  services,  the 
position  of  Town  Librarian  was  made  full  time.  This  year  as  in  the 
past.  Librarian  Jane  Eldridge  has  added  energy  and  imagination  to 
the  Library's  programs  with  story  hour  and  creative  writing  for 
children,  crafts  workshops,  and  film  programs.  Along  with  her 
able  staff  of  assistants  she  has  met  the  needs  of  our  year  round 
residents  as  well  as  the  many  summer  visitors  and  residents  who 
make  the  Library  a  part  of  their  vacation. 

The  increased  use  of  the  Library  Is,  of  course,  welcome.  But, 
it  does  present  real  problems  considering  the  available  space  we 
have.  For  that  reason,  a  Library  building  needs  committee  was 
established  in  1977  and  will  be  working  to  develop  the  best  plans 
for  meeting  the  town's  needs  in  the  future. 

We  are  working  with  what  is  available.  In  the  Fall  of  1977 
renovation  of  the  Merrill  Room  was  completed  providing  a  con- 
siderably more  comfortable  and  useful  basement  area.  The 
Librarian  has  moved  her  work  space  to  a  section  of  the  Merrill 
Room  allowing  greater  use  of  the  upstairs  area,  but  it  is  evident 
more  room  is  needed. 
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The  Trustees  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  following  people 
for  their  help  this  past  year:  our  many  volunteers  who  do  the  work 
of  one  and  a  half  paid  workers,  the  Friends  of  the  Library  who  have 
given  a  mobile  book  cart  and  $200  for  books,  Fred  Carey,  town 
maintenance  chief  and  his  crew  for  clearing  away  the  brush  in  back 
of  the  Library  allowing  those  who  use  it  to  better  enjoy  the  view  of 
Depot  Pond;  the  town  police  department  for  their  continuous 
surveillance  of  the  building  and  grounds;  Mrs.  Anna  Hoyt  Mavor 
who  donated  a  beautiful  mid  1800's  oil  painting  of  the  Bridge  Road 
salt  works  to  the  Library,  and  to  the  many  individuals  and  groups 
who  enjoy  the  Library  and  show  it  by  helping. 

As  1977  drew  to  a  close  the  Trustees  held  their  annual 
Christmas  Open  House  attended  by  about  100  people.  It  was  held, 
appropriately  enough,  in  the  newly  redecorated  Merrill  Room.  At 
the  same  time,  we  had  our  first  art  exhibit.  The  paintings  were  by 
Roger  Gilson  of  Eastham  and  were  generously  loaned  in 
cooperation  with  the  Orleans  Art  Gallery.  It  was  a  fine  finish  to  a 
good  year  as  we  look  ahead  to  1978  and  the  centennial  celebration 
of  the  Eastham  Library.

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Eastham  Personnel  Board  met  29  times  in  1977  and  spent 
about  90  hours  in  deliberating  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Town  of  Eastham.  Our  review  of  the  classification 
and  pay  system  has  taken  about  78%  of  that  time.  In  addition, 
individual  members  of  the  Personnel  Board  spent  many  hours 
studying  personnel  data  from  other  towns  of  the  Lower  Cape  and 
developing  alternative  classification  and  salary  plans  for  review  by 
the  full  Board. 

At  the  1978  Town  Meeting  the  Personnel  Board,  through  the 
Selectmen,  will  make  recommendations  for  major  changes  in  the 
classification  and  pay  system  for  town  employees.  The  proposed 
changes  embrace  job  titles,  job  descriptions,  and  an  orderly 
progression  in  salaries  based  on  merit  increases.  A  starting  salary, 
commensurate  with  the  minimum  qualifications  for  the  work,  has 
been  established  for  each  job.  New  employees  will  be  able  to  earn 
five  percent  merit  increases  each  year  for  four  years,  after  which 
they  will  be  eligible  for  longevity  raises  starting  at  one  percent  and 
increasing  by  one-tenth  of  one  percent  each  year  to  a  maximum  of 
one  and  nine-tenths  percent  in  the  fifteenth  year. 
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The  Personnel  Board  believes  that  the  present  classification 
system  of  grades  and  steps  has  been  a  hindrance  In  adequately 
evaluating  and  fairly  advancing  a  person  within  his  or  her 
departnnent.  All  too  often,  when  a  person  within  one  department  Is 
advanced,  those  with  the  same  grade  in  other  departments  feel 
that  they  too  must  be  advanced.  Everything  begins  to  snowball. 

We  are  recommending  in  the  new  system  that  a  person  be 
evaluated  and  paid  for  the  job  being  done  and  that  each  job  be 
defined  and  compensated  for  in  accord  with  its  own  charac- 
teristics. 

Detailed  Information  will  be  available  at  Town  Meeting,  and 
possibly  sooner,  so  that  the  voters  will  be  fully  informed  as  to  the 
comparable  usefulness  and  costs  of  the  present  system  and  the 
proposed  system.  The  Personnel  Board  will  have  met  with  all 
department  heads  to  receive  their  recommendations  for  titles  and 
salaries.  We  have  urged  that  two  criteria  be  kept  In  proper  per- 
spective -  fairness  to  the  employee  and  fairness  to  the  taxpayer. 

The  Board  thanks  former  members  Jackson  Nelson  and  Larry 
Dettenborn  for  their  service  to  the  Town  and  acknowledges  with 
gratitude  the  competent  assistance  provided  by  its  clerk,  Carolyn 
Gifford.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

To  the  Voters  of  Eastham: 

During  the  past  year  many  citizens  requested  permission  to 
meet  with  the  Board.  They  generally  had  questions  regarding  how 
to  subdivide  or  re-subdivide  their  property  or  to  make  better 
utilization  of  existing  land.  The  Board  welcomes  anyone  to  come  in 
and  discuss  their  property  questions  at  any  time. 

Routine  business  resulted  in  five  hearings  for  new  sub- 
divisions, establishing  45  lots  and  the  signing  of  twenty-three 
"Approval  Not  Required"  plans  creating  another  58  lots.  Since  the 
major  expenses  of  the  Board  are  offset  by  fees  received,  there  has 
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been  no  need  to  revise  the  fee  structure  in  recent  years.  Road 
standards  have  been  an  on-going  subject  bf  discussion.  Therefore 
at  the  March  meeting,  many  revisions  to  our  Design  Standards 
were  adopted  after  a  public  hearing.  In  addition  we  met  with  the 
Selectmen  and  Building  Inspector  regarding  acceptance  of  roads  in 
an  effort  to  clarify  and  standardize  procedures. 

As  indicated  in  our  report  last  year,  Chapter  808  is  a  complete 
revision  to  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act  (Chap.  40A)  and  requires  that 
all  Zoning  By-Laws  must  comply  with  its  provisions  by  June  30, 
1978.  To  better  understand  the  new  law,  three  members  of  the 
Board  attended  an  all-day  Zoning  workshop  in  Hyannis  last 
Spring.  We  had  several  zoning  changes  proposed,  but  Town 
Counsel  strongly  recommended  that  these  be  deferred  until  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  808  are  adopted. 

The  Sign  Code  has  often  been  criticized  and  many  suggestions 
have  been  made  for  revising  and  updating  same.  We  have  met  on 
several  occasions  with  the  Board  of  Trade  to  discuss  the  Sign  Code 
and  receive  input  from  members  of  the  business  community 
through  several  open  forums  and  a  questionnaire. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  changes  required  by  Chapter  808 
and  the  revisions  in  the  Sign  Code,  the  Board  held  six  special  or 
"work"  meetings.  At  the  time  of  this  report,  there  Is  still  work  to 
be  done  on  both  of  these  subjects.  Another  topic  of  discussion  this 
year  has  been  the  Flood  Plain  insurance  program.  However,  since 
final  maps  have  not  yet  been  received  by  the  Town,  no  action  can 
t>e  taken.  In  December,  a  majority  of  the  Board  attended  the 
Appeals  Hearing  on  expansion  and  changes  proposed  for  the 
Family  Sports  Center.  The  Board  was  unanimously  opposed  to  the 
variance  or  special  permit  as  It  was  believed  any  further 
modifications  would  derogate  from  the  intent  of  our  Zoning  By- 
Law  and  have  a  detrimental  impact  on  the  neighborhood.

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Report  of  Solid  Waste  Disposal 
Study  Committee 


Action  taken  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  October  3,  1977 
directed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  study  committee 
"..to  investigate  all  means  of  solid  waste  disposal  and  possibly 
including  designating  a  land  site...". 

The  committee  was  duly  appointed  and  held  Its  first  meeting 
on  Novemt>er  7,  1977.  In  its  subsequent  studies  the  Committee 
has  given  most  attention  and  highest  priority  to  studying  means  of 
extending  use  of  the  present  landfill  site.  One  of  the  Committee's 
first  actions  was  to  "..request  the  Selectmen  and  the  Recycling 
Committee  to  develop  measures  to  increase  citizen  participation  In 
the  recycling  program  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  volume  of 
solid  waste..",  in  addition  to  recycling,  the  Committee  has  In- 
vestigated shredding,  mulching,  stacldng,  mining  and  shredding 
of  already  buried  waste  as  additional  measures  which  would 
prolong  use  of  the  present  land  fill  site. 

Other  methods  of  solid  waste  disposal  being  studied  are 
incineration,  pyrolysis,  methane  generation,  shredding,  baling, 
and  transportation  to  distant  points  for  use  in  energy  recovery. 

In  furtherance  of  these  studies  over  150  publications  on  solid 
waste  disposal  have  been  obtained  for  use  of  the  Committee,  and 
consultations  with  four  different  engineering  firms  have  been  had, 
with  more  to  follow. 
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At  this  writing  the  Committee  is  considering  expenditure  of 
some  of  the  $5000  appropriated  for  its  use  to  have  an  engineering 
study  made  of  the  existing  landfill  site  to  provide  a  reliable 
estimate  of  how  much  longer  It  can  be  used,  assuming  the  most 
efficient  operation. 

At  this  writing  It  also  appears  from  the  Committee's  studies 
that  for  atx)ut  the  next  five  years  sanitary  landfill  is  the  only 
practicable  method  available  to  the  Town  of  Eastham.  Further, 
that  It  will  be  about  five  to  ten  years  before  any  of  the  newer 
technologies  for  solid  waste  disposal  will  be  available  to  the  Town 
of  Eastham,  and  when  such  methods  are  available  the  cost  per  ton 
will  be  considerably  in  excessof  that  for  sanitary  landfill.

Report  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Joint  Transportation 
Committee  of  Barnstable  County 

The  function  of  the  Cape  Cod  Joint  Transportation  Committee 
is  to  provide  maximum  participation  in  transportation  planning  by 
providing  a  forum  to  bring  the  Committee  of  Signatories,  con- 
sisting of  the  Secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of 
Transportation  and  Construction,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission, 
together  with  other  public  agencies,  elected  and  appointed  of- 
ficials and  citizens  concerned  with  transportation  planning  and 
programming.  The  Cape  Cod  Regional  Transportation  Authority 
has  become  a  signatory  committee  member. 

Public  Transportation  -  The  ''b"  Bus  Program 
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The  Federal  Highway  Administration  awarded  a  Rurai  Public 
Transportation  Demonstration  Grant  to  Barnstable  County.  This 
Demonstration  Program  is  part  of  the  5  year  Barnstable  County 
Public  Transportation  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Urban 
Mass  Transportation  Administration.  The  major  goals  of  this 
program  are  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  the  elderly  and  hand- 
icapped residents  of  the  County  and  to  determine  the  feasibility 
of  providing  countywide  demand  response  service  in  a  low 
density,  decentralized  regional  area  with  15  towns,  a  population  of 
130,000  persons,  and  a  land  area  of  394  square  miles. 

Route  6  Safety  -  Improvement  Project 

The  approval  of  the  Route  6  Safety  -  Improvement  Project  by 
the  Project  Review  Board  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has 
been  long  awaited.  Many  years  of  planning  and  discussion  have 
preceded  this  announcement.  The  request  for  improvement  of 
Route  6  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Joint  Transportation  Committee,  supported  by  accident  data 
prepared  by  the  Eastham  Police  Department,  together  with  letters 
of  interest  by  various  groups  and  individuals.  The  proposal  was 
studied  and  placed  within  a  group  of  priorities  and  submitted  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Worlds,  with  the  unanimous  support  of 
the  CCPEDC,  followed  by  notification  to  our  State  Represen- 
tatives. Due  to  funding  and  departmental  problems,  our  project 
could  not  be  fully  prepared.  Feeling  as  though  we  had  almost 
come  to  a  halt,  we  called  on  Representative  Jeremiah  Cahir. 
Although  he  is  not  our  district  representative  Mr.  Cahir  had 
worked  with  the  JTC  for  some  years  and  understood  our  problems 
and  was  sympathetic  to  our  cause.  Representative  Cahir  acted 
immediately,  together  with  Mr.  Flynn  of  Community  Affairs,  our 
proposal  was  granted  and  is  now  an  active  project. 

Our  sincere  appreciation  cannot  be  adequately  expressed  for 
the  assistance  given  to  us  by  Representative  Cahir,  Director  Flynn 
of  Community  Affairs,  Senator  John  Aylmer,  Senator  Kennedy 
and  Senator  Brooke  for  their  continued  interest  in  Eastham  affairs.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  1977  Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  ended,  sounding  a 
dark  note  —  the  expectation  of  Increased  property  taxes.  However, 
the  Board  emphasized  that  It  had  pledged  Itself  to  continue  Its 
work  to  control  the  expenditures  of  the  Town  so  that  the  local 
portion  of  our  tax  rate  could  be  stabilized.  (In  fact,  this  year's  tax 
rate  would  have  remained  level  except  for  unforeseen  and  ex- 
tensive repairs  needed  for  our  Elementary  School  and  loss  of 
expected  state  revenues.)  By  working  closely  with  the  Town's 
various  departments  and  staff,  we  were  able  to  cut  many  operating 
costs,  for  example,  by  1.  making  several  town  services  entirely 
self-supporting,  2.  enlisting  town  forces  to  perform  needed  ser- 
vices and  work  on  projects  such  as  the  "perched"  beach  ex- 
periment, rather  than  hiring  more  costly  outside  contractors,  3. 
researching  the  possibility  of  cutting  overtime  costs  by  contracting 
additional  work  and  by  utilizing  "on  call"  help,  and  4.  continuing 
the  practice  of  requesting  proposals  to  obtain  the  lowest  prices 
possible.  Because  of  closer  coordination  with  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, we  were  able  to  begin  the  review  of  operating  budgets  in 
the  fall  rather  than  in  January.  Thus  we  hope  to  realize  even 
greater  savings,  but  not  at  the  expense  of  badly  needed  services 
for  our  citizens.  Concomitantly,  we  also  Increased  our  efforts  to 
find  new  sources  of  revenue  and  began  to  discuss  broadening  our 
tax  base. 

However,  only  25%  of  our  tax  rate  can  be  controlled  In- 
ternally; 75%  Is  out  of  our  local  control.  There  are  measures  that 
will  relieve  the  oppressive  burden  of  the  local  property  taxpayer:  1 . 
reform  the  tax  system  itself,  2.  seek  other  sources  of  revenue  to 
halt  the  over-reliance  on  the  property  tax,  3.  fully  fund  state  and 
federal  mandated  programs,  4.  stop  robbing  other  funds  to  pay  for 
services  such  as  borrowing  from  Chapter  70  Educational  funds  to 
pay  for  Chapter  766  expenses,  5.  make  the  requirements  for  state 
and  federal  grant  programs  equitable  so  that  small,  rural,  and 
seasonally-based  towns  such  as  ours  may  qualify  for  aid  for  large 
capital  projects.  We  have  spent  four  years  in  useless  paper  chases, 
wasting  valuable  time  and  effort  writing  lengthy  projects  in  hopes 
that  even  a  slight  chance  for  an  award  might  exist. 

In  the  past,  many  of  these  efforts  have  been  In  vain,  but  the 
mood  of  the  country  has  begun  to  change.  The  people  are 
demanding  relief  through  such  measures  as  "Proposition  13."  Our 
own  Governor  has  submitted  "tax  cap"  proposals.  Thus,  although 
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the  "dark  note"  was  sounded,  it  will  not  be  the  final  note.  Our 
Board  will  continue  to  work  with  other  local,  county,  stale,  and 
federal  officials  to  bring  long  overdue  help. 

While  these  problems  have  been  given  the  attention  they 
deserve,  the  effects  of  others  have  been  harder  to  bear,  as  they 
have  been  assaults  to  our  spirit.  The  grievous  wound  suffered  by 
Coast  Guard  Beach  in  "The  Great  Stornn"  of  February,  1978 
had  great  inn  pact  —  certainly  on  our  economy,  as  our  beaches  are 
our  lifesblood,  but  even  more  so  on  our  hearts.  There  is  great  love 
for  that  land.  While  the  Town  approved  temporary  measures  to 
allow  the  beach  to  heal  itself,  efforts  continue  to  find  a  permanent 
resolution  of  our  needs  through  restoration  of  National  Seashore 
Park  teaches  and  facilities.  We  are  working  very  closely  with  Park 
officials  and  our  federal  elected  officials  to  this  end. 

In  addition  to  involvement  with  these  immediate  concerns,  the 
Board  has  spent  long  hours  working  with  various  departments, 
staff,  committees,  and  boards  planning  for  future  needs  such  as 
continued  water  quality,  solid  waste  disposal,  town  property 
repairs  and  renovations  as  well  as  readying  projects  for  Town 
review  such  as  the  Route  6  safety  improvements.  And  more  long 
hours  have  been  spent  reformulating  out-dated  policies  and 
practices  thus  meeting  more  stringent  regulations  and 
requirements,  and  anticipating  the  needs  of  our  expanding 
population. 

Thus,  although  we  have  made  progress,  new  problems  lie 
ahead  as  Eastham  attempts  to  meet  the  demands  of  an  ever- 
increasing  complex  present  —  and  future. 
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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


While  the  reappraisal  of  all  properties  in  Eastham  took  place 
in  the  previous  year,  the  work  load  following  this  procedure  carried 
over  into  1978.  The  Assessing  Department  processed  almost  six 
hundred  applications  for  abatements  and  the  assessors  reviewed 
and  inspected  most  of  these  properties  during  the  course  of  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year. 

With  Eastham  being  one  of  the  towns  which  has  complied 
with  the  Sudbury  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  and,  in  the  course 
of  the  aforementioned  reappraisal,  assessed  ail  properties  at  100% 
of  full  and  fair  market  value,  the  vote  throughout  the  Com- 
monwealth, which  amended  the  Constitution  by  authorizing 
reclassification  of  properties,  throws  the  current  assessing  picture 
into  a  very  murky  veil. 

While  the  legislature  has  enacted  laws  carrying  out  this 
constitutional  mandate,  they  are  subject  to  revision  and  re- 
interpretation  and  as  of  this  writing,  there  are  no  clear  guide  lines 
regarding  the  implementation  of  the  reclassification  amendment. 

All  that  we  can  forecast  as  of  this  writing  is  that  our  assessing 
process  for  fiscal  1980  will  be  a  new  experience  for  all  communities 
throughout  the  Commonwealth.

Barnstable  County  Health  Department 

July  1 , 1977  to  June  30, 1978 

Services:  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  continues  to  be 
the  only  county  health  department  In  this  state  and  in  all  of  New 
England.  This  County  has  had  a  vital  interest  in  health  since  its 
beginning  in  1636.  At  that  time  smallpox  was  a  problem  of  Indian 
tribes  and  white  settlers.  Now,  the  county  provides  many  essential 
public  services  in  order  to  promote  an  environment  and  a  way  of 
life  which  will  maintain,  protect  or  improve  the  health  of  county 
residents.  Operating  under  the  provision  of  Chapter  133  of  the 
Acts  of  1926  of  the  General  Court,  and  under  the  authority  of  the 
elected  Barnstable  County  Commissioners  and  an  appointed 
county  health  officer;  the  department  offers  health  planning; 
communicable  disease  control;  environmental  health  management 
and  consultation;  a  public  health  laboratory  for  bacterial  and 
chemical  analysis  of  public  and  private  water  supplies, 
recreational  waters  and  shellfish  harvesting  areas,  and  of  milk  and 
milk  products;  consultation  and  supervision  in  community  nursing; 
promotion  of  dental  health;  medical  social  services;  and  services 
for  handicapped  children. 

Accomplishments:  Health  Planning,  collection  of  data, 
participation  on  local  and  statewide  committees  and  boards, 
consultation,  information  and  referral,  have  been  a  part  of  each 
professional  member's  function.  The  county  health  officer  has 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Barnstable 
County  Hospital  and  chairman  of  their  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee. 

Direct  patient  care  has  been  provided  a)  by  the  medical  social 
workers  on  the  request  of  physicians,  hospitals,  home  health 
agencies  and  families;  b)  by  the  team  which  operates  the  area 
Handicapped  Children's  Clinic  for  the  Division  of  Family  Health 
Services  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  there 
were  336  children  served  through  the  year;  c)  by  the  public  health 
nurse  directors  and  the  sanitarians  in  the  control  of  communicable 
diseases;  d)  by  the  dental  hygienist  in  screening  selected  pre- 
school and  elementary  school  groups,  and  in  supporting  the 
fluoride  rinse  programs  and  tooth-keeper  program;  e)  by  ail  of  the 
staff  in  the  licensing  of  43  group  day  care  centers  nursery  schools. 
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Direct  supervision  has  been  provided  under  written 
agreement  to  the  Home  Health  Agencies  in  Harwich,  Orleans, 
Provincetown,  Sandwich,  Wellfleet  Truro.  Supervision  and 
educational  programs  have  also  been  extended  to  other  nurses  and 
therapists  working  in  community  health  programs,  to  those 
working  in  school  health  programs,  and  to  the  town  health  agents. 
Staff  have  cooperated  in  planning  programs  with  other  health  and 
human  service  agencies,  and  in  providing  speakers.  Students  in 
the  fields  of  physical  therapy  at  Northeastern  University,  and  in 
dental  hygiene  at  Cape  Cod  Community  College  have  had  planned 
affiliation  experiences,  other  students  from  University  of 
Massachusetts  Medical  School  and  from  graduate  programs  in 
community  planning  have  observed  or  obtained  resource 
materials.  Advanced  students  in  environmental  health  from 
University  of  Massachusetts  have  been  employed  as  summer 
sanitary  inspectors.  As  a  co-sponsor  of  the  Health  Resource  Center 
at  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  efforts  have  been  made  to 
extend  audio-visual  equipment  and  educational  materials  to  health 
workers  —  the  purpose  has  been  to  improve  and  up-date  teaching 
skills  of  such  workers.  ^ 

Intensive  study  in  the  field  of  environmental  chemistry  and  in 
social  work  research  was  made  possible  through  the  CETA 
program.  As  a  preliminary  step  in  the  development  of  the 
capabilities  of  the  public  health  laboratory,  the  chemist  introduced 
procedures,  oriented  laboratory  staff  to  the  use  of  new  equipment, 
and  accumulated  base-line  data  for  monitoring  nutrients  in  private 
well  water  supplies.  This  service  was  to  be  an  adjunct  to  the 
planned  208  Waste  Water  Management  Program.  The  social  work 
study  served  to  document  the  impact  of  disabled  children  on  family 
life;  a  related  benefit  was  the  development  and  application  of 
research  skills  and  techniques. 

Aims:  This  next  year  the  department  will  be  considering: 

1.  )  Ways  of  strengthening  technical  expertise  in  order  to  support 
and  assist  town  Boards  of  Health. 

2.  )  Ways  of  encouraging  towns  to  provide  for  sanitarian  aides  to 
help  with  inspection  procedures. 

3.  )  Need  for  sanitary  engineering  services  on  the  county  level. 

4.  )  Responsibilities  and/or  services  in  the  field  of  "human  ser- 
vices" other  than  identifiable  health  services. 
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5.  )  Ways  of  assisting  towns  where  there  is  a  desire  to,  or  pressure 
to,  "regionalize"  the  Home  Health  Agencies. 

6.  )  Cessation  of  the  responsibility  for  inspecting  and  recom- 
mending licensure  for  group  day  care  services.  This  responsibility 
had  been  delegated  to  us  first  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  later  by  the  Office  for  Children. 

7.  )  Extension  of  continuing  education  services,  to  Include  broader 
groups  of  professionals  who  are  dealing  with  health  care  services. 

8.  )  Further  assistance  in  the  development  and  study  of  school 
health  policies  and  services  for  the  "well  school  child". 

9.  )  Further  development  of  procedures  for  the  prevention  and 
detection  of  lead  paint  poisoning. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Selectmen,  to  members  of  the 
Boards  of  Health,  and  to  the  Commissioners  of  Barnstable  County 
for  their  encouragement  and  support  of  staff  activities.

Your  Board  of  Health  in  the  last  year  has  become  Involved  in 
on-site  inspections  of  proposed  sub-divisions  to  ensure  that 
proposed  developments  will  have  no  adverse  impact  on  public 
health.  We  now  give  Board  of  Health  recommendations  on  all  sub- 
divisions presented  to  the  Planning  Board  for  action. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  instituted  regular  formalized  Board 
of  Health  meetings.  These  meetings  have  been  attended  by  your 
Town  Nurse,  Health  Agent,  Fire  Department,  and  other  in- 
terested persons.  This  format  has  been  most  rewarding  in  the 
exchange  of  ideas  and  information  which  will  ultimately  be  of 
benefit  to  all  of  us. 

This  past  year  the  Board  of  Health  has  also  instituted  a 
program  of  informal  sanitary  inspections  of  restaurant  facilities 
and  public  rooms,  as  well  as  municipal  buildings.  This  program 
will  intensify  and  become  more  formalized  as  it  progresses.  It  is 
not  our  intention  to  harass  or  embarrass  any  establishment  but  to 
create  a  standard  of  sanitation  which  will  be  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  general  public. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  Dr.  James  Hartgering  for  his  able 
assistance  in  initiating  this  program. 

We  owe  special  thanks  to  our  Dump  Study  Committee  chaired 
by  Donald  Sander  and  Michael  Cole,  and  to  our  Recycling  Com- 
mittee chaired  by  Mrs.  Herbert  Whitlock. 

We  are  also  most  appreciative  of  the  help  given  to  us  by  our 
County  Sanitarian  Mr.  Richard  Sturtevant  who  has  never  failed  to 
assist  us  when  help  was  required  and  who  continues  to  test  water 
samples  for  us  as  well  as  conduct  various  inspections  as  required.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Eastham: 

We  were  fortunate  enough  to  receive  assurances  of  State 
funds  that  enabled  us  to  continue  to  resurface  almost  one  mile  of 
Bridge  Road  during  the  year. 

Our  program  of  maintenance  of  existing  Town  roads  with 
appropriated  local  funds  is  extremely  limited  because  of  economy 
measures.  This  is  something  that  we  must  address  before  too  long 
and  before  a  false  economy  thrusts  us  into  extensive  emergency 
road  repair. 

We  are  pursuing  our  three-year  program  of  working  on  road 
drainage  problems.  This  past  summer's  concentrated  rainfall 
taxed  all  our  services  as  the  Fire  Department  and  Maintenance 
Department  pumped  flooded  streets. 

As  usual,  all  departments  have  again  performed  their  work 
with  notable  dedication  and  professionalism.  Our  sincere  thanks  to 
them  and  to  the  townspeople  who  continue  to  be  concerned  with 
the  common  welfare.

succeeding  years. 

11.1.1  Merit  Increases  -  Merit  increases  may  be  awarded 
annually  upon  the  recommendation  of  Department  Heads  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

11.1.2  Salary  Effective  in  Event  of  Change  in  Position  -  In  the 
event  of  the  change  of  an  employee  from  one  position  title  to 
another,  higher  starting  salary  at  the  new  position  shall  be  at  the 
step  within  the  salary  schedule  which  is  recommended  by  the 
Department  Head  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Personnel 
Board. 

11.1.3  First  Increment  for  New  Employees  -  An  employee 
entering  the  service  of  the  Town  shall  be  employed  at  the 
minimum  step  of  their  position,  except  that  upon  the  basis  of 
outstanding  training  and  experience  associated  with  the  work  to  be 
performed,  and  subject  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Department 
Head  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Personnel  Board,  such 
person  may  be  engaged  at  a  higher  step  than  the  minimum. 

11.1.4  Increments  Limited  -  Not  more  than  one  step-rate 
increase  shall  be  granted  within  one  year's  time. 

11.1.5  Elected  Officials-  The  compensation  of  all  elected 
officials  shall  be  established  annually  by  vote  of  the  Town 
Meeting. 

11.2  Compensation  Plan  for  Hourly  Employees  -  The  com- 
pensation plan  designates  the  minimum  pay  established  for  each 
position  and  provides  for  four  (4)  percent  (4  %  )  annual  merit  in- 
creases leading  to  the  maximum  salary  for  that  position.  (See 
Appendix  B)  No  longevity  merit  increases  will  be  earned  by  hourly 
employees. 

11.3  Job  Descriptions  -  Job  descriptions  outlining  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  for  the  various  positions  within  the  com- 
pensation plan  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Personnel  Board  previous 
to  the  assignment  of  positions  to  employees.  Said  job  descriptions 
shall  be  maintained  as  a  public  record  by  said  Board  and  be  im- 
mediately available  to  any  employee  or  person.  Said  description 
may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  but  not  before  the  posting  of 
notice  of  said  intent  and  notification  of  any  employee  to  be  affected 
by  said  proposed  change.  The  description  shall  provide  a 
reasonable  measure  of  the  expected  duties  of  the  position.  Where 
job  descriptions  may  t>e  omitted  for  any  particular  position  or 
positions,  the  work  to  be  performed  shall  be  that  prescribed  by 
general  law,  by-law,  by  the  Personnel  Board,  or  by  common 
established  general  practice.  Job  descriptions  given  for  any 
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particular  position  shall  apply  to  that  position  regardless  of 
department  or  administrative  authority. 

11.4  Employee  to  Perform  Duties  of  Lesser  Skill  ancVor 
Responsibility  -  As  circumstances  may  require,  any  employee  shall 
be  required  to  perform  the  duties  of  positions  requiring  lesser  skill 
and/or  involving  lesser  responsibility  than  described  or  required  in 
his/her  position. 

11.5  Employee  to  Perform  Duties  of  Greater  Skill  and/or 
Responsibility-  In  the  event  of  an  emergency  or  an  unforeseen 
circumstance,  any  employee  may  be  required  to  perform  the  duties 
of  a  position  requiring  greater  skill  and^r  involving  greater 
responsibility  than  described  in  hiVher  own  position,  if  competent 
and  so  directed  by  his/her  Department  Head  or  immediate 
superior.  From  the  sixth  day  onward  of  such  assignment  the 
employee  shall  receive  compensation  commensurate  with  the  new 
duties  as  determined  by  the  Department  Head  and  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

(c)  Non-conforming  buildings  or  structures  may  be  extended 
or  enlarged  by  a  special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  upon  a 
determination  that  such  change,  extension  or  alteration  is  not 
more  detrimental  than  the  existing  non-conforming  use  is  to  the 
neighborhood  and  that  it  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  public 
welfare.

ment of  provisions  of  a  zoning  ordinance  or  by-law  in  the  town 
imposing  minimum  area,  frontage,  width,  depth  or  yard 
requirements,  or  more  than  one  such  requirement,  in  excess  of 
those  in  effect  at  the  time  of  such  recording  or  endorsement  (1) 
may  thereafter  be  built  upon  for  residential  use  if,  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  such  requirements  or  increased  requirements  or 
while  building  on  such  lot  was  otherwise  permitted,  whichever 
occurs  later,  such  lot  was  held  in  ownership  separate  from  that  of 
adjoining  land  located  in  the  same  residential  district,  or  (2)  may 
be  built  upon  for  residential  use  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  from 
the  date  of  such  recording  or  such  endorsement,  whichever  is 
earlier,  if  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  such  requirements  or  in- 
creased requirements  such  lot  was  held  in  common  ownership  with 
that  of  adjoining  land  located  in  the  same  residential  district  and 
further  provided,  in  either  instance,  at  the  time  of  building  (a)  such 
lot  has  an  area  of  10,000  (ten  thousand)  square  feet  or  more  of 
contiguous  upland  and  a  frontage  of  fifty  (50)  feet  or  more,  is  in  a

Operation  of  dune  buggies,  motorcycles,  mini-bikes,  snow 
mobiles,  all-terrain  vehicles  and  ground  effect  or  air-cushioned 
vehicles  are  prohibited  from  all  flats,  beaches,  dunes  and  marshes 
within  the  Town  of  Eastham.  Only  vehicles  with  properly  operative 
four-wheel  drive  shall  be  allowed  to  operate  on  beaches  within  the 
Town  of  Eastham  and  all  such  operations  shall  be  restricted  as 
follows: 

1.  All  vehicles  shall  be  registered  for  "over  the  sand"  use  at  the 

Eastham  Selectmen's  Office  and  shall  receive  a  permit  which 
may  be  suspended  or  revoked  for  cause  by  the  Selectmen. 

2.  All  operation  of  vehicles  on  the  beaches  and  flats  located  on  the 

western  shore  of  Eastham  shall  be  prohibited  during  the 
months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September.

3.  All  operation  of  vehicles  shall  be  prohibited  from  the  beach, 

dune  and  marsh  area  lying  south  of  Coast  Guard  Beach  until 
May  31,  1979. 

4.  Maximum  speed  limit  on  any  beach  area  shall  not  exceed  15 

miles  per  hour. 

5.  All  vehicles  operating  on  the  Beach  shall  be  equipped  with  a 

shovel,  vehicle  jack,  board  or  other  suitable  jack  support, 
spare  tire,  low  pressure  gauge,  tow  rope  or  strap. 

6.  No  vehicles  shall  operate  upon  any  beach  vegetation,  dune  or 

marsh  within  the  Town  of  Eastham. 

7.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  the  right  to  ban  or  limit  the 

number  of  four-wheel  drive  vehicles  operating  or  parking  in 
any  beach  area  and  may,  after  a  public  hearing,  prohibit, 
restrict  or  regulate  such  vehicle  use  if,  in  their  judgement, 
such  limitation,  restriction  or  prohibition  is  appropriate  to 
protect  the  public  welfare  and  preserve  the  natural  govern- 
ment. 

This  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  Town,  County,  State  or  Federal 
vehicles  operated  by  authorized  personnel  acting  in  an  official 
capacity.

During  the  year  1978,  this  department  has  seen  a  marked 
increase  in  calls  for  emergency  services.  The  rise  in  calls  during 
the  winter  months  has  contributed  significantly  to  the  overall 
increase.

The  department  has  a  total  of  27  personnel.  Two  new 
members  joined  in  1978,  one  of  whom  was  a  woman.  This  brings 
the  total  of  women  members  to  four. 

The  department  has  gained  the  services  of  another 
paramedic,  Steven  Burns,  who  completed  his  training  and  cer- 
tification in  the  spring.  We  now  have  four  paramedics  on  call  with 
another  person  to  begin  paramedic  training  in  January.  Five 
department  members  have  been  certified  as  new  E.M.T.'s  in  1978 
and  three  members  have  been  recertified.  This  brings  the  total 
number  of  E.M.T.'s  to  sixteen.  Three  more  members  have 
recently  completed  the  81  hr.  E.M.T.  course  and  are  presently 
awaiting  certification. 

Rescue  drills  are  held  monthly  at  the  department  in  addition

to  training  classes  given  by  the  Cape  &  Islands  E.M.T. 
Association.  The  Firemen's  Association,  continues  to  sponsor  First 
Aid  Classes,  C.P.R.  and  Heart  Saver  Courses. 

Two  department  members  attended  a  four  day  Advanced 
Arson  Investigation  Seminar  given  by  the  Mass.  State  Police  and 
Norfolk  County  District  Attorney's  Office,  and  one  member  at- 
tended a  four  day  seminar  on  Handling  Hazardous  Materials 
Transportation  Emergencies  given  by  the  National  Fire  Protection 
Association.  Two  members  attended  a  36  hour  Company  Officer 
course  given  by  the  Mass.  Firefighting  Academy. 

Monthly  fire  drills  are  being  conducted  at  the  department.  In 
addition,  the  Barnstable  County  Fire  Training  School  has  been 
reopened  after  extensive  renovation  to  the  smoke  house  and  pit 
areas.  This  facility  provides  live  fire  situation  training  for  all 
department  personnel,  and  we  anticipate  an  increase  in  the  use  of 
this  county  facility  in  our  fire  training  program  in  the  coming  year.

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Report  of  the  Beach  Sticker  Program 


The  restricted  use  of  the  ocean  beaches  this  year  was  a  sharp 
blow  to  the  recreation  program  in  Eastham,  and  put  an  added 
strain  on  the  beach  facilities  on  the  bay  side.  While  the  National 
Seashore  administration  made  every  effort  to  bring  people  to  the 
ocean  beaches,  the  privilege  that  an  Eastham  sticker  formerly 
gave  was  somewhat  reduced  by  the  limited  amount  of  parking 
space  available  adjacent  to  the  bathing  beach  at  Nauset  Light  and 
because  Coast  Guard  Beach  could  be  reached  only  by  bus. 

The  communications  problems  have  been  somewhat  mastered 
through  the  use  of  portable  radios  which  enable  the  girls  at  the 
parking  areas  to  communicate  with  the  Eastham  Police  Station  in 
emergency  situations. 

First  Encounter  Beach  is  again  the  most  popular  beach  and  it 
is  here  that  one  will  find  our  Beach  Sticker  Girls,  as  well  as  at 
Wiley  Park,  Shurtleff  Landing,  Cook's  Brook,  South  Sunken 
Meadow.  We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  gift  of  umbrellas  under 
which  the  girls  can  sit,  protected  from  the  hot  sun;  these  were  a 
gift  of  the  Non-Resident  Taxpayers  Association. 

Please  note  that  taxpayers  need  not  get  a  new  sticker  unless 
they  replace  their  current  vehicle  or  in  case  the  sticker  has  washed 
or  worn  off.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Voters  of  Eastham: 

This  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  indeed.  We  have  held  seven 
special  meetings  in  addition  to  our  regular  monthly  meetings.  In 
routine  business,  there  were  seven  subdivision  hearings  resulting 
in  the  creation  of  158  lots  and  thirty  "Approval  Not  Required" 
Plans  creating  another  84  lots. 

Much  of  our  time  was  consumed  in  consultation  with  Town 
Counsel  for  revisions  to  our  Zoning  By-Law  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  808.  In  addition,  extensive  revisions  were 
made  to  the  Sign  Code.  Most  of  our  efforts  culminated  in  the 
passages  of  new  and  revised  Zoning  by-laws,  adoption  of  a  Zoning 
Map,  and  Sign  Code  revisions  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  question  of  road  acceptance  in  subdivisions  also  occupied 
much  of  our  time  and  it  appears  that  further  revisions  to  our  rules 
and  regulations  governing  road  construction  will  be  necessary.  We 
have  held  at  least  one  special  meeting  on  this  subject,  conferred 
with  Town  Counsel  and  sought  input  from  various  concerned 
citizens. 

As  in  past  years,  many  citizens  came  to  the  Board  with 
questions  on  how  best  to  divide  their  property.  We  welcome  such 
citizen  involvement  and  believe  it  can  result  in  better  planning  for 
the  mutual  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

The  Herring  Rise  Realty  Trust  subdivision  resulted  in  a  Civil 
suit  filed  in  Superior  Court  against  the  Board's  decision.  After 
much  consultation  with  Counsel  for  all  parties  plus  a  revised  or 
compromise  plan,  the  suit  was  ended  and  a  "Stipulation  of 
Dismissal"  agreed  upon  and  signed  by  the  presiding  Justice. 

The  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Fred  G. 
Carey,  Sr.  and  at  a  special  joint  meeting  with  the  Selectmen  in 
October,  Mr.  Nathan  Nickerson  III  waselected  to  the  Board.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Approximately  500  dogs  will  have  been  licensed  for  1978  by 
April  1,  1979  when  the  1979  licenses  will  be  available,  however 
about  15%  of  the  town's  dogs  will  not  have  been  licensed. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Selectmen,  Dog  Officer  and  Town 
Clerk  that  every  dog  will  be  licensed  in  1979. 

In  1979  dog  owners  will  be  able  to  license  their  dogs  at  the 
rabies  clinic  in  fs^arch.  Ample  time  will  be  given  those  not  able  to 
do  so  at  that  time.  Owners  of  dogs  not  licensed  by  May  15  will  be 
reminded  to  do  so.  Those  failing  to  act  within  2  weeks  of  the 
mailing  will  be  mailed  a  final  notice  of  48  hours. 

Anyone  ignoring  the  final  warning  will  be  considered  in 
violation  of  the  law  and  summoned  to  court.  This  should  allow 
those  people  who  annually  license  their  dogs  ample  time  to  do  so 
and  should  also  establish  procedure  for  prosecution  of  those  who 
continually  refuse  to  do  so.

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Town  Counsel  Report 


This  year  has  shown  another  growth  in  the  need  for  legal 
assistance  for  the  various  Town  Boards  and  Officials.  The  year 
began  with  the  many  new  and  unique  problems  of  the  February 
blizzard  which  necessitated  special  action  including  the  closing  of 
the  Nauset  Beach  ared  and  the  exercise  of  various  emergency 
powers.  The  year  continued  with  the  injury  of  a  call  fireman  that 
resulted  in  his  permanent  retirement  with  a  pension  from  the 
County  Retirement  Board.  During  the  spring  the  Planning  Board 
revised  the  Town's  Zoning  By-Laws  and  made  many  changes  to 
the  Sign  Code.  The  Planning  Board  found  itself  in  the  Barnstable 
Superior  Court  over  the  approval  of  a  subdivision  which  matter 
was  later  settled  before  going  to  trial.  The  Conservation  Com- 
mission has  continued  to  struggle  to  project  the  coastal  areas  and 
properly  administer  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act.  The  Board  of 
Assessors  has  received  many  applications  for  abatement  arising 
out  of  the  Town's  revaluation  which  have  lead  to  a  number  of  cases 
being  filed  with  the  Appellate  Tax  Board.  The  Board  of  Health  has 
continued  to  be  burdened  with  the  complexities  of  administering 
the  new  State  Environmental  code's  regulating  the  installation  of 
septic  systems  and  the  operation  of  the  Town's  Sanitary  Landfill 
facilities.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been  working  to  up-date 
their  licensing  procedures  and  bring  the  Town  into  more  strict 
compliance  with  the  State  laws  governing  such  activities.  More 
recently,  the  Town  has  been  occupied  with  a  settling  of  questions 
raised  in  the  legal  status  of  many  of  the  Town's  roads.  All  of  these 
activities  have  been  accentuated  by  the  recent  abolishment  of 
municipal  immunity  which  has  placed  the  Town  and  its  Officials  in 
greater  jeopardy  of  possible  suit  from  disgruntled  citizens.  While 
this  growth  in  work  and  responsibility  is  not  unique  to  Eastham  I 
remain  concerned  that  the  Town  has  not  as  yet  adopted  a  By-Law 
formally  creating  the  position  of  Town  Counsel.  I  feel  that  such  a 
By-Law  would  benefit  the  Town  by  more  clearly  defining  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  such  a  position. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  all  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Eastham  for  their  friendly  cooperation  and  assistance  in 
resolving  the  many  matters  which  have  required  my  participation 
in  1978.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Winter  of  1978  will  long  be  remembered  for  the  wild 
storms  which  occurred  during  that  time  and  the  effects  these 
storms  had  on  the  area  will  be  visible  for  a  long  time  to  come.  The 
most  remarkable  storm  hit  during  the  period  6-7  February.  While 
this  storm  was  not  technically  a  blizzard  in  Eastham,  severe 
flooding  and  coastal  erosion  took  place.  Unofficially,  the  tide  level 
was  measured  at  14.7  feet,  higher  than  that  recorded  during  the 
hurricanes  of  1938  and  1954.  The  effect  of  the  storm's  tide  and  fury 
was  a  massive  overwash  of  the  Nauset  Spit,  eliminating  the 
parking  area  and  several  cottages  as  well  as  much  of  the  oversand 
trail.  Little  damage  was  done  to  the  shellfish  beds  at  Nauset 
Marsh,  and  much  of  the  Station  Bay  area  was  actually  improved 
for  shellfish  production  due  to  the  transport  of  sand  onto  the 
muddy  bottom. 

Soft  shell  clams  and  quahogs  are  abundant  in  almost  every 
area  of  the  Marsh  due  to  the  "Tilling"  action  of  the  ice  of  two 
winters  past,  and  subsequent  excellent  setting  last  summer.  Most 
of  the  scallops  harvested  this  year  in  Town  Cove  were  seed 
transplanted  from  another  town;  the  great  storm  obliterated  all  of 
the  seed  from  the  Cedar  Bank  area.  About  200  bushels  were 
harvested  in  Town  Cove. 

Oyster  production  this  year  was  not  extremely  successful,  due 
to  the  lack  of  certified  oyster  seed.  Recently  a  new  oyster  disease 
has  been  detected  in  the  waters  of  Long  Island  Sound,  which 
prevents  these  oysters  from  being  transplanted  to  growing  areas 
such  as  Salt  Pond.  We  are  still  in  search  of  a  supplier  of  certified 
seed.  We  were  successful  in  hatching  oyster  seed  from  our  own 
oysters  this  summer  in  the  hatchery.  With  luck  in  years  to  come, 
we  may  be  able  to  supply  the  seed  requirements  of  the  town. 

Transplantation  of  blue  mussels  continues  to  be  successful, 
and  the  reconstructed  mussel  bed  at  Hemenway  Landing  is 
productive. 

Shellfish  license  sales  were  as  follows:  52  %  of  the  license 
sates  were  purchased  by  residents  &  Taxpayers,  39%  of  the 
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licenses  at  $6.00  were  purchased  by  tenants  or  families  renting  in 
Eastham;  3%  by  non  tenants;  2%  by  resident  comnnercial 
fishermen;  4%  were  distributed  free  to  residents  over  70  years  of 
age.  A  total  of  1,974  licenses  were  issued. 

An  occurrence  of  the  so  called  Red  Tide  was  recorded  in 
Nauset  Marsh  from  June  7  until  July  7.  This  algae,  Gonyaulax 
tamarensis,  does  not  affect  shellfish  but  is  toxic  to  humans.  When 
it  multiplies  in  sufficient  quantities  in  the  shellfish  to  be  harmful, 
the  areas  affected  are  closed  to  shellfishing.  Research  is  con- 
tinuing concerning  the  factors  which  affect  the  growth  of  the  algae 
and  possible  methods  of  control. 

Increasing  numbers  of  herring  are  returning  each  year  at  the 
Herring  Pond  Run,  and  this  year  was  no  exception.  Additionally, 
some  two  thousand  fish  were  transported  from  the  Cole  Road  run 
to  Herring  Pond  where  they  successfully  spawned,  and  the 
juveniles  made  their  return  to  the  sea. 

The  department  participated  in  an  experimental  project 
together  with  the  Sea  Grant  program  of  University  of  Mas- 
sachusetts and  MIT  and  the  Mass.  Coastal  Zone  Management 
program.  The  project  involved  the  installation  of  large  sand  filled 
"sill  bags"  along  the  beach  at  South  Sunken  Meadow.  The 
placement  of  these  bags  created  a  'perched'  beach,  higher  than 
the  surrounding  beach.  This,  in  time  will  reduce  erosion  along  the 
shore.  Continual  monitoring  of  the  beach  system  will  continue 
through  next  year.  During  the  early  storms  of  the  winter,  the 
perched  beach  had  a  positive  effect,  and  the  erosion  was  reduced. 

A  minor  oil  spill,  remnants  of  spillage  from  a  tanker  grounded 
north  of  Boston  in  the  February  storm,  arrived  along  the  west 
shore  in  February.  The  oil  was  spread  too  thinly  to  be  cleaned  up 
mechanically,  and  was  soon  distributed  in  the  beach  sands. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  various  other  departments  in  town  for 
their  assistance  and  cooperation.  We  wish  to  thank  all  those 
persons  who  volunteered  their  time  and  efforts  for  their  assistance 
with  our  various  activities.  The  cooperation  of  the  community  is 
appreciated.

As  a  Medicare  certified  Home  Health  Agency,  the  Eastham 
Town  Nursing  Service  continues  to  provide  care  to  the  homebound 
who  need  skilled  nursing,  physical  therapy,  or  home  health  aide 
services. 

The  Agency  help  to  coordinate  physicians' orders  with  regard 
to  treatment,  medication,  nutrition.  The  Nursing  Service  offers 
assistance  with  family  health  problems,  counseling,  health  in- 
surance and  other  social  services. 

In  the  area  of  illness  prevention  the  nurse  meets  at  intervals 
with  the  Board  of  Health. 

A  flu  clinic  was  held  in  October  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Blood 
Pressure  Screening  programs  are  conducted  the  second  Tuesday 
of  each  month  at  the  Town  Hall.  Because  of  the  increased  demand 
these  clinics  continue  to  be  held  during  the  summer  months  when 
many  of  our  summer  residents  attend.

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Report  of  the  Veterans'  Services 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  People  of  the  Town  of  Easthanr) 

During  the  past  year,  the  number  of  veterans  and  families  of 
veterans  aided  through  this  office  under  Chapter  115  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Mass.  declined.  The  decrease  was  due  to  a  slight 
upswing  in  the  economy  and  the  revision  of  the  directives 
governing  the  Veterans*  Benefits  Program. 

In  late  November,  every  individual  receiving  a  pension  from 
the  Veterans'  Administration  received  an  income  questionnaire. 
These  computer  cards  were  to  be  filled  out  and  returned  by 
January  1,  1979.  Also  receiving  questionnaires  were  veterans  in 
receipt  of  compensation  rated  30%  or  over.  These  dependency 
cards  were  also  to  be  returned  by  the  first  of  January. 

The  Veterans'  Administration  pension  laws  were  changed  by 
Congress  effective  the  first  of  this  calendar  year.  One  of  the 
changes  raises  the  income  limitations  which  will  make  many 
previously  ineligible  veterans  and  dependents  eligible  for  VA 
pensions.

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Report  of  the  School  Principal 
Eastham  Elementary  School 

The  year  1978  brought  many  changes  to  our  school.  The 
building  staff  welcomed  new  personnel:  Mrs.  Karen  O'Connor, 
grade  four;  Mrs.  Anastasia  Croteau,  Title  I;  Mrs.  Susan  Curcio, 
Resource  Room  Tutor;  Mrs.  Maria  Dutra,  Speech  and  Language; 
Mrs.  Michelle  Chase,  Art;  and  Mrs.  Nina  Mellor  and  Mr.  Frank 
Wells,  C.E.T.A.  employees. 

Most  significant  to  the  elementary  school  programs  was  the 
financial  commitment  to  improve  upon  the  existing  building 
structure.  The  entire  entrance  and  parking  lot  was  asphalted;  the 
entire  exterior  of  the  building  was  painted;  storm  windows  were 
installed  on  the  north  -  northwest  side;  and  new  ventilation  units 
were  installed  in  the  1936  building. 

The  major  thrust  in  teaching  our  children  was  in  updating  the 
curriculum.  We  participated  in  workshops  and  special  projects 
dealing  with  instructional  scope  and  sequence;  adoption  of  a 
revised  math  problem;  and  attended  four  workshops  in  "teaching 
the  basics". 

Our  T.A.P.E.  Organization  (Teachers  and  Parents  for 
Education)  had  a  very  productive  year;  the  first  annual  craft  fair; 
the  pot  luck  supper;  the  Saturday  entertainment  programs; 
volunteers  in  school;  and  the  monthly  newsletters.  The  in- 
volvement of  our  parents  in  the  school  facilitates  a  positive 
relationship  and  fosters  communication. 

Looking  ahead,  I  see  continuing  our  improvements  to  the 
physical  plant;  continued  curriculum  planning  and  record  keeping; 
and  implementing  and  evaluating  the  scope  and  sequence 
programs. 

The  above  cannot  be  accomplished  without  the  hard  work  of 
the  teachers  and  personnel  in  the  building;  working  in  harmony 
with  the  parents  and  members  of  the  community.  I  thank  those 
who  have  assisted  to  make  this  report  possible.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  annual  report  to  the 
residents  of  Eastham: 

CURRICULUM 

The  development  of  a  sound  curriculum  is  a  never  ending 
process.  The  heavy  involvement  in  curriculum  improvement  in 
Eastham  has  been  continual.  Instructional  improvement  has  been 
one  of  the  major  thrusts  of  Principal  Daniel  Shay  and  the  staff  of 
Eastham.  One  of  the  priorities  this  year  was  the  adoption  of  a 
revised  math  program.  In  order  to  assure  that  each  child  is 
provided  with  a  solid  learning  foundation,  teachers  participated  in 
workshops  emphasizing  the  basics. 

SCHOOL-COMMUNITY  RELATIONS 

Perhaps  the  strongest  component  is  the  level  of  parental 
involvement.  The  partnership  between  parents  and  teachers  is  a 
critical  one.  The  stronger  the  bond  between  parents  and  teachers, 
the  more  sound  the  program  is  for  children.  The  high  level  of 
involvement  in  Eastham  has  been  reflected  in  the  many  activities 
that  took  place  during  the  year.  Volunteer  programs,  which  in- 
volved many  parents,  included  help  in  the  library,  lunchroom, 
preschool,  and  many  other  areas. 

BUILDING 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  the  most  heavy  commitment  in 
program  improvement  has  been  the  emphasis  on  the  updating  of 
the  building.  At  the  present  rate  of  community  support,  the  facility 
should  be  in  very  good  condition  in  September  1981.  The  citizens 
in  Eastham  should  be  proud  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  to 
date.  The  building  and  grounds  improvements  have  been  most 
gratifying. 

ARCHITECTURAL  BARRIERS  BOARD 

There  has  been  a  heavy  emphasis  on  having  municipal 
buildings  free  of  architectural  barriers.  Hopefully,  we  will  soon  be 
in  compliance  with  this  mandate.  The  legislation  aimed  at  making 
the  buildings  barrier  free  for  all  children  so  that  they  may  have 
equal  educational  opportunities  despite  handicaps,  is  being  ad- 
dressed via  the  budget  each  year.  Although  school  buildings  are 
designed  principally  for  children,  it  is  also  necessary  to  make  the 
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buildings  accessible  to  adults,  as  many  adults  utilize  the  building. 
Therefore,  we  are  attempting  to  make  facilities  totally  barrier  free 
so  that  the  entire  handicapped  population  of  the  community  has 
easy  access  to  the  building. 

In  summary,  I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  in  this  report 
to  commend  the  Eastham  staff.  Their  high  level  of  dedication  and 
strong  emphasis  on  the  basic  skills  is  to  their  credit.  The 
cooperative  leadership  of  the  school  committee  and  ad- 
ministration, plus  strong  community  support  insures  an  exciting 
educational  environment  for  the  children.  In  this  my  fourth  year  as 
superintendent  of  schools,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
Eastham  for  their  support,  and  I  look  forward  to  their  continued 
cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical 
High  School  District  Committee 


The  year  1978  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  can  best  be  described  as  a 
year  of  change.  When  we  first  opened  our  doors  in  September  of 
1975  we  started  with  a  student  enrollment  of  950  even  though  the 
building  had  been  designed  for  a  maximum  of  800  students.  It  was 
the  hope  of  the  committee  and  the  administration  that  there  would 
be  some  flexibility  in  the  size  of  the  building  to  enable  us  to  ac- 
commodate in  excess  of  900  students  during  the  school  day. 

After  two  and  a  half  years  of  experience  It  became  very  clear 
to  the  administration  and  the  school  committee  that  we  really  could 
not  accommodate  over  nine  hundred  pupils  in  the  building  at  one 
time  so,  therefore,  a  plan  to  phase  down  to  the  designed  800- 
student  school  was  projected.  This  reduction  in  student  enrollment 
would  take  place  along  with  a  change  in  the  method  by  which  we 
taught  the  theoretical  aspects  of  vocational  education.  Actually  the 
change  in  methodology  was  simply  a  realization  that  there  is  some 
basic  information  which  all  occupations  need:  such  as  Basic 
Business  Practices,  Drafting,  Blueprint  Reading,  Technical 
Drawing,  Safety  and  Health  Requirements.  The  committee  hired 
specialists  to  teach  these  common  courses,  and  continued  to  use 
certified  vocational  teachers  to  teach  those  technical  skills  that 
were  unique  to  each  individual  trade.  I  am  happy  to  report  at  this 
time  that  this  new  method  has  proven  to  be  an  improvement 
because  it  allows  the  shop  teacher  to  actually  teach  the  theoretical 
aspect  of  the  particular  skills  that  he  and  the  students  will  be 
working  with  during  the  following  week.  There  have  been  some 
problems  as  you  will  find  with  any  change,  and  we  will  continue  to 
make  refinements  where  necessary.  A  reduction  of  the  number  of 
students  in  the  shops  at  any  one  time  has  definitely  been  an  Im- 
provement in  the  effectiveness  of  vocational  education. 

Other  activities  that  took  place  during  the  Spring  of  1978  was 
the  tremendous  response  that  some  of  our  shops  received  while 
they  were  set  up  in  the  Cape  Cod  Mall  during  Vocational 
Education  Week,  and  also  the  response  we  got  from  our  par- 
ticipation in  the  Annual  Boat  Show  conducted  by  the  Boat  Dealers 
Association  of  Cape  Cod.  The  students  certainly  appreciated  the 
opportunity  to  provide  the  public  with  Information  as  to  what  we  do 
at  Cape  Cod  Tech. 
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For  the  first  time  this  year  Cape  Cod  Tech  did  accept  some 
tuition  students  from  the  Town  of  Mashpee,  -  ten  to  be  exact,  and 
we  were  happy  to  be  abie  to  afford  those  students  in  Mashpee  an 
opportunity  for  vocational  education.  Our  local  students  have  the 
first  opportunity  for  the  available  seats,  and  if  there  is  room  in  a 
particular  department  it  is  beneficial  to  our  member  towns  to 
accept  students  to  fill  up  all  departments. 

The  Cape  Cod  Tech  basketball  team  qualified  for  the  state 
tournaments  last  Spring,  and  although  they  lost  in  the  semi-finals 
we  were  happy  for  our  team  members  to  have  had  that  experience. 

We  held  our  third  graduation  in  June  of  1978,  and  I  am  happy 
to  report  that  115  males  and  54  females  graduated,  for  a  total  of 
169.  The  placement  of  these  graduates  as  of  the  end  of  the  school 
year  is  as  follows:  10  students  into  the  Armed  Forces,  6  students 
returned  to  Cape  Cod  Tech  for  post-graduate  instruction,  20 
students  went  to  a  2-year  school  of  higher  education,  and  four  went 
into  a  four-year  college.  Seventy  five  students  had  jobs  in  the  trade 
for  which  they  were  educated,  and  30  students  took  jobs  outside 
their  areas  of  skill.  Unfortunately  23  students  for  one  reason  or 
another  were  unemployed  as  of  July  1978,  and  although  I  do  not 
have  specific  numbers  I  feel  sure  most  of  them  are  now  working. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  some  of  these  students  were  here  for  one, 
two  or  three  years,  I  think  the  placement  was  excellent. 

During  the  Fall  of  1978  the  Horticultural  department  has  been 
very  busy  in  the  restoration  of  the  Gilmore  House  on  Route  124 
into  a  Garden  Center,  which  we  think  will  be  a  decided  im- 
provement to  the  entrance  to  our  school. 

We  were  also  very  fortunate  this  Fall  to  do  many  more  student 
projects  for  the  member  towns  which  are  of  benefit  financially  to 
the  towns,  and  of  educational  benefit  to  our  students. 

During  the  budget  development  for  the  next  school  year  we 
appreciated  the  participation  of  the  Finance  Committees  from  each 
of  our  member  towns.  Representatives  met  with  our  Finance  Sub- 
Committee  in  the  development  of  the  new  budget.  Two  decisions 
were  made  by  the  Cape  Cod  Tech  committee  that  do  have  an  effect 
upon  the  fiscal  1980  budget,  that  being  the  introduction  of  a 
Commercial  Fishing  program,  and  the  realization  that  the  Adult 
Education  program  must  be  partially  subsidized  by  the  member 
towns  insofar  as  administrative  and  overhead  costs  are  concerned. 
We  feel  that  the  utilization  of  our  building  by  adults  of  our  com- 
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munities  is  in  keeping  with  the  intent  of  the  creation  of  the  school. 
Greater  utilization  of  the  building  will  enable  us  to  spread  our  fixed 
costs  over  a  greater  number  of  students. 

Cape  Cod  Tech  Cross  Country  team  were  the  Cape  and 
Islands  champions  this  year  and  we  are  very  pleased  with  the 
dedication  of  both  the  team  members  and  the  coaching  staff. 

We  did  have  tragedy  In  November  when  our  Vocational 
Coordinator,  Warren  Mazanec,  passed  away.  He  had  a  tremen- 
dous impact  on  the  school  and  is  sorely  missed. 

Paul  Hackett,  Special  Needs  Coordinator,  who  had  been  with 
us  since  1973,  resigned  this  year  to  take  a  new  position  in  the  State 
of  New  York.  We  wish  him  well  in  that  new  opportunity. 

We  had  two  changes  in  our  committee  membership  this  year. 
Mrs.  Ann  M.  Williams  replaced  WInthrop  V.  Wilbur,  Jr.,  from  the 
Town  of  Barnstable;  and  Edward  P.  Anderson  replaced  Phyllis  S. 
Thompson  from  the  Town  of  Chatham.  We  welcome  the  new 
members  and  thank  those  members  that  left  for  their  assistance 
during  the  years  they  represented  their  towns. 

We  again  wish  to  thank  the  people  from  the  R.S.V. A.  program 
here  on  Cape  Cod  for  their  assistance  in  the  multitude  of  tasks  that 
have  to  be  done.  We  especially  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the

graduate. 

We  again  wish  to  emphasize  that  we  are  here  to  meet  the 
needs  of  all  the  people  in  our  eleven  towns  and  if  you  have  any 
questions  please  call  the  Superintendent-Director,  Wilfred  H.

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Report  of  the  Eastham 
Non-resident  Taxpayers  Association,  Inc. 

The  ENRTA  is  a  non-profit  corporation  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  working  together  with  Town  Officials  and  citizen  groups  for  the 
betterment  of  the  whole  community  of  the  Town  of  Eastham. 
Membership  in  this  Association  is  open  to  any  non-resident  who 
owns  real  estate  and  pays  taxes  to  the  Town  of  Eastham. 

There  are  two  general  meetings  during  the  summer  with  the 
Selectmen  and  other  community  leaders  present,  to  discuss  Town 
activities  of  interest  to  the  membership. 

The  July  Meeting  featured  Lawrence  Hadley,  Supt.  of  the 
Cape  Cod  National  Seashore  on  "Coast  Guard  Beach",  what 
happened  to  it?  What  is  going  to  happen  to  it? 

A  signed  petition  was  circulated  protesting  the  $2.00  per  hr. 
per  person  charge  at  the  tennis  courts  at  the  Nauset  Regional  H.S., 
suggesting  a  $10.00  family  membership  per  season  for  residents 
and  non-residents. 

Selectmen  Wallace  Ruckert  and  Jackson  Nelson  were  present 
to  answer  questions  —  discuss  the  tax  evaluation.  11%  of  tax- 
payers felt  they  were  over-valued.  408  abatements  were  denied,  62 
being  non-residents. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  August  Michael  Radihammer  spoke 
on  the  newly  formed  Eastham  Conservation  Trust  for  the 
preservation  of  land  only. 

Pres.  of  the  Friends  of  Eastham  Library,  Mrs.  Sander,  spoke 
regarding  their  organization.  It  was  voted  to  obtain  a  Dictionary 
Stand  for  the  Library. 

Selectman  Ruckert  was  present  to  answer  questions. 
Restriction  of  motors  over  3HP,  and  State  control  of  ponds  over  a 
certain  area  was  discussed. 

Retiring  Treas.  Ed  Hurley  was  presented  a  plaque,  very  finely 
made  by  Bill  Hall,  as  a  token  of  appreciation  of  his  eight  years  of 
service.  Officers  were  elected.  Kay  Burrows,  newly  elected  Pres. 
stated  a  study  would  be  made  to  try  to  ensure  equal  representation 
for  all  areas  in  the  Town  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  She  asked  that 
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members  volunteer  their  services  to  make  this  possible. 

A  fall  newsletter  and  questionnaire  were  sent  out  Oct.  25th  to 
the  830  families  who  are  members  of  ENRTA. 

Acting  Fire  Chief  Mario  J.  Russo  requested  we  find  out  how 
non-residents  feel  regarding  a  Street  and  house  numbering  system 
and  cable  TV.  Our  questionnaire  showed  50%  favored  both  ac- 
tions. 50%  answering  favored  hiring  additional  help  to  keep  the 
beaches  clean. 

A  request  for  Adult  Education  Summer  Courses  on  a  cost 
basis  during  the  day  will  be  submitted,  in  person,  by  Pres.  Kay 
Burrows  at  the  Jan.  79  meeting  of  the  Regional  School  Committee. 

ENRTA  wishes  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  have 
given  most  generously  of  their  time,  attending  our  summer 
meetings. 

ENRTA  expresses  deep  appreciation  to  all  members  of  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  for  the  excellence  of  the  service  they 
provide,  in  many  cases,  far  t)eyond  what  duty  requires. 

For  the  year  1979  the  regular  ENRTA  meetings  will  be  held  at 
8:00  PM  at  the  Town  Hall  on  July  7  and  Aug.  25.  Also  on  July  7 
from  4:00  to  5:00  PM,  a  special  coffee  hour  meeting  with  Select- 
men.

May  —  Our  new  Class  1  ambulance  arrived,  was  inspected 
and  licensed  by  the  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Health  and  placed 
in  service. 

August  —  Robley  E.  Fulcher,  Sr.  retired  after  30  years  of  loyal 
and  dedicated  service  to  the  Association  and  the  residents  of  this 
area.  Mr.  Fulcher  was  appropriately  recognized  at  a  testimonial 
dinner  in  his  honor  attended  by  200  friends  and  associates. 

James  E.  Nichols  was  hired  to  replace  Mr.  Fulcher.  Mr. 
Nichols  had  previously  served  as  an  Association  ambulance  at- 
tendant and  member  of  the  Orleans  Rescue  Squad  for  12  years. 

September  —  An  Emergency  Medical  System  radio  was 
installed  in  the  new  ambulance  providing  direct  communication 
with  hospitals. 

October  —  The  Board  of  Directors  expanded  to  include 
representatives  of  the  Orleans  and  Eastham  Rescue  Squads. 

Ambulance  Attendant  Dorothy  Whatmough  was  accepted  for 
Paramedic  training. 

December  —  A  joint  meeting  of  the  Association  officers  and 
the  Selectmen  of  Orleans  and  Eastham  was  held  to  review  the 
current  status  and  future  needs  of  the  Association. 

Patients  Transported  —  1978  saw  an  increase  of  32.4  %  in  the 
number  of  patients  serviced  by  the  Association.

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Report  of  Solid  Waste  Disposal 
Study  Committee 


The  Eastham  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Study  Committee  was 
formed  by  the  Selectmen  at  the  direction  of  a  vote  of  the  October  3, 
1977  Special  Town  Meeting.  The  purpose  of  the  Committee 
is  "...to  investigate  all  means  of  solid  waste  disposal  and  possibly 
including  designating  a  land  site...". 

The  Committee  has  been  meeting  regularly  for  almost  a  year 
and  a  half  and  has  divided  its  study  into  three  phases.  The  first 
phase  lasted  six  months  and  was  a  study  of  the  technologies  of 
solid  waste  disposal.  In  addition  to  sanitary  landfill,  methods  of 
waste  disposal  presently  used  or  envisioned  for  the  future  include 
recycling,  shredding,  baling,  stacking,  mining,  incineration,  and 
resource  recovery.  As  reported  in  last  year's  Town  Report,  the 
Committee  feels  that  sanitary  landfill  will  be  the  only  practical, 
economical  method  of  solid  waste  disposal  for  Eastham  for  the 
next  5  to  10  years.  Perhaps  our  most  attractive  future  alternative  is 
a  regional  disposal  area.  A  Cape-wide  regional  solid  waste 
disposal  study  committee  now  exists  and  we  have  two  members  on 
it. 

The  second  phase  of  our  study  concerned  the  present  landfill 
site  and  the  determination  of  its  expected  life  span.  The  Com- 
mittee hired  Down  Cape  Engineering  to  make  a  report  of  the 
volume  of  space  left  at  the  site,  the  rate  of  use,  and  the  expected 
life  span  of  the  site.  The  report  was  delivered  in  May  of  1978  and 
concluded  that  three  years  of  life  were  left  below  grade  and  five 
more  years  could  be  gained  by  employing  a  modest  stacking  plan. 
During  this  phase,  the  Spring  and  Summer  of  1978,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering 
issued  an  Order  to  the  Town  citing  various  longtime  violations  of 
their  rules  at  our  landfill.  The  Committee  became  involved  with 
the  Town's  response  to  the  State  by  recommending  to  the 
Selectmen  that  they  engage  Down  Cape  Engineering  both  to 
resolve  the  site's  problems  and  to  draft  a  "Final  Plan"  of  use  for 
the  landfill  site.  The  Committee  contributed  ideas  for  the  plan, 
reviewed  the  plan  submitted  to  the  D.E.Q.E.,  supported  the 
expenditures  of  funds  to  upgrade  the  site,  and  continues  to 
monitor  developments  at  the  present  site.  The  Committee  is 
pleased  with  the  great  progress  made  at  the  landfill  and  attributes 
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this  gain  to  the  fine  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Down  Cape 
Engineering. 

Finally,  the  Committee  is  in  the  midst  of  its  third  phase  -  a 
study  of  new  landfill  sites  for  Eastham's  solid  waste.  Since  the 
present  site  has  only  seven  years  of  life  remaining,  since  alternate 
technologies  are  farther  off  on  the  horizon,  and  since  no  other 
Cape  town  has  as  short  a  life  span  left  at  their  landfill  as  does 
Eastham,  the  Committee  has  been  directed  by  the  Board  of  Health 
to  continue  its  studies.  A  decision  was  made  to  first  consider  only 
the  lands  adjacent  to  the  present  site  and  to  make  a  determination 
of  the  feasibility  of  expanding  the  landfill  into  these  lands.  An 
engineering  study  has  been  undertaken  to  determine  the  volumes 
available  in  these  sites,  and  the  Committee  hopes  to  have  a  report 
on  potential  future  sites  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.

Boston  Post  Cane 

The  current  custodian  of  the  Boston  Post  Cane  for  the  Town  of 
Eastham  is  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Harmerof  Summit  Avenue.  The  Boston 
Post  Cane  was  one  of  several  given  to  the  various  towns  and  cities 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  were  a  means  of  honoring  the  senior 
citizen  of  each  town  by  awarding  them  custody  as  long  as  they 
lived.  The  cane,  now  being  passed  from  hand  to  hand  in  Eastham, 
is  one  of  the  few  believed  to  be  in  existence;  the  Boston  Post, 
of  course,  has  long  ceased  publication. 

MaryHarmer  lives  with  her  daughter,  Madeline  Benschoff, 
coming  to  Eastham  as  a  permanent  resident  three  years  ago,  after 
being  a  summer  visitor  for  almost  fourteen  years.  Mrs.  Harmer 
was  born  in  New  York  City,  and  lived  in  Scarsdale  until  1913  and  In 
West  Hartford  before  coming  to  the  Cape.  She  was  97  years  old  on 
August  29,  1978. 

Her  son,  Elmer  Harmer,also  lives  on  Summit  Avenue,  and  one 
of  her  granddaughters  is  a  summer  resident  on  Martha  Road  in 
North  Eastham.  Two  other  grandchildren  live  in  Kansas  City  and 
in  Wappingers  Falls,  New  York. 

Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Recently,  the  main  role  of  the  Eastham  Conservation  Com- 
mission has  been  that  of  a  regulatory  board  enforcing  the  state 
mandated  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (General  Laws  Ch.  131,  Sec. 
40).  In  an  effort  to  broaden  its  horizons  the  Commission  has 
restructured  itself.  Specific  assignments  have  been  given  to 
several  subcommittees  to  reflect  some  of  the  more  varied  and 
important  concerns  of  conservation.  This  formation  of  sub- 
committees occurred  in  March  of  1978  and  all  activities  are  now  in 
full  operation.  Our  subcommittees  now  include: 

1.  Education 

2.  Land  acquisition  and  improvement 
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3.  Conservation  Zoning 

4.  Wetlands  Regulation 

There  are  also  liaison  members  to  the  Dump  Study,  Lower 
Coast  Guard  Beach,  and  Recycling  Committees. 

In  addition  to  the  Wetland  Hearings,  we  are  currently  in- 
volved with: 

1.  A  by-law  proposal  which  would  restore  home  rule  rather 
than  state  control  over  wetland  regulations,  interpretation,  and 
enforcement.  Legal  disputes  would  be  resolved  in  District  Court 
rather  than  at  an  Ajudicatory  Hearing  in  Boston.  Assessed  fines 
would  be  returned  to  the  town  rather  than  the  state. 

2.  Land  acquisition  projects  for  conservation  purposes.  We 
are  negotiating  for  several  parcels  while  seeking  state  and  federal 
reimbursement  commitments. 

3.  New  education  projects.  The  Commission  has  always  at- 
tempted to  answer  questions,  or  supply  verbal  or  written  in- 
formation whenever  possible.  Previously  this  has  been  directed  at 
an  adult  level,  but  we  are  now  involved  in  a  field  trip  program  at 
the  elementary  school.  These  trips  have  been  scheduled  in 
cooperation  with  the  Natural  Resources  Officer  at  all  grade  levels 
throughout  the  school  year. 

4.  The  annual  seedling  distribution  program,  through  which 
the  taxpayers  are  able  to  obtain  seedlings  for  planting  in  town. 

5.  Development  of  a  floodplain  zoning  program  to  investigate 
the  relationship  between  floodplain  insurance  and  new  con- 
struction. 

Although  our  work  load  has  greatly  expanded,  the  co- 
operation and  support  we  have  recently  received  both  at  local  and 
state  levels  has  made  our  work  efforts  more  successful.  We  sin- 
cerely hope  that  this  co-operation  continues  and  that  as  the  areas 
of  concern  and  activity  increase,  so  will  citizen  participation.  We 
welcome  your  suggestions  and  support.

We  served  26,806  visitors  in  a  total  of  109  days  of  operations. 

Each  year  our  number  of  visitors  increases  for  all  types  of 
information.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 


1978 -the  100th  birthday  of  the  library.  A  year  of  reflection  of 
past  accomplishments  and  contemplation  of  future,  long-range 
goals. 

By  the  end  of  1978,  we  had  registered  over  550  families.  300 
of  those  were  permanent  -  258  temporary.  This  means  that  5300 
people  are  able  by  registration  to  benefit  from  the  services  of  this 
library. 

In  order  to  make  the  library  readily  available  to  the  users,  the 
hours  of  the  library  remained  the  same  as  the  previous  year  -  open 
36  hours  a  week  in  the  summer  and  30  hours  a  week  in  the  winter. 
Our  busiest  day  was  in  July  when  in  one  seven-hour  period  we 
checked  out  700  books,  or,  one  every  forty  seconds.  In  August,  we 
checked  out  8,000  books  -  a  record  number  -  1000  more  than 
August  of  1977,  and  four  times  the  winter  monthly  average!  By  the 
end  of  the  year,  our  circulation  was  over  40,000  books,  magazines, 
and  films,  and  we  had  doubled  the  circulation  of  only  four  years 
ago.  With  the  rapid  increases  in  the  use  of  the  library,  we  feel  that 
some  changes  still  need  to  be  made,  such  as  being  open  on 
Wednesdays  and  possibly  one  more  night  a  week.  We  are  hoping 
to  begin  implementing  these  changes  in  the  summer  of  1979. 

We  continue  to  use  our  Inter-Library  loan  service  at  a  rate  of 
about  thirty  requests  a  month,  and  our  use  of  books  borrowed  from 
the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System  remains  at  a 
high  level,  especially  in  the  children  and  young  adult  age  groups. 

As  people  have  become  Increasingly  interested  in  family 
roots,  and  have  become  aware  of  the  materials  for  historical  and 
genealogical  research  that  we  have  available  in  our  collection,  the 
need  for  a  copying  machine  has  become  more  and  more  apparent. 
We  hope  to  have  one  in  the  near  future. 

We  are  so  grateful  to  all  the  people  who  give  to  this  library  in 
terms  of  time,  gifts,  and  moral  support;  the  Friends,  the  ENRTA, 
the  Women's  Club,  the  Women's  Exchange,  individuals  too 
numerous  to  mention;  Fred  Carey  and  his  faithful  crew;  Jerry 
Emond  and  his  men;  our  Board  of  Trustees  who  believe  that  all 
libraries,  and  this  one  in  particular,  are  important;  and  of  course, 
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the  borrowers  and  the  users  of  the  library  -  our  reason  for  being. 
Thank  you  all.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees 


To  the  Selectmen: 

1978  brought  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of 
the  Eastham  Public  Library.  At  the  1878  annual  town  meeting, 
held  on  February  11  of  that  year,  $175.00  was  appropriated  by  the 
town  to  set  up  the  Library.  With  this  appropriation  the  Library 
came  to  life  in  the  hall  over  George  Clark's  general  store  and 
postoffice,  on  Samoset  Road,  west  of  the  railroad  tracks.  (No  trace 
of  the  store  is  now  visible  except  for  a  bit  of  foundation,  but  for  18 
years  Mr.  Clark  was  host  to  the  Library,  furnishing  without  charge 
the  hall  upstairs,  the  heat  and  lighting.) 

To  celebrate  its  100th  anniversary,  the  Library  held  an  open 
house  on  February  11,  1978.  Friends  of  the  Library  assisted  by 
serving  refreshments.  Books  which  were  on  the  Library  shelves 
in  1878  were  on  display. 

This  year,  1978,  to  meet  increased  needs  for  book  space,  10 
free-standing  units  of  shelving  were  purchased;  six  of  them  paid 
for  by  interest  from  the  Robert  Charles  Billings  Fund  and  four  by 
interest  on  the  Andrew  Carver  Merrill  Bequest,  the  latter  four  to 
be  used  in  the  Merrill  Room. 

In  July  the  Selectmen  re-created  the  Library  Building  Needs 
Committee,  authorized  by  the  town  meeting  of  October  3,  1977.

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A  Sandwich  glass  salt  dish  with  silver  spoon  was  given  to  the 
Library  by  Florence  S.  (Mrs.  Emerson)  Jones.  It  had  been  given  to 
her  by  Alberta  (Mrs.  Douglas)  Sheppard  from  one  of  whose  Doane 
ancestors  the  salt  dish  had  descended. 

The  Eastham  Non-Resident  Taxpayers  gave  the  Library  a 
maple  dictionary  stand  with  several  shelves  for  smaller  dic- 
tionaries, atlases,  etc.  The  stand  is  a  beautiful  addition  to  our 
reading  room. 

The  Trustees  would  like  to  thank  the  Orleans  Junior  Women's 
Club  and  the  Orleans  Community  Exchange  for  their  continuing 
support  of  our  Library. 

Memorial  gifts  were  made  to  the  Library  honoring  dear  ones 
of  many  of  our  townspeople.  Our  Librarian  hopes  to  purchase 
books  which  would  have  been  of  interest  to  those  so  honored.  The 
Trustees  and  our  Librarian  are  very  appreciative  of  these  gifts. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  voted  to  donate  matching  funds  for 
the  restoration  of  our  primitive  oil  painting,  "The  Salt  Works". 
Mrs.  Jane  Eldridge,  our  Librarian,  applied  for  an  historic  con- 
servation grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities.  The  grant  was  approved  on  a  matching  funds  basis. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  also  paid  for  the  printing  of  an 
anniversary  leaflet  to  be  distributed  in  the  Library.  A  number  of 
events  were  sponsored  by  the  Friends  during  the  year,  the 
highlight  being  two  musical  evenings  in  the  Town  Hall  Auditorium 
in  honor  of  the  1 00th  anniversary  of  the  Library. 

From  our  Town  Budget,  the  outside  of  the  Library  was  re- 
painted, outside  lights  were  installed  at  the  rear  of  the  Library, 
some  of  the  weakened  gutters  were  replaced  before  the  heavy 
summer  rains.  From  interest  on  the  Robert  Charles  Billings  Fund 
overhead  insulation  was  installed  which  we  hope  will  conserve 
winter  heat  and  reduce  summer  sun  heat  in  the  Library. 

Because  of  the  expanded  activities  and  the  increasing  need  in 
the  Library  for  more  work  space,  we  ask  for  money  to  complete 
renovation  of  the  basement  area,  including  necessary  im- 
provements so  the  toilet  in  this  part  of  the  basement  will  meet 
State  Board  of  Health  requirements. 

The  Trustees  feel  we've  had  a  very  successful  year  in  the 
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Library  and  are  pleased  with  the  faithfulness  and  interest  of  our 
Librarian,  N/lrs.  Jane  Eldridge,  and  her  assistants  and  volunteers, 
and  wish  to  thank  them  and  all  those  others  who  have  so  kindly 
assisted.

Report  of  the  Council  on  Aging 


The  Eastham  Council  on  Aging  was  unanimously  voted  into 
existence  at  the  1974  town  meeting  as  an  official  agency  of  the 
town.  The  COA's  primary  responsibilities  are  to  disseminate 
helpful  information  and  to  prepare  programs  of  service  for 
Eastham 's  elder  citizens. 

With  an  increase  in  both  requests  for  help,  and  the  number  of 
people  needing  help,  it  became  necessary  for  the  Council  to  seek 
office  space.  Since  September  14,  1978,  we  have  been  located  on 
Rt.  6  in  North  Eastham  at  the  Fairway  Complex.  At  present  we 
have  a  staff  of  two  -  a  Senior  Aide  provided  by  Elder  Services  of 
Cape  Cod,  Inc.,  and  a  CETA  worker.  Since  our  establishment  in 
these  quarters  our  contact  with  the  community  has  continually 
expanded,  and  participation  in  our  programs  has  greatly  in- 
creased. We  currently  serve  approximately  240  people  each 
month. 

The  COA  recently  received  a  $6,000  grant  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Elder  Affairs  for  an  Outreach 
Program.  This  program  will  help  us  to  contact,  identify  and 
provide  on-going  services  to  the  isolated  elderly  In  this  com- 
munity. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  activities  sponsored  by  the  Eastham 
Council  on  Aging. 

1.  The  Geriatric  Counseling  Program:  This  program  is  con- 
ducted in  the  cloak  room  of  the  town  hall  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
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each  month,  1 :00  p.m.  -  2:30  p.m.  At  present,  our  major  emphasis 
is  on  blood  pressure  testing. 

2.  Meals  on  Wheels:  This  program  is  designed  to  provide  hot, 
nutritious  meals  for  the  elderly,  throughout  the  year,  on  a  schedule 
tailored  to  individual  needs.  It  is  funded  by  Elder  Services  of  Cape 
Cod,  Inc.  and  offers  a  person  one  hot  meal  a  day,  five  days  a  week. 
Eastham  now  has  resources  for  only  five  people.  At  the  present 
time  there  is  little  hope  for  additional  federal  funding  for  this 
project,  so  the  Council  is  requesting  funds  from  the  town  to  add 
five  more  people  to  our  present  quota.  This  service  is  available  on 
temporary  or  full-time  basis,  depending  on  the  needs  of  the  in- 
dividual. 

3.  Drop-In  and  Telephone  Information  and  Referral  Service: 
Requests  for  information  or  referrals  have  been  made  on  such 
subjects  as  Social  Security,  Supplementary  Security  Income, 
Medicare,  Medex,  Medicaid,  food  stamps,  the  B-Bus,  housing, 
employment,  legal  and  consumer  services.  Information  on  private 
agencies  providing  convalescent  and  nursing  care,  homemaker 
services,  and  nurses'  aides  is  also  available.  We  also  issue  Senior 
Citizen  Identification  cards  and  discount  lists.  We  are  pleased  to 
assist  in  filling  out  tax  abatement  forms  and  Medicare  forms. 

4.  The  Hiking  Club:  Every  Wednesday  at  9:00  a.m.  a  hike  is 
led  by  Council  member  John  Sullivan.  The  hikers  explore  a  variety 
of  trails  from  Harwich  to  Truro. 

5.  The  Body  Shop:  A  special  exercise  program  for  people 
60  years  of  age  and  over.  This  program  is  held  in  the  downstairs 
auditorium  of  the  town  hall  each  Monday,  10:00  a.m.  - 11:00  a.m. 

Additionally,  the  COA  Is  available  to  help  with  any  program 
that  will  benefit  our  elder  community. 

At  the  request  of  the  Selectmen  we  conducted  a  telephone 
survey  which  indicated  favorable  senior  citizen  interest  in  public 
transportation. 

Project  HELP,  a  referral  list  of  Individuals  interested  in 
providing  light  housekeeping  services  to  senior  citizens  at  a  wage 
decided  upon  by  both  client  and  worker  Is  now  being  developed. 

The  Council  on  Aging  was  pleased  to  work  with  Mrs.  Jeanne 
Stage,  R.N.  at  the  flu  clinic.  Our  thanks  to  Mrs  Stage  and  those 
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nurses  who  volunteered  their  time  to  help  with  our  Blood  Pressure 
Testing  Progrann.  Thanks  also  go  to  those  Eastham  citizens  who 
have  graciously  volunteered  to  drive  for  our  Meals  on  Wheels 
program.

The  past  year  was  a  busy  summer  especially  without  Mr. 
Wet>ster  who  was  missed  by  everyone.  We  all  look  forward  to  his 
return  next  season.  The  Mill  underwent  some  repairs  to  its  sweeps 
or  arms  in  the  Fall  and  is  now  in  good  condition.  During  the  season 
at  least  28,000  to  30,000  people  came  to  see  the  Mill.  Many  were 
repeat  visitors  including  two  sisters  named  Smith  and  Gordon  nee 
Hopper  who  signed  the  first  Visitor's  Book  in  1936.

Holstein.  Many  grandparents  who  brought  their  children  now 
bring  their  grandchildren.  Mr.  Webster  also  listed  among  his 
many  visitors  in  July  a  couple  of  horses  who  stuck  their  noses  in 
the  door.  The  odor  of  fresh  ground  corn  must  still  linger  about  the 
building. 

Wouldn't  it  be  fitting  to  celebrate  the  300th  birthday  of 
Eastham's  Mill  with  another  Windmill  Weekend  and  some 
homeground  corn  meal!  1980  is  the  300th  year  of  the  oldest  wind- 
mill in  the  United  States  and  now  is  not  too  soon  to  start.

This  volume  of  the  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  the  employees 
of  the  Town  of  Eastham,  those  who  have  just  recently  retired  as 
well  as  to  those  who  are  still  on  the  job. 

For  it  is  these  people,  these  clerks  in  the  Town  Hall,  the  In- 
spectors, Tax  Collector  and  Deputy,  Accountant  and  Assistant, 
Nurses  and  Clerk,  Librarians  and  Assistants,  Members  of  the 
Natural  Resources  Department,  Dog  Officers,  Sanitary  Landfill 
Staff,  Council  on  Aging  Staff,  Police  personnel.  Fire  Department 
both  full  time  and  call  personnel.  Maintenance  Department  Staff, 
Elementary  School  faculty,  and  faculties  in  the  Nauset  Region  - 
these  are  the  people  who  are  the  glue  that  holds  the  town  ad- 
ministration together. 


John  Hilferty  and  Fred  Carey  are  two  examples  of  the 
dedication  to  service  that  exemplifies  the  dedication  of  all  Town 
employees.  John  joined  the  staff  in  1953  as  Fire  Chief,  and  served 
in  that  position  for  26  years,  from  the  very  inception  of  Eastham 's 
own  Fire  Department.  At  first  Eastham  had  a  volunteer  Fire 
Department  and  a  volunteer  Chief,  so  during  this  time  Chief 
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Hilferty  had  his  own  business  for  awhile  and  latdr  served  on  the 
Highway  Department,  until  the  Fire  Chief  position  became  a  full- 
time  responsibility  in  1975.  Fred  began  his  service  in  1964  in  the 
Highway  Department,  and  served  for  the  majority  of  his  term  as 
Maintenance  Chief.  Both  men  retired  for  health  reasons,  John  in 
1978  and  Fred  in  1979. 

One  has  only  to  turn  to  page  69  in  this  report  to  see  listed  all 
those  who  receive  compensation  for  service  to  the  Town  of 
Eastham.  It  is  a  significant  listing,  but  doesn't  begin  to  tell  of  the 
cheerful  service  that  each  and  every  employee  has  given  over  the 
years.  Our  turn-over  rate  is  quite  low  which  is  an  indication  of  the 
high  morale  in  all  departments. 

There  is  nothing  that  speaks  more  to  the  warm  and  friendly 
atmosphere  that  pervades  the  town  government  in  Eastham  than 
the  people  who  represent  the  town  in  all  town  business.  We  are 
rightfully  proud  of  our  staff  and  of  all  departments.  To  them  we 
dedicate  this  1979  Town  Report.

1888  —  1979 

"I  think,  gentlemen,  that  if  you  agree,  this  will  be  the  last  day 
this  year  that  we  should  keep  the  Windnnill  open  during  the 
week."  It  was  Monday,  September  17,  and  Jack  Webster  was 
talking  with  two  of  the  Eastham  Selectmen  on  the  steps  of  the 
Town  Hall.  He  was  in  a  philosophical  mood.  He  repeated  how 
touched  he  was  to  have  received  the  pewter  plate  given  him  over 
the  Windmill  Weekend,  just  passed.  The  gift,  engraved  with  a 
picture  of  the  Eastham  Windmill  was  a  gift  to  Clarence  Webster, 
Eastham  Miller,  in  recognition  of  his  past  and  continuing  services 
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to  the  town.  He,  Clarence,  known  popularly  as  "Jack",  in  his 
conversations  with  the  Selectmen  kept  conning  back  to  how 
grateful  he  was  to  everyone  and  how  touched.  He  was  basking  in 
the  glow  of  warm,  appreciative  love  that  everyone  held  for  him. 

The  next  day,  September  19, 1979,  as  if  he  were  quite  ready  to 
close  the  Book  of  Life,  Clarence  Webster,  for  fourteen  years  the 
beloved  custodian  and  interpreter  of  the  Eastham  Windmill,  died 
quietly  at  his  home  on  Samoset  Road  in  his  ninety-second  year  of  a 
very  full  life. 

Jack  came  to  Eastham  from  his  native  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  where 
he  had  been,  among  other  things,  a  choir  boy  at  one  of  the  big 
Brooklyn  Episcopal  Churches.  He  had  been  an  engineer  with  the 
Great  American  Insurance  Company  of  New  York  City  and  had 
served  on  submarines  in  the  United  States  Navy  in  World  War  I, 
operating  from  bases  in  Great  Britain. 

For  fourteen  years  as  Town  Miller,  first  sharing  the 
duties  with  the  late  Freeman  C.  Hatch,  Jr.,  later  with  James 
Owens,  Jack  Webster  won  friends  from  far  and  wide  -  for  himself, 
for  the  Windmill,  and  for  the  Town  of  Eastham  -  through  his 
enthusiastic  lectures  and  historic  interpretations  and  homely 
anecdotes.  He  was  as  much  a  monument  as  the  Windmill  itself. 
We  shall  miss  Jack  Webster.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


Once  again,  as  in  previous  reports,  the  major  theme  of  this 
year's  report  remains  the  same:  Although  taxes  for  municipal 
services  continue  to  rise,  and  must  continue  to  rise  not  only 
because  of  inflation,  but  also  because  of  growth,  the  Board  has 
pledged  itself  to  stabilize  the  portion  -  the  25%  portion  -  of  the  tax 
rate  under  the  Town's  control.  In  1979  as  in  1978,  the  Board  has 
been  successful  in  this  effort.  The  savings  that  have  been  effected 
have  resulted  from  tight  internal  controls.  The  operating  budget 
review  process  has  been  expedited  once  again  because  of  the 
cooperation  of  our  departments.  Their  preparations  began  in  the 
late  fall  thus  making  possible  the  submission  of  budgets  and 
supporting  documentation  to  the  Board  and  Finance  Committee 
for  their  review  before  Christmas.  With  the  possible  adoption  of 
new  policies  and  procedures  and  with  the  continued  aid  of  our 
auditor  David  Mitchell,  we  hope  to  continue  to  carefully  monitor 
expenditures.  While  it  is  unrealistic  to  believe  we  can  stop  in- 
creases, we  can  select  areas  showing  growth,  set  priorities,  and 
assign  dates  for  expenditures  without  dramatic  impact  on  our 
yearly  tax  rates.  However,  departmental  and  agency  rules  and 
regulations  as  well  as  legislative  mandates  from  state  levels  -  and 
increasingly  from  federal  levels  -  continue  to  burden  both 
municipal  and  school  budgets. 

Because  costs  for  all  services  in  both  the  public  and  private 
sectors  are  increasing,  we  have  stressed  controls  of  expenditures 
but  without  the  so-called  "meat  cleaver"  approach  of  cutting 
necessary  services  and  staff.  However,  if  Governor  King's  tax 
"cap"  proposal  had  been  passed  as  originally  drafted,  we  would 
have  had  no  choice  but  to  make  drastic  cuts.  More  importantly, 
this  state  mandate  would  have  sounded  the  "death  knell"  of  Home 
Rule.  Thus,  working  closely  with  our  newly-formed  and 
strengthened  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association,  the  alliance 
of  all  351  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  our  efforts  to 
make  necessary  changes  to  reflect  our  needs  were  successful. 
Efforts  are  continuing  to  relieve  the  property  tax  burden  although 
not  much  progress  is  expected  in  1980  as  it  is  a  state-wide  election 
year.  Unique  among  proposals  filed  in  the  Legislature  is  one  by  a 
small  group  of  municipal  officials  on  Cape  Cod,  including  this 
Board.  It  is  our  contention  that  this  proposal  for  a  new  tax  system 
has  merit  as  it  is  based  on  a  working  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  our 
towns  and  our  citizens.  However,  all  these  efforts  are  fruitless 
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unless  and  until  the  state  and  federal  governnnents  make  provision 
for  the  funding  of  the  proposals  they  pass  into  law.  Thus  we  are 
forced  to  continue  our  struggles  with  modern-day  "taxation 
without  representation." 

We  also  continue  to  check  spending  at  the  county  level,  yet 
another  portion  of  your  tax  rate  over  which  we  have  little  control. 
We  participate  in  policy-making  for  the  Cape  Cod  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  Commission.  This  role  is  most  important 
as  water  quality  programs  and  solid  waste  disposal  programs  can 
only  be  developed  and  implemented  on  a  regional  basis.  Further, 
we  participate  in  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Transit  Authority.  It,  too, 
must  be  closely  monitored  as  its  growth  in  scope  and  services  has 
expanded  dramatically  since  our  membership  began  in  May,  1979. 
However,  as  costs  of  private  and  individual  transportation  con- 
tinue to  mount,  the  costs  of  supporting  public  transportation  may 
well  be  justified  by  the  benefits.  Therefore,  necessary  services  at 
town  and  county  levels  are  being  provided  as  effectively,  ef- 
ficiently —  and  economically  as  possible;  we  continue  to  protect 
and  promote  the  interests  of  the  Town  at  every  level  of  government 
and  to  ensure  that  you  receive  full  value  for  your  tax  dollar: 

Regarding  specific  areas  of  concern,  the  problem  with  most 
impact  on  our  local  economy,  as  well  as  that  of  the  entire  Outer 
Cape,  is  the  restoration  of  the  National  Park  facilities  at  Coast 
Guard  Beach.  While  this  most  important  project  is  not  under  our 
control,  we  continue  to  work  closely  with  Park  officials.  A  revised 
and  improved  Assessment  of  Alternatives  booklet,  the  last  step  in 
site  selection,  will  be  available  in  March,  1980.  Design  monies 
have  been  allocated  in  the  Federal  Budget;  thus  the  second  major 
section  of  the  project  will  be  underway  by  1980-1981.  However, 
monies  for  construction  have  not  yet  been  requested  by  the 
Department  of  the  Interior.  To  that  end,  we  are  working  with  Park 
Officials  and,  in  particular,  the  new  Superintendent  Herbert 
Olsen;  state  officials  such  as  Secretary  Byron  Matthews  of  the 
Office  of  Communities  and  Development;  and  our  federal 
delegation.  Congressman  Gerry  Studds,  Senators  Paul  Tsongas 
and  Edward  Kennedy  (We  hope  to  develop  an  "interim"  plan, 
i.e.,  a  temporary  arrangement  for  a  combined  bus  and  near-beach 
parking  program  to  begin  in  1980  and  remain  in  operation  until 
permanent  facilities  are  constructed.) 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  projects  which  had  been  delayed 
for  many  years  were  completed  this  year.  After  the  failure  of  three 
alternative  plans  and  a  delay  of  ten  years,  a  safety  improvement 
project  for  Route  6  in  Eastham  was  accepted  and  approved  by  a  3 
to  1  margin  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  We  greatly  appreciate 
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the  many  extra  hours  of  work  for  over  two  years  (often  on  an  in- 
dividual basis  with  our  citizens)  as  planning  progressed  by  Vito 
Cassese,  District  No.  7  Chief  Engineer;  Lionel  LaBelle,  Project 
Coordinator;  and  designers  James  Barrio  and  Donald  Mastrow. 
After  a  delay  of  seven  years,  Rock  Harbor  was  dredged.  Our 
sincere  thanks  for  the  success  of  this  project  go  to  John  Hannon, 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Division  of  Waterways  and  his  assistants 
Gene  Cavanaugh  and  Jack  Ahern.  A  third  project,  also  long 
delayed,  is  now  underway.  Improvements  to  the  Town  Hall  are 
being  made  to  provide  better  operating  conditions.  However,  no 
irreversible  alterations  or  changes  to  the  original  structure  will  be 
made,  and  without  the  necessity  of  expending  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  taxpayers'  dollars.  Plans  are  also  being  considered  to 
expand  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall.  If  approval  is  granted  by  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  1980,  all  town  functions  could  be  cen- 
tralized, thus  realizing  great  savings  in  fuel  and  other  related 
costs  and  providing  for  improved  access  to  needed  services.  This 
change  could  also  include  a  "drop-in"  center  for  our  senior 
citizens— another  long-awaited  project.  Lastly,  we  note  with 
pleasure  the  rebuilding  of  the  esprit  de  corps  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment under  direction  of  Jack  Austin,  Chief. 


How  often  in  this  report  have  we  expressed  appreciation  for 
the  efforts  of  individuals.  We  are  proud  of  the  dedication  of  our 
employees  and  volunteers,  and  our  excellent  working  relationships 
with  those  at  Cape  Cod,  state,  and  federal  levels.  Herein  lies  our 
strength  to  solve  the  many  complex  and  serious  problems  Eastham 
faces  now  and  in  the  future.  With  their  continuing  support,  we  will 
successfully  meet  these  challenges.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


The  1977  reappraisal  of  all  properties  in  Eastham  which 
brought  Town  values  to  100%  of  full  and  fair  market  value  was 
followed  by  an  inflation  of  values  during  1978  and  1979.  Reports  of 
sales  for  1978  and  1979  indicated  that  the  total  of  all  sales  was 
between  15  and  20  percent  higher  than  the  total  of  the  assessed 
values.  To  implement  the  mandate  of  the  Court  in  the  Sudbury 
desicion,  and  to  reflect  the  fact  that  assessed  values  as  of  January 
1,  1980  are  between  80  and  85  percent  of  full  value,  the  Board  is 
faced  with  the  decision  of  when  to  factor  all  properties  by  in- 
creasing all  assessed  values  by  15%  . 

This  of  itself  will  not  result  in  individual  increases  in  taxes  as 
the  increased  values  will  result  in  an  equal  reduction  in  the  tax  rate 
if  no  other  factors  enter  the  picture. 

During  1979  the  Board  has  improved  the  assessing  procedure 
by  adding  to  the  personal  property  tax  rolls,  and  by  more  ef- 
ficiently levying  taxes  on  businesses  through  more  vigorous  ap- 
plication of  the  regulations  regarding  requiring  forms  of  lists  from 
those  who  are  required  to  file.  These  two  areas  of  concentration 
have  resulted  in  adding  approximately  a  half-million  dollars  in 
ratables  to  the  tax  rolls. 

The  application  of  the  constitutional  provisions  regarding 
classification  of  properties  has  not  yet  been  applied  to  the  Town  of 
Eastham  as  delays  have  occurred  throughout  the  Commonwealth, 
and  the  latest  laws  have  superseded  the  original  provisions.  It  now 
appears  that  varied  tax  rates  for  different  classes  of  properties  in 
Eastham  will  neither  be  desirable  nor  may  be  necessary.

Your  Board  of  Health  continues  to  meet  Its  responsibilities  for 
the  general  health,  comfort,  and  welfare  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Eastham. 

We  continue  to  be  Involved  in  planning  for  the  future  by 
participation  In  regional  septage  planning,  solid  waste  disposal, 
and  water  quality  discussions. 

Thanks  to  funds  made  available  by  the  voters  last  May,  we 
were  able  to  add  2.84  acres  of  land  to  our  sanitary  landfill,  which 
will  extend  the  life  of  this  facility. 

The  cost  of  our  glass  recycling  bins  has  been  recovered  and 
sales  of  crushed  glass  are  now  a  revenue  income  to  the  town. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  implemented  assistance  in  a  home 
heating  assistance  program  to  aid  our  citizens  of  any  age  who  may 
not  have  sufficient  resources  to  heat  their  homes  during  winter 
months.  Assistance  is  provided  in  obtaining  funds  from  federal, 
state,  and  other  sources. 

We  continue  to  explore  the  possibility  of  regional  nursing  and 
medical  services  and  will  continue  to  monitor  the  information  as  it 
develops. 

Our  thanks  to  all  of  those  who  have  devoted  their  time  and 
effort  in  assisting  us  this  past  year. 

We  would  like  to  express  a  special  thank  you  to  Jeanne  Stage, 
our  Town  Nurse,  for  her  dedication  and  cooperation.

Barnstable  County  Health  Department 

July  1, 1978  to  June  30, 1979 

For  fifty-three  years  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Depart- 
ment has  been  providing  public  health  programs  for  the  residents 
of  the  fifteen  towns.  Coordinating  and  supplementing  services  to 
towns  and  to  health  related  agencies  continued  to  be  the  purpose 
for  program  activities.  Such  activities  included  planning,  control  of 
communicable  diseases,  environmental  health  services,  nursing 
consultation,  prevention  of  dental  disease,  medical  social  services 
and  services  for  handicapped  children. 

Accomplishments: 

Through  staff  meetings  and  joint  planning,  priorities  have 
changed.  Responsibility  for  inspecting  and  recommending 
licensure  for  group  day  care  services  was  referred  back  to  the 
Office  for  Children  on  July  1,  1978.  Management  of  state-supplied 
biologies  and  vaccines  was  reorganized,  with  the  county 
distributing  them  to  7  depots,  and  providing  direction  of  the 
reporting  and  epidemiological  follow-up  of  certain  communicable 
diseases.  Funds,  supplies  and  staff  time  were  provided  for  the 
inclusion  of  laboratory  examination  and  monitoring  of  public  water 
supplies  as  required  on  July  1,  1978  by  the  Safe-Water  Drinking 
Act.  The  planned  additional  service  of  chemical  analysis  of  waters, 
as  a  part  of  the  208  Water  Quality  Management  program,  was  not 
funded  but  is  still  expected,  and  the  laboratory  potential  is  being 
developed.  Committee  time  and  consultation  time  has  been 
provided  by  the  nurse  directors  in  assisting  two  schools  to  obtain 
waivers  from  certain  requirements,  in  order  to  institute  newer 
ideas.  These  nurses  have  also  assisted  five  home  health  agencies 
in  meeting  the  medicaid  standards,  and  in  continuing  education 
programs.  The  Health  Resource  Center,  which  is  co-sponsored  by 
this  department,  has  developed  by-laws  and  a  board  of  directors. 
Study  and  preparation  for  the  implementation  of  fluoride  rinse 
programs  in  some  schools  and  direct  instruction  of  dental  hygiene 
students  from  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  has  been  given  by 
the  public  health  dental  hygienist.  Since  the  prevention  of  dental 
disease  is  a  priority  goal,  the  dental  program  is  to  be  expanded. 
The  consultant  in  medical  social  services  continued  to  work  with 
hospital  and  agency  programs  as  supervisor,  board  member, 
program  planner,  and  leader  of  workshop  groups,  as  a  part  of  the 
Mental  Health  Training  Contract.  The  Area  Human  Services 
Planning  Team  met  weekly,  in  order  to  provide  the  structure  for 
better  care  for  people  who  need  and  use  the  services  of  several 
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state  agencies.  The  outcome  of  this  was  a  procedure  'The  Client 
Pathway"  implemented  on  the  Lower  Cape,  on  a  trial  basis;  this 
involved  the  County  Health  Officer  as  supervisor  of  the  inter 
agency  coordinator,  and  the  medical  social  work  consultant  who 
participated  in  training  and  case  management. 

The  Services  to  Handicapped  Children  has  provided  care  to 
some  500  children  and  their  families.  The  medical  record  system 
has  been  changed,  and  a  management  information  reporting 
system  was  instituted.  The  Barnstable  County  staff  was  used  in 
the  planning  and  for  the  pilot  project,  and  it  involved  many 
meetings  with  the  Division  of  Family  Health  Services  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  An  expected  out- 
come has  been  —  respect  and  understanding  as  well  as 
cooperation  and  enthusiasm.  The  County  Hospital  continued  to 
provide  facilities,  laboratory  and  Xray  services. 

Aims: 

1 .)  Consideration  of  a  program,  criteria,  equipment  and  manpower 
to  analyze  food  samples  —  as  requested  by  some  Boards  of  Health. 

2).  Development  of  active  participation  of  staff,  and  of  health 
agents  in  the  Health  Systems  Agency  of  Area  V. 

3.  )  Joint  planning  for  the  on-going  financial  support  of  the  Health 
Resource  Center. 

4.  )  Guidance  to  home  health  agencies  in  management  and 
reorganization  as  they  come  under  pressure  to  provide  an  alter- 
native to  institutional  care. 

The  encouragement  and  support  of  the  county  commissioners, 
of  the  local  boards  of  health,  and  the  county  hospital  staff  have 
made  our  progress  possible.

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Report  of  the  Beach  Sticker  Program 


The  use  of  ocean  beaches  this  past  year  was  as  restricted  as  it 
had  been  for  the  previous  year  and  while  studies  are  being  made 
for  alternate  access,  the  National  Seashore  progrann  is  being 
handicapped  by  restrictions  on  available  funds  for  development. 
Notwithstanding,  the  Selectmen  are  exercising  all  possible 
channels  in  efforts  to  bring  funds  to  bear  to  resolve  the  problem  as 
one  of  the  most  serious  economic  blows  to  the  welfare  of  the  Town 
of  Eastham. 

At  the  local  level  we  have  employed  additional  help.  An 
additional  Beach  Sticker  Girl  has  meant  more  frequent  patrol  of 
beaches  and  the  improved  cleanliness  has  been  noted  by  all 
patrons.  First  Encounter  is  still  our  most  popular  beach  with 
Campground,  Cooks  Brook  and  South  Sunken  Meadow  running 
almost  a  tie  for  second  place.  We  are  reviewing  plans  for  ad- 
ditional comfort  facilities  in  an  effort  to  make  our  Bay  beaches 
more  attractive  and  to  compensate  for  the  losses  on  the  Ocean 
side. 

Please  note  that  taxpayers  need  not  get  a  new  sticker  annually 
unless  they  replace  their  current  vehicle  or  in  case  the  sticker  has 
washed  or  worn  off.

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Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyors 


Probably  the  most  important  advance  in  the  road  program  in 
the  Town  of  Eastham  has  been  the  increased  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  the  local  road  contractors  and  the  developers  of  sub- 
divisions in  the  inspection  process  of  roads  under  construction. 

We  have  evolved  an  inspection  form  and  check  list  which  will 
insure  that  all  roads  that  are  constructed  are  viewed  at  each  stage 
of  development. 

Another  development  during  the  year  has  been  the  progress 
in  completing  legal  steps  toward  acceptance  by  several  roads 
which  had  been  in  legal  limbo  since  1966.  While  this  program  has 
been  long  drawn  out,  we  expect  to  complete  legal  work  by  the  time 
of  our  Town  Meeting  in  May  1980. 

A  review  of  the  computer  print-out  from  the  D.P.W.  of  town- 
owned  roads  and  up-date  of  these  data  needs  much  more  work. 
Present  estimates  indicate  that  we  in  fact  have  10%  more  mileage 
than  D.P.W.  records  indicate. 

Maintenance  of  roads  and  drainage  problems  are  being 
addressed.  We  have  plans  for  laying  out  more  work  than  we  have 
been  able  to  fund.  We  are  considering  plans  for  a  bond  program 
for  road  maintenance  so  that  existing  roads  which  have 
deteriorated  through  age  may  be  brought  up  to  modern  traffic 
demands. 

Our  maintenance  department  has  performed  admirably 
despite  the  loss  of  our  maintenance  supervisor,  Fred  Carey,  Sr., 
who  was  obliged  to  retire  for  medical  reasons  after  16  years  of 
service. 

The  Town  of  Eastham  owes  Fred  a  large  debt  of  gratitude  for 
his  devotion  to  his  job.

'•Realising  that  in  the  near  future  we  shall  need  a  children's 
room  in  the  summer  and  hoping  to  save  the  town  a  large  capital 
outlay  all  at  once  the  Trustees  have  decided  to  start  doing  some 
(work)  each  year.  This  year's  budget  contains  money  for  an 
acoustical  tile  ceiling  and  the  lighting."  (From  the  1970  Library 
Trustees  Report  to  the  town).  Sadie  Flint  was  the  librarian. 
Michael  Radlhammer,  Kenelm  Collins,  and  Florence  Jones  were 
the  Trustees. 

Over  the  years  additional  municipal  funds  were  voted  for 
other  improvements  to  the  Merrill  Room;  carpeting,  and  insulating 
and  finishing  the  walls.  At  this  point,  the  Merrill  Room  is  ready  for 
use  -  and  the  present  librarian  and  trustees  are  hoping  to  achieve 
an  idea  that  had  its  beginnings  ten  years  ago;  to  move  the  children 
downstairs  into  their  own  space.

In  1970  the  census  showed  a  population  of  2309.  We  circulated 
5.55  books  per  capita.  In  1979  with  a  population  of  3,069  (based  on 
1975  census)  our  circulation  has  risen  to  13.52  books  per  capita. 

At  the  end  of  this  year,  we  had  6180  people  registered  to  use 
the  library,  up  from  5300  a  year  ago. 

Thanks  to  many  memorial  gifts  and  trustees'  generosity,  we 
have  been  able  to  add  significantly  to  our  Reference  collection.  The 
Friends  made  a  generous  donation  of  Caldecott  books  for  the 
children's  room.  Other  collections  that  we  are  continuously  adding 
to  that  should  be  mentioned  are:  crafts,  car  repair,  home  repair, 
building,  and  energy  (especially  solar  and  wood).

Report  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  year  1979  showed  continuing  growth  in  the  library. 
Circulation  continues  to  rise  and  has  doubled  since  1974.  The  staff, 
both  volunteers  and  paid  employees,  have  struggled  hard  to  keep 
up  with  the  work  load.  The  increase  in  use  of  library  puts  pressure 
on  the  amount  of  space  available  for  books  and  library  users.  Last 
year  the  town  voted  appropriations  to  renovate  the  downstairs 
lavatory  to  bring  it  up  to  present  day  standards  as  well  as  to  in- 
sulate and  finish  the  front  basement  room.  This  will  be  used  as 
office  space  to  process  new  books  and  as  a  small  meeting  room. 

The  Library  Trustees  are  considering  moving  the  children's 
room  downstairs,  which  would  give  the  children  more  room  and 
increase  the  area  upstairs  for  adult  books.  Expanding  in  this 
fashion  will  postpone  the  need  for  an  addition  for  the  present.  The 
Library  Building  Needs  Committee  recognized  this  need  for  more 
space  and  suggested  use  of  the  fy/lerrill  Room  as  a  possible 
solution. 

The  Library  was  very  fortunate  to  have  town's  people  and 
groups  donate  various  gifts  this  year.  One  resident  donated  his 
time  to  build  a  beautiful  new  bookcase  for  the  Library.  Cost  of 
materials  were  donated  by  another  resident  and  the  Friends  of  the 
Library.  The  Library  had  trouble  with  vandels  kicking  out  the 
Nantucket  Railing.  Other  residents  donated  money  to  have  it 
installed  securely.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  also  donated  money 
for  plants  and  landscaping  work.  These  donations  all  helped  to 
make  the  area  prettier  and  more  serviceable. 

A  set  of  Caldecott  Books  were  also  donated  by  the  Friends. 
These  books  for  pre-schoolers  are  noted  for  their  beautiful 
illustrations.  Other  books  were  purchased  from  memorial  gifts.

The  Library  Trustees  voted  for  expenditures  from  the  Library 
Trust  Fund.  This  Included  two  new  card  catalogs,  rewiring,  and 
the  purchase  of  a  calculator  for  the  librarian.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Voters  of  Eastham: 

Most  of  our  activity  this  year  has  been  concerned  with  routine 
business  resulting  in  six  hearings  for  new  subdivisions  creating 
102  lots  and  the  signing  of  twenty-three  "Approval  Not  Required" 
plans  creating  another  73  lots.  The  fee  schedule  for  plan  approval 
was  again  reviewed,  but  it  was  believed  to  be  adequate  as  is. 

Again  the  Board's  Rules  and  Regulations  have  been 
thoroughly  reviewed  and  a  draft  for  proposed  changes  has  been 
prepared  for  a  hearing  early  in  1980.  The  nnost  significant  change 
will  be  to  require  the  subdivider  to  retain  the  fee  in  the  way(s)  to  be 
created,  thus  simplifying  conveying  of  roads  to  the  Town  after 
acceptance.  Concurrent  with  this  work,  a  sub-corn nnittee  was 
formed  to  work  with  the  Selectmen  as  Highway  Surveyors  in 
preparing  a  uniform  method  or  system  for  road  acceptance.  This 
has  resulted  in  a  "Check  List  For  Road  Acceptance"  which  spells 
out  work  requirements  and  provides  for  date  of  inspection  at  each 
phase  of  work. 

A  special  meeting  was  held  with  interested  citizens  regarding 
possible  expansion  of  commercial  areas  and  so-called  one  acre 
zoning  for  single  family  homes.  Of  those  present  there  was  ap- 
proximately 5%  in  favor  of  more  commercial  area,  while  a  larger 
percentage  favored  one  acre  zoning.  An  outcome  of  this  meeting 
resulted  in  a  citizens'  petition  to  sponsor  an  Article  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  for  40,000  sq.  ft.  minimum  lots.  The  Article 
received  majority  support  but  lacked  the  2/3  vote  required.  The 
majority  of  the  Planning  Board  remains  opposed  to  this  zoning 
change. 

Several  joint  meetings  were  held  with  Selectmen,  CCNS 
Officials  and  other  Town  Boards  to  discuss  the  proposed  land 
swaps  for  relocation  of  the  Coast  Guard  Beach  facility.  Although 
no  decision  has  been  reached  in  this  matter,  the  Planning  Board 
remains  opposed  to  giving  up  Town  property  east  and  west  of 
Ocean  View  Drive  and  supports  the  Conservation  Commission's 
position  to  utilize  the  Dahlberg  property  for  parking  along  with 
some  additional  parking  and  utilization  of  the  existing  Coast  Guard 
Beach. 

In  December,  we  met  with  representatives  and  Attorney  for 
Angelo's  market  regarding  possible  use  of  their  property  for  a  new 
supermarket  and  "supportive"  stores.  The  Planning  Board  was 
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opposed  to  spot  zoning  or  a  general  extension  of  the  commercial 
district.  A  proposed  change  in  Section  7,  Paragraph  3  of  the 
Zoning  By-Law  would  allow  'uses'  to  be  extended  or  altered  by 
Special  Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals.  This  amendment  along 
with  three  other  Articles  will  be  the  subject  of  a  hearing  in  January 
1980  and  included  in  a  Special  Town  Meeting  later  that  month. 

Mr.  Nathan  A.  Nickerson  III,  appointed  to  the  Board  in  1978, 
was  elected  for  a  five  year  term  at  the  annual  election  in  May.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Registrar 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  change  for  the  Board  of 
Registrars.  All  information  collected  in  the  1979  census  was 
compiled  by  computer  for  the  first  time.  There  were  discrepancies 
between  the  old  records  and  the  new  computer  cards  making  it 
necessary  to  have  a  complete  update  which  was  approved  by  the 
Selectmen  in  June  and  completed  by  the  registrars  in  November. 

Since  that  time  a  weekly  update  of  registered  voters  is  posted 
on  the  bulletin  board  outside  the  Selectmen's  office. 

The  census  was  prepared  for  mailing  for  the  first  time.  All 
cards  were  grouped  by  box  numbers  and  addressed  to  the  Head  of 
Household  and  were  mailed  on  December  31,  1979.

Article  3.  VOTED:  To  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to 
time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  and/or  reimbursements  of  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1979  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  4,  and  to  issue  a 
note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in 
accordance  with  General  Laws  Chapter  44,  Section  4  and  to  issue  a 
note  or  notes  as  with  General  Laws,  Chapter  44  Section  17. 

Unanimous  Voice  Vote  in  Favor 

Article  4.  VOTED:  To  see  if  the  town  will  assume  liability  in 
the  manner  provided  by  Sections  29  and  29A  of  Chapter  91  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended,  for  all  damages  that 
may  be  incurred  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  of  Massachusetts  for  the  improvement,  development, 
maintenance  and  protection  of  tidal  and  non-tidal  rivers  and 
streams,  great  ponds,  harbors,  tidewaters,  foreshores  and  shores 
along  a  public  beach,  (including  the  Merrimack  and  Connecticut 
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Rivers,)  in  accordance  with  Section  1 1  of  Chapter  91  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver  a  bond 
of  indemnity  therefor  to  the  Commonwealth.

Article  5.  VOTED:  To  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
Issue  non-transferable  seasonal  vehicle  identification  stickers  for 
use  at  parking  lots  on  certain  town-owned  lands,  as  specified  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  such  stickers  to  be  issued  to  the  taxpayers 
of  the  Town  at  no  cost  to  them,  to  their  guests  at  a  cost  to  them  of 
$3.00  and  to  all  others  at  a  cost  to  them,  of  $3.00  per  day  and  vote 
to  transfer  $20,518.50  from  the  Beach  Fund  Account  to  the  Beach 
Fund  Operations  Account  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  stickers, 
providing  clerical  hire,  maintenance,  and  policing  the  specified 
town-owned  land  and  that  all  monies  received  from  said  stickers 
shall  go  into  a  fund  known  as  the  Beach  Fund  Account,  said  fund  to 
be  reserved  for  future  appropriation  for  beach  expense  and 
maintenance.

Article  6.  VOTED:  To  adopt  a  policy  on  the  acceptance  of 
private  roads  which  policy  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Roads  to  be  accepted  by  the  town  shall  be  submitted  by 
petition  to  the  Selectmen.  Said  petition  shall  include  the  signatures 
of  50%  of  the  abutting  property  owners  as  shown  on  the  most 
recent  Assessors  Records. 

2.  The  petitioners  shall  file  with  the  petition  a  proper  deed  for 
the  fee  in  the  road  in  appropriate  form  for  recording  in  the  Barn- 
stable County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  the  event  that  the  town  votes  to 
accept  the  way. 

3.  The  road  layout  shall  be  shown  on  a  plan  recorded  in  the 
Barnstable  County  Registry  of  Deeds  and  a  copy  of  said  plan  shall 
be  attached  to  the  petition. 

4.  The  road  shall  be  fully  constructed  and  in  full  compliance 
with  the  Planning  Board  Sub-Division  Rules  and  Regulations 
which  were  in  effect  at  the  time  the  road  was  laid  out  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Planning  Board. 

6.  At  least  50%  of  the  lots  fronting  on  said  way  shall,  ac- 
cording to  the  Assessors  Records,  contain  completed  and  occupied 
buildings. 

6.  No  road  still  under  covenant  or  security  to  the  Planning 
Board  shall  be  accepted  by  the  town. 

7.  The  road  must  be  contiguous  with  a  public  way. 

8.  All  roads  shall  be  referred  to  the  Planning  Board  for  a 
report  and  a  recommendation. 
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This  road  policy  may  be  waived  or  modified  by  the  town  as  it 
deems  appropriate  or  as  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  require.

County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  1447  at  Page  682.  Said  gift  is 
given  to  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  intersection  of 
Great  Pond  Road  with  Route  6  in  order  to  make  it  a  less  hazardous 
intersection.

Article  10.  VOTED:  To  amend  Section  III  of  the  Personnel  By- 
Law  Fifth  Revision  (July  1978)  in  order  to  be  in  accord  with  the 
Requirements  of  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  II  with 
respect  to  the  filling  of  vacancies  in  unexpired  terms,  changing 
paragraph  3.1  to  read  as  follows: 

3.1  Administration  -  This  by-law  shall  be  administered  by  a 
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Personnel  Board  consisting  of  five  (5)  unpaid  registered  voters  of 
the  town  who  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  two  (2)  persons  by  the 
Moderator,  two  (2)  persons  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  one  (1) 
person  by  the  Selectmen.  The  first  year  following  adoption  of  this 
by-law,  the  two  newly  created  memberships  shall  be  filled  by  one 
three-year  appointment  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  one  two- 
year  appointment  by  the  Moderator,  in  addition  to  any  regularly 
scheduled  appointments.  Thereafter,  the  members  of  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  three  (3)  years;  should  one 
resign  or  his  her  office  become  vacant,  the  remaining  members, 
within  one  month,  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the  Boiard  of 
Selectmen  who,  not  sooner  than  one  week  thereafter,  shall  meet 
with  the  remaining  members  of  a  Personnel  Board  to  fill  the 
vacancy  by  roll  call  vote.  The  Selectmen  shall  fill  such  vacancy  if 
the  Personnel  Board  fails  to  serve  said  notice  within  the  time 
required.  A  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  persons  entitled  to  vote 
shall  be  necessary  to  election.  Members  appointed 

to  the  Personnel  Board  cannot  be  presently  serving  in  any  elected 
position,  or  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  town.  No  more  than 
one  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  may  serve  at  one  time,  and 
shall  not  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Board.  In  the  ad- 
ministration of  these  by-laws,  the  Board  shall.  .  .  .

Article  11.  VOTED:  To  add  to  Section  1  of  the  Personnel  By- 
Law  Fifth  Revision  (June  1978)  the  following  paragraph: 

1.3  Employment  Policy  -  The  Town  of  Eastham  is  an  equal 
opportunity  employer.  In  filling  vacancies  and  in  evaluating 
performance  of  employees  there  is  no  discrimination  with  regard 
to  age,  race,  color,  national  origin,  or  sex.

Report  of  the  Council  on  Aging 

The  Eastham  Council  on  Aging  (COA)  was  unanimously  voted 
into  existence  at  the  1974  annual  town  meeting  as  an  official 
agency  of  the  town.  The  COA's  primary  responsibilities  are  to 
disseminate  helpful  information  and  to  provide  services  and 
programs  for  Eastham 's  elder  citizens.  Presently  the  COA  office  is 
located  on  route  6  in  North  Eastham  at  the  Fairway  Complex.  Our 
telephone  number  is  255-6164.  We  have  a  staff  of  three  -  a  senior 
aide  provided  by  Elder  Services  of  Cape  Cod,  a  CETA  worker,  and 
a  Director  who  is  financed  by  a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Elder  Affairs. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  activities  sponsored  by  the  Eastham 
Council  on  Aging. 

1.  Geriatric  Counciling/ Blood  Pressure  Testing  Program: 
The  program  is  conducted  in  the  cloak  room  of  the  town  hall  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  each  month  from  1 :00  p.m.  -  2:30  p.m. 
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2.  Meals  on  Wheels:  A  program  designed  to  provide  hot, 
nutritious  meals  for  the  elderly  on  a  schedule  tailored  to  their 
needs. 

3.  The  Hiking  Club:  Each  Wednesday  at  9:00  a.m.  Hikes  are 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  Council  on  Aging  member,  John 
A.  Sullivan. 

4.  COD  (Companionship:  Overnight  and  Day):  The  purpose  of 
this  program  is  to  provide  a  companion  to  those  who  are 
recuperating  from  illness  or  surgery  as  well  as  respite  for  the 
families  of  senior  citizens  who  should  not  be  left  alone.  This  is  a 
match-up  referral  service  through  which  the  council  provides 
names  of  potential  companions  to  clients  requesting  this  type  of 
help.  The  wages  for  this  service  are  decided  upon  between  client 
and  companion.  The  council  receives  no  fee  for  this  referral 
program. 

5.  Drop  in  or  Telephone  Information  and  Referral  Service: 
Requests  of  help  or  information  are  made  through  this  service. 
Referrals  are  made  as  needed. 

6.  Income  Tax  Service:  Available  by  appointment  in  our  office. 
Shut-ins  will  be  visited  at  home.  This  service  is  free  of  charge. 

7.  The  Vial  of  Life  Program:  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
prevent  loss  of  life  due  to  delay  or  lack  of  important  medical  in- 
formation. Pertinent  medical  facts  are  listed  on  an  information 
sheet  which  is  then  placed  in  a  plastic  vial  and  attached  to  the  top 
shelf  of  the  participant's  refrigerator  ready  for  immediate  use 
when  needed.  A  colored  disk  is  placed  on  the  outside  of  the 
refrigerator  door  to  alert  the  rescue  squad  to  the  fact  that  the  Vial 
of  Life  is  within.  To  date  630  Eastham  Senior  Citizens  are  enrolled 
in  this  program.  If  you  have  not  as  yet  picked  up  your  Vial  of  Life, 
please  do  call  or  stop  by  our  office.  There  is  no  charge  for  par- 
ticipating in  this  program. 

By  the  Spring  of  1980  we  hope  to  have  an  attorney  available  at 
our  office  on  a  regularly  scheduled  basis  as  we  have  had  many 
requests  for  legal  services.  We  also  plan  to  have  someone  who  can 
help  with  requests  for  financial  advice. 

The  Council  on  Aging  was  pleased  to  again  assist  Mrs.  Jeanne 
Stage,  R.N.  at  the  flu  clinic. 

Data  from  the  Outreach  Survey  conducted  last  year  by  Miss 
Rita  Woodford  has  been  processed  and  is  now  being  used  to 
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develop  programs  and  services  for  Eastham's  senior  population. 

Our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Stage  and  the  nurses  who  conduct  our 
Blood  Pressure  Testing  Program,  to  those  who  drive  for  The  Meals 
on  Wheels  Program,  and  to  everyone  else  who  has  volunteered 
their  time  and  effort  to  help  the  council  in  its  various  projects.

The  Fire  Department  now  has  five  Paramedics,  with  the 
addition  of  Lois  Langhans,  who  also  serves  as  our  Lieutenant  In 
charge  of  Rescue.  Paramedic  Steven  Burns  has  recently  gained 
National  Certification  at  this  level. 


Mrs.  Langhans  works  as  liaison  of  Rescue  Operations  on  a 
Local,  County  and  State  level.  She  is  currently  in  the  process  of 
developing  long  range  recertification  courses  for  present  EMT  - 
A's,  a  critical  area  in  Rescue  Department  development. 
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The  Rescue  Department  is  also  in  the  process  of  arranging 
training  courses  for  prospective  EMT-A's.  At  this  time  the 
Department  is  lacking  in  enough  Registered  Efs^T-A's  to  fill  in  the 
time  slots  equitably.  Many  men  and  women  pull  more  than  the 
average  amount  of  hours  in  order  to  see  us  through  the  schedule. 

Four  call  Fire  Lieutenants  have  been  appointed  to  strengthen 
command  procedure  on  the  Fire  Ground.  These  men  are  also 
responsible  for  the  men  and  equipment  assigned  to  their  Engine 
Companies. 

A  recruiting  program  resulted  in  the  addition  of  eight  new 
members  who  have  all  attended  basic  firefighting  courses 
sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy  in  Barn- 
stable. These  men  have  also  completed  a  First  Responders  Course 
taught  by  Retired  Captain  of  Rescue,  Ernest  Mollis.  These  men  are 
currently  on  a  mandatory  six-month  probation  status.  This  brings 
our  Call  Personnel  up  to  twenty-nine  and  three  Full-time  Fire  and 
Rescue  members. 

Our  recently  appointed  full-time  Lieutenant  /  Inspector, 
Ronald  Alexander  has  been  actively  involved  with  the  Building 
Inspector  in  coordinating  the  safety  inspections  and  issuing 
permits  in  the  areas  listed  under  Fire  Prevention.  This  cooperation 
between  Departments  greatly  enhances  both  productivity  and 
efficiency.  Lieutenant  Alexander  is  directly  responsible  for  safety 
inspections  in  all  those  areas  listed.  This  job  is  an  important  one 
for  homeowner  and  businesses  alike.  Most  insurance  companies 
mandate  Safety  Certification  of  installations  in  the  event  an  in- 
surance claim  should  be  necessary.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Boating  activities  on  the  Town  Cove  continued  to  increase 
during  the  summer  and  late  fall  months.  Very  few  incidences  of 
safety  violations  were  observed.  Shoaling  of  areas  at  Fort  Hill, 
Rachel's  Cove  and  behind  Hopkins  Island  continue  to  make 
navigation  most  difficult  at  low  tide.  It  is  anticipated  that  a 
possible  dredging  project  between  the  joint  towns  should  be 
considered  in  the  near  future.  Requirements  for  additional  slips 
and  facilities  should  be  projected  for  Rock  Harbor  as  this  area 
continues  to  be  self-supporting  and  becomes  more  and  more 
popular  each  year.  During  the  summer  of  1979  the  backlog  of 
requests  for  slips  exceeded  all  previous  years. 

The  total  rent  of  the  38  berths  and  4  temporary  docks  at  Rock

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1979.  290  Building  Permits  were  issued,  $9,631.32  collected  in 
Fees  and  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer.  127  Cesspool  Permits  were 
issued  with  $2,320.00  in  Fees  collected  and  turned  over  to  the 
Treasurer.  The  Building  Permits  made  an  increase  of  19%  over 
1978,  and  the  Cesspool  Permits  Increased  4V2% . 

This  department  cost  the  taxpayer  $4,258.93  for  the  1979 
calendar  year,  the  balance  being  paid  for  by  the  builders. 

The  estimated  value  jumped  to  a  new  high  of  4V2  million. 
That's  the  good  news.  The  bad  news  lies  in  the  fact  that  we  are 
badly  in  need  of  assistance.  The  work  load  has  increased 
tremendously  and  there  are  areas  that  are  suffering  from  the  lack 
of  Inspection  time  because  of  paperwork.  Fees  collected  from  the 
neglected  annual  re-certification  of  business  buildings  should 
offset  most  of  the  cost  of  a  full-time  assistant.

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Report  of  the

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  primary  shellfishing  activity  by  residents  and  visitors 
alike  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  digging  of  soft  shell  clams 
in  Nauset  Marsh.  The  excellent  set  which  was  helped  by  the  ice  of 
the  winter  of  1976  survived  and  grew  rapidly  to  the  legal  size. 
More  clams  were  harvested  this  year  from  Nauset  Marsh  than  ever 
recorded  before.  Approximately  three  thousand  bushels,  valued 
at  $180,000.  retail  were  taken.  Using  a  conservative  multiplier, 
this  represents  about  2.7  million  dollars  to  the  community's 
economy.  Some  setting  of  juvenile  clams  was  evident  also, 
although  not  in  as  great  numbers  as  recent  years. 

Scallops  were  non-existent  in  the  marsh  this  season,  and  few 
were  harvested  from  Cape  Cod  Bay.  Hatchery  production  of  seed 
has  been  limited  in  both  commercial  hatcheries  and  our  own.  The 
first  commercial  harvesting  of  hatchery  seed  raised  in  our  rafting 
program  began  this  year.  These  shellfish  are  growing  to  maturity 
one  year  sooner  than  in  natural  conditions  and  have  fairly  good 
survival.  They  represent  important  progress  in  the  replenishment 
of  the  stocks. 

We  wish  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  reporting  form 
on  the  back  of  all  shellfish  licenses.  This  information  is  critical  to 
our  future  programs  and  plans. 

Shellfish  licenses  sales  were  as  follows:  39%  of  the  licenses 
were  purchased  by  residents  and  taxpayers;  39%  were  purchased 
by  tenants  or  families  renting  in  Eastham;  5%  were  non-tenants; 
7%  by  resident  commercial  fishermen;  9%  were  distributed  free  to 
residents  over  65  years  of  age  for  recreational  and  1  were 
distributed  at  no  charge  to  residents  over  70  for  commercial 
digging.  A  total  of  2,301  licenses  were  issued. 

Red  Tide  was  again  evident  in  Eastham  this  year,  although 
Salt  Pond  was  the  only  location  on  the  Cape  which  experienced  any 
substantial  quantities  of  the  organism.  The  pond  was  closed  for 
five  weeks  during  June  and  July. 
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The  Herring  runs  were  conspicuously  ennpty  this  spring,  and 
it  was  thought  by  many  that  it  was  a  poor  year  for  the  run. 
However,  the  fish  returning  to  the  sea  during  the  sunnmer  months 
and  large  numbers  of  juvenile  fish  returning  indicated  that  it  had 
been  a  successful  run.  Due  to  the  high  pond  levels,  the  fish  were 
able  to  traverse  the  run  without  spending  much  time  in  the  gate 
area,  fs/lore  fish  were  observed  in  Herring  Pond  than  in  previous 
years. 

The  perched  beach  experiment  at  Sunken  Meadow  proved  to 
be  less  effective  than  we  had  hoped.  Although  the  bags  collected 
some  sand,  it  was  determined  that  in  order  to  be  effective,  the 
height  of  the  bags  would  have  to  be  near  four  feet  tall,  which  would 
be  objectionable  to  users  of  the  beach.  Some  transplanting  of 
sedge  grass  was  undertaken  along  the  west  shore  beaches  to 
determine  the  usefulness  of  this  technique  to  trap  sand. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  persons  who  helped  us  in  our 
endeavors  this  year.

The  Eastham  Town  Nursing  Service  is  a  non-emergency 
community  health  provider  offering  skilled  nursing,  physical 
therapy  and  home  health  aide  service  to  the  homebound. 
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Most  preplanned  care  is  given  between  the  hours  of  8:30  to 
4:30  but  extended  coverage  may  be  arranged  for  the  acute  and 
terminally  ill  and  for  those  with  disabilities  which  make  evening 
assistance  a  necessity.  The  nurse  is  available  by  phone,  255-1311. 
However,  any  family  experiencing  an  emergency  should  call 
rescue. 

Weekend  coverage  is  shared  with  the  Orleans  nurses  and 
together  we  share  the  responsibility  for  Eastham  and  Orleans.  On 
weekends  the  nurse  may  be  contacted  through  the  local  police. 

Instructive  care  under  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Health 
includes  the  monthly  blood  pressure  screening,  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  each  month  at  Town  Hall,  health  counseling,  annual  flu 
clinic  and  new  baby  visits  upon  referral  or  request. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  meeting  with  the  home 
health  agencies  of  five  towns  on  the  lower  Cape,  Chatham, 
Orleans,  Eastham,  Wellfleet-Truro  and  Provincetown,  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  regional ization  to  provide  efficient  expanded  health 
service  and  to  consolidate  administrative  requirements  to  satisfy 
Medicare  demands.  A  steering  committee  has  been  formed  to 
further  this  study. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen, 
who,  as  Board  of  Health,  are  the  governing  body  of  the  Eastham 
Town  Nursing  Service.  My  thanks  to  Patricia  Roderick,  R.N.,  for 
her  willing  assistance  at  all  hours.  Thanks  to  Mrs.  Dorothy  Benner 
for  her  office  management  and  moral  support.  Thanks  to  Mrs. 
Betty  Healy,  R.N.,  who,  for  more  than  two  years,  has  volunteered 
to  share  her  time  and  knowledge  at  the  monthly  blood  pressure 
clinics.

Report  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Joint  Transportation  Committee 

In  December  of  this  year,  a  grant  was  received  from  the 
Urban-Mass  Transportation  Administration  to  carry  out  air  quality/ 
transportation  planning.  Plans  will  be  developed  in  the  Regional 
Transportation  Plan  to  meet  air  quality  standards  which  will  in- 
clude, traffic  flow  improvements,  improved  public  transit,  park- 
and-ride  lots,  carpooling  and  bikeways. 

The  restoration  of  passenger  rail-service  from  New  York  and 
Boston  to  Cape  Cod  has  been  a  continuing  project  of  many  years 
for  a  number  of  enthusiastic  Joint  Transportation  Committee 
members.  During  the  month  of  August  of  this  year,  a  one  week  rail 
demonstration  was  implemented  with  service  between  Hyannis 
and  Buzzards  Bay  and  Falmouth  and  Buzzards  Bay. 
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The  State  Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction 
is  presently  negotiating  with  the  Consolidated  Rail  Corporation 
(Conr^il)  for  the  purchase  of  the  railroad  lines  between  Attleboro 
and  Sandwich  and  between  Campello  Station  in  Brockton  to 
Middleboro.  State  acquisition  of  these  line  segments  is  necessary 
so  that  the  railroad  routes  to  Cape  Cod  may  be  preserved  and 
rehabilitated  for  future  passenger  service  use.  The  State  Executive 
Office  is  also  in  the  process  of  acquiring  the  line  segments  from 
Sandwich  to  Hyannis  and  Dennis  and  from  Buzzards  Bay  to 
FalnrKDuth.  These  lines  have  been  owned  by  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  since  1976  when  the  MBTA  purchased 
the  lines  from  the  Penn  Central  Corporation  on  an  emergency 
basis. 

An  intensive  study  will  be  implemented  in  the  Spring  of  1980 
for  the  upgrading  and  equipment  requirements  for  the  railraod 
routes  to  Cape  Cod  from  New  York  City  and  Boston.

The  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Com- 
mission has  shown  considerable  progress  in  its  planning  program 
in  water  quality,  economic  development,  solid  waste  management 
and  coastal  zone  management.  The  staff  has  responded  to  545 
requests  for  information  from  public  agencies,  organizations  and 
private  citizens. 

In  1979,  the  first  county-wide  Cape  Cod  Historic  Preservation 
Program  was  created,  and  will  inventory  historical  properties  such 
as  buildings,  monuments,  sites,  burial  grounds  and  structures 
which  existed  prior  to  1930.  This  program  will  select  eligible 
properties  to  be  considered  for  nomination  to  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places.  Presently,  Cape  Cod  has  thirty  such  places  on 
the  National  Register. 
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Water  resources  planning  has  become  an  integral  part  of  the 
planning  process  for  the  future.  Local  committees  will  carefully 
monitor  water  supplies  and  their  protection  by  on-site 
management  and  prevention  of  leaks  from  sub-surface  gasoline 
storage  tanks.  It  is  expected  that  water  supply  protection  laws  will 
appear  on  1980  town  meeting  warrants  in  many  communities. 

On-site  system  management  activities  were  carried  out  on  a 
local  and  regional  basis.  The  Towns  of  Yarmouth  and  Eastham 
cooperated  in  an  analysis  of  septic  system  failures  and  develop- 
ment of  recommended  preventive  measures  including  main- 
tenance pumping  of  all  on-site  systems  in  town  at  regular  in- 
tervals. Federal  funding  for  septage  treatment  systems  is  expected 
to  become  available  to  both  towns  within  the  next  two  or  three 
years,  which  would  enhance  the  prospects  for  implementation  of 
these  recommendations.

Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  continued  to  broaden  its 
activities  and  share  its  concerns  with  Eastham  resident  and  non- 
resident taxpayers. 

In  April,  the  Commission  distributed  tree  seedlings  as  part  of 
its  annual  seedling  distribution  program.  Although  the  program  is 
not  yet  self-supporting,  contributions  have  greatly  increased  and 
for  this  the  Commission  would  like  to  thank  those  who  are  par- 
ticipating in  the  program. 

At  the  May  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  supported  our 
land  acquisition  article  and  raised  and  appropriated  monies  to 
acquire  the  24.5  acre  tract  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Wiley  Park  area. 
At  this  meeting  the  Commission  was  instructed  to  seek  state 
reimbursement  funds.  Although  funding  has  not  yet  been  ap- 
proved, the  Commission  is  still  actively  seeking  the  release  of 
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some  of  these  State  Self  Help  Funds.  The  Commission,  on  behalf 
of  the  Town  of  Eastham,  sincerely  thanks  Mr.  Clayton  Norton  and 
Mrs.  Ina  Rodgers  for  their  very  generous  contribution  toward  this 
acquisition  of  land. 

In  July,  the  Commission  was  awarded  Coastal  Zone 
Management  funding  for  a  unique  educational  grant.  This  en- 
vironmental education  grant  started  in  August  (1979)  and  will 
continue  through  April  (1980).  This  program  emphasizes  the 
"hands  on  approach"  to  environmental  education,  offering 
programs  at  both  adult  and  elementary  school  levels.  The  Com- 
mission has  received  many  favorable  comments  from  both 
Eastham  and  Orleans  taxpayers.  The  Commission  hopes  that  the 
enthusiasm  and  support  for  this  program  continues. 

In  July,  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Conservation  Commission,  mapped  the  soils  of  Eastham.  This  is 
the  first  step  in  a  program  geared  to  "producing  a  Natural 
Resources  Planning  Packet"  for  the  Town  of  Eastham.  This 
Planning  Packet  will  take  at  least  another  year  to  complete  and  will 
need  the  help  of  all  town  officials  as  well  as  individual  citizen 
support  and  effort.  Anyone  interested  in  assisting  with  this 
project,  please  contact  a  member  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

In  addition  to  the  projects  specifically  cited,  the  Commission 
has  1)  continued  to  work  hard  on  plans  for  the  future  development 
of  Coast  Guard  Beach,  and  2)  continued  to  monitor  progress 
toward  the  development  of  floodplain  zoning  date. 

The  Conservation  Commission's  primary  statutory  respon- 
sibility is  still  to  conduct  Wetland  Hearings,  thereby  enforcing  the 
state  Wetlands  Act  (CI 31  s40).  The  Commission  is  meeting  this 
responsibility,  holding  at  least  two  Wetland  Hearing  meetings  per 
month.  Most  of  our  efforts  have  seemed  to  meet  with  applicant  and 
taxpayer  approval.  However  a  few  notable  exceptions  exist.

A  marker  designating  the  original  site  of  the  Town  Dump  was 
erected  at  the  Intersection  of  Locust  Road  and  the  Old  State  High- 
way. 

An  Inventory  of  Eastham's  historic  landmarks  will  be  made 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Society  in  1980. 

The  Society  wishes  to  thank  all  the  members  and  friends  who 
helped  make  this  a  successful  year.  We  welcome  all  who  wish  to 
participate  as  a  member  or  friend  during  the  coming  year. 

Report  of  the  Eastham 
Non-resident  Taxpayers  Association,  Inc. 

The  ENRTA  is  a  non-profit  corporation  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  working  together  with  Town  Officials  and  citizen  groups  for  the 
betterment  of  the  whole  community  of  the  Town  of  Eastham. 
Membership  in  this  Association  is  open  to  any  non-resident  who 
owns  real  estate  and  pays  taxes  in  the  Town  of  Eastham. 

There  are  two  general  meetings  during  the  summer  with  the 
Selectmen  and  other  community  leaders  present,  to  discuss  Town 
activities  of  Interest  to  members. 
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The  first  meeting,  July  7,  had  a  record  attendance  of  206. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  August  the  speaker  was  an  ENRTA 
nnember,  Edward  W.  Connelly,  Assistant  Minority  Whip  MA 
House  of  Representatives.  ENRTA  filed  a  bill  in  the  legislature  in 
1979  similar  to  the  Connecticut  law  that  allows  non-resident 
taxpayers  to  vote  on  fiscal  affairs  at  town  meetings  but  not  elec- 
tions. Rep.  Connelly  and  Rep.  James  Harrington  are  co- 
sponsoring  ENRTA's  2nd  bill,  No.  547,  for  1980. 

It  was  voted  to  ask  the  Selectmen  to  initiate  the  necessary 
action  to  have  a  street  numbering  system  put  into  the  Town  of 
Eastham.  This  became  a  state  law  in  August.  35  members  have 
volunteered  to  help  with  the  project  but  a  motion  to  contribute 
$200.  of  ENRTA  funds  was  defeated  50  to  30.  However,  $150.  was 
given  to  the  Town  for  purchasing  an  outdoor  bench  to  be  put  in 
front  of  the  Eastham  Windmill. 

A  petition  to  restore  summer  adult  education  courses  was 
signed  by  53  members. 

ENRTA  now  has  a  membership  of  900  families  who  represent 
25  states  including  Alaska  and  Hawaii  plus  Washington,  D.C. 
Over  200  of  the  1979  newcomers  to  Eastham  have  been  contacted.

Towns  of  Orleans  and  Eastham 

Inflation  has  impacted  on  ail  aspects  of  life,  and  the  Am- 
bulance Association  is  no  exception.  The  rapid  rise  in  the  cost  of  oil 
products  has  affected  our  operating  cost  substantially,  but  by 
making  difficult,  but  effective,  budget  decisions  we  were  able  to 
hold  our  operating  costs  for  the  year  close  to  the  amount  budgeted. 
Our  budget  for  1980  reflects  a  substantial  Increase  over  1979, 
primarily  reflecting  the  increase  in  number  of  patients  transported 
over  the  past  two  years  and  the  rising  cost  of  gasoline. 

Effective  July  1 ,  1979,  the  Directors  authorized  the  institution 
of  a  service  charge  system  for  private  patients  which  will  hopefully 
increase  the  income  of  the  Associations'  replacement  fund  ac- 
count. This  account  is  used  to  fund  the  purchase  of  new  am- 
bulances, when  necessary,  without  adding  to  the  burden  of  the 
taxpayers.  Patients  who  are  transported  as  direct  transfers  from 
the  Rescue  Squads  are  not  charged  but,  as  In  the  past,  are  invited 
to  donate  to  the  replacement  fund. 

During  1979  our  senior  ambulance  attendant  Dorothy 
Whatmough,  completed  the  rigorous  paramedic  training  program 
and  this  has  added  greatly  to  the  flexibility  and  capability  of  our 
service. 

We  have  had  excellent  cooperation  from  both  towns'  Rescue 
Squads  and  Boards  of  Selectmen  during  1979  and  look  forward  to 
continuing  our  close  working  relationship  during  1980.

The  Personnel  Board  has  nnet  on  a  regular  basis  with  elected 
officials,  town  ennployees  and  interested  citizens  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Eastham  Personnel  By-Law. 

Dr.  Elliott  Leuallen,  Chairman,  resigned  from  the  Board  for 
personal  reasons.  He  was  an  active,  valuable  member  of  the  Board 
and  we  sincerely  thank  him  for  his  dedicated  service.  Frederick 
Coe  and  Robert  Lunt  have  joined  the  Board. 

The  preparation  of  Job  Descriptions  continues.  A  temporary 
Employee  Performance  Appraisal  Form  was  distributed  for  use  in 

1979,  and  we  are  finalizing  the  form  that  will  be  used  effective  in 

1980.  We  have  listened  to  the  concerns  of  town  employees.  The 
Board  will  be  reviewing  employee  compensation  in  preparation  for 
Town  Meeting  action.  We  have  conducted  a  survey  of  comparable 
wages  in  surrounding  towns.  Our  goal  is  to  insure  that  our  Town 
Meeting  recommendations  will  reflect  rates  of  pay  for  employees 
of  the  town  that  are  fair,  relative  to  each  other,  and  relative  to 
those  in  the  surrounding  area.  We  will  also  recommend  any 
changes  necessary  in  the  Personnel  By-Law  provisions. 

In  addition,  the  Board  is  addressing  the  charge  it  received,  as 
the  result  of  the  passage  of  Article  56  at  the  1979  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  to  develop  recommendations  on  compensation  to  be  paid 
elected  officials.

As  noted  in  previous  reports,  I  request  again  that  con- 
sideration be  given  to  clearly  defining  the  role  of  the  Town 
Counsel  in  the  Town  By-Laws.

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Report  of  the  Eastham 


Elementary  School  Superintendent 

There  are  many  reasons  why  the  citizens  of  Eastham  should 
be  proud  of  their  elementary  school.  Each  year  I  attempt  to 
highlight  some  of  the  programs  in  which  children  are  involved.  I 
am  pleased  to  share  this,  my  fifth  annual  report,  with  the  citizens 
of  Eastham. 

BASIC  SKILLS  IMPROVEMENT  POLICY 

In  response  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  regulations,  the 
schools  of  the  Nauset  Region  and  Union  No.  54  plan  to  institute  a 
new  program  for  testing  children  in  grades  3,  6,  and  9.  The 
program  will  begin  during  the  1980-81  school  year  and  is  designed 
to  ascertain  minimum  competencies  in  reading,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic skills.  Testing  programs  in  speaking  and  listening  skills  will 
be  implemented  during  the  1981-82  school  year.  Most  of  the  work 
and  planning  sessions  are  taking  place  during  this  school  year. 
The  planning  represents  a  thrust  which  should  lead  to  the 
development  of  a  more  comprehensive  program  in  the  basic  skills. 

COMMUNITY  INVOLVEMENT 

The  Eastham  parent  group  continues  to  be  one  of  the  major 
school  support  groups.  Events  such  as  potluck  suppers  and  the 
Annual  June  Fair  provide  a  great  deal  of  comraderie  and  a  high 
esprit.  Volunteer  aides  in  our  school  help  teachers  in  many  ways. 
The  entire  program  facilitates  communication  between  the  home 
and  the  school.  The  breakfast  program  where  fathers  meet  once  a 
mon*h  and  talk  over  concerns  has  helped  bring  about  a  closer  bond 
between  the  school  and  the  home  in  yet  another  way.  I  am  pleased 
to  see  the  constant  flow  of  communication  between  the  school  and 
community. 

ENERGY  CONSERVATION 

Energy  awareness  has  been  one  of  the  major  thrusts  for  the 
entire  school  department.  We  have  embarked  on  a  three  phase 
program  which  is  aimed  at  more  efficient  energy  usage.  Phase  I 
has  been  implemented  this  past  year.  Thermostats  have  been  set 
at  65°  ;  hot  water  (except  for  dishwashing)  has  been  lowered  to 
105®  ;  field  trips  and  extra  bus  usage  have  been  consolidated; 
and  lighting  has  been  reduced  to  the  minimum  acceptable  level. 

Phase  M  represents  action  that  can  be  achieved  via  vigilant 
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conservation  efforts.  It  calls  for  caulking,  weather-stripping,  in- 
sulation, automatic  shut-off  faucets  in  the  lavatories,  etc. 

Phase  III  will  be  a  long  term  capital  investment.  Insulation, 
window  and  entry  treatment,  equipment  changes,  etc.,  will  be 
introduced  in  order  to  maintain  a  building  which  is  most  energy 
efficient. 

In  summary,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
citizens  of  Eastham  for  the  spirit  of  cooperation  in  our  work 
together.  The  School  Committee,  the  Town  Hall,  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  the  staff,  under  the  direction  of  Principal  Dan 
Shay,  reflect  the  high  level  of  dedication  necessary  for  successful 
school  experiences  for  children.  The  children  of  the  Eastham 
Elementary  School  can  only  profit  by  the  high  level  of  positive 
support  of  the  Eastham  citizenry.

Each  year  in  my  annual  report,  I  introduce  the  new  staff 
nnembers:  Ms.  Donna  Walsh,  Resource  Room;  Ms.  Karyn 
Klemyk,  Resource  Room;  Ms.  Kathryn  Meyers,  Art;  Mr.  Hubert 
Dalton,  Custodian;  Mr.  Valdo  Kiiss,  Adaptive  Physical  Education 
and  Ms.  Ann  Sandstrom,  Speech-Language  Aide. 

We  are  in  the  second  year  of  our  special  maintenance  program 
to  our  school.  Significant  projects  completed  were:  ramp  and 
restroom  facilities  for  the  handicapped;  renovations  in  the  1936 
building  to  the  students'  lavatories;  the  entire  building  had  in- 
sulation added;  a  new  gym  ceiling  replaced  the  one  falling  down; 
surplus  ancient  equipment  was  auctioned  off;  storage  cabinetry 
has  been  provided  for  the  rooms;  and  work  was  done  on  the 
erosion  in  the  playground  areas. 

We  have  excellent  support  from  our  Parents  Group  providing 
many  services  to  us;  volunteer  aides  in  our  school;  running  pot 
luck  suppers;  the  annual  June  Fair;  supporting  the  pre-school 
program;  and  countless  other  tasks.  The  interaction  between  home 
and  school  is  an  excellent  one. 

Our  curriculum  work  reflects  our  continuing  concern  for  our 
children.  We  had  fun  days  too  such  as:  *'Share  Day"  and  "Hat 
Day".  An  emphasis  was  given  to  Nutrition  Education.  We  also 
started  a  basic  Health  Curriculum.  Many  visits  were  made  by  our 
own  Fire  and  Police  Departments  to  our  building.  Work  has  been 
started  on  a  new  classroom  supervisory  form,  a  math  management 
system,  minimum  competency  skills  guidelines,  equal  opportunity 
and  discrimination  regulations  and  an  exciting  new  environmental 
education  project  by  our  own  Eastham  Conservation  Commission. 

All  the  above  cannot  be  accomplished  without  the  hard  work 
and  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  personnel,  parents  and  town 
residents  striving  to  make  education  the  best  there  is.  I  thank 
those  who  have  made  this  report  possible.

Report  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical 
High  Schoool  District  Committee 

Before  I  commence  my  annual  report  I  would  like  to  share 
some  news  regarding  last  year's  graduating  class  that  I  feel  you 
will  find  interesting.  It  says  something  to  us  about  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  our  school  and  its  programs  and  should  please  you, 
the  public,  in  terms  of  the  return  on  your  investment  in  Cape  Cod 
Tech.  On  June  3,  1979  the  first  four-year  class  of  179  students 
graduated  from  Cape  Cod  Tech.  Seventy-two  per  cent  of  those 
students  were  male,  and  twenty-eight  per  cent  were  female. 
Seventy-four  per  cent  of  the  students  went  to  work  in  their  field,  or 
a  related  field,  sixteen  per  cent  went  on  to  some  type  of  further 
education,  two  per  cent  went  into  the  military,  and  the  remaining 
eight  per  cent  did  not  return  the  survey  form. 

A  new  program,  called  the  Commercial  Fishing  program,  was 
developed  during  the  spring  semester.  Mr.  Dana  Eldridge  was 
appointed  to  be  the  teacher  of  this  program.  He  conducted  an 
exhaustive  search  for  a  boat  to  be  used  by  the  students  and  we 
purchased  a  boat  called  the  Fair  Tides  which  was  ideal  for  the 
needs  of  this  program.  We  have  great  hope  for  the  growth  of  this 
program  because  we  realize  what  fishing  means  to  the  Cape  Cod 
economy. 

A  decision  was  made  during  the  Spring  of  1979  that  has 
tremendously  affected  the  education  that  takes  place  here  this 
school  year,  when  the  committee  decided  to  apply  for  a  State 
evaluation.  This  procedure  calls  for  a  year  of  self-study  in  which  all 
our  teachers  are  presently  involved.  We  are  most  pleased  with  the 
effort  put  forth  by  all  the  staff  members  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  in  this 
venture. 

We  had  two  changes  in  committee  membership  this  year.  Mr. 
William  Shanahan  replaced  Garrett  Sheehan,  from  the  town  of 
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Dennis;  and  Mrs.  Wilhelmena  DaRoza  replaced  Sal  DelDeo  from 
the  town  of  Provlncetown.  We  welcome  the  new  members  and 
thank  those  members  who  left  for  their  efforts  during  the  years 
they  represented  their  towns. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Cape  Cod  Con- 
sortium, made  up  of  Finance  committees  from  each  of  our  member 
towns,  for  their  assistance  in  the  development  of  our  budget. 

Mr.  Wilfred  H.  Learned,  Jr.,  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Carroll, 
along  with  the  rest  of  the  staff  members  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  are  here 
to  serve  you,  -  the  people  of  our  District,  and  if  you  have  questions 
or  suggestions  as  to  how  we  might  improve  that  service  please  feel 
free  to  call  the  school  at  either  432-4500  or  771-2600.

Eastham's  native  son,  Ralph  A.  Chase,  passed  away  December  15, 
1980.  His  service  to  Eastham  included  Town  Moderator,  Selectman, 
Assessor,  Board  of  Health,  Chief  of  Police,  Veteran's  Agent,  Eastham's 
representative  to  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore,  to  name  but  a  few 
positions  he  held  for  his  hometown. 

Ralph's  service  to  his  fellow  man  did  not  stop  there.  He  was  a 
member  and  past  Commander  of  the  Orleans  American  Legion.  He  was 
charter  member,  past  president  and  Paul  Harris  fellow  of  the  Orleans 
Rotary  Club,  a  member  of  Universal  Lodge  A.  F.  &  A.  M  .  and  Fraternal 
Lodge  No.  132  100F,  past  president  of  the  Soldiers  &  Sailors

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen,  working  closely  with  department 
heads  and  the  Finance  Committee,  has  once  again  been  successful 
in  stabilizing  the  25%  portion  of  the  tax  rate  under  the  Town's 
control.  Reduction  in  the  remaining  75%  beyond  our  control 
should  begin  as  the  passage  of  "Proposition  2V2"  brought  relief 
from  unfunded  and  underfunded  state  mandates.  However,  until 
and  unless  the  state's  expenditures  are  also  contolled,  tax  reform 
instituted,  and  aid  formulas  adjusted  to  give  small,  local  govern- 
ments their  fair  share  of  revenues,  short-range  gains  may  well  be 
overwhelmed  by  future  costs  for  "catch-up"  capitol  improvement 
programs  and  esculating  operatingexpenditures.lt  would  appear 
that  once  again  the  fiscally  responsible  towns  (many  with  tax  rates 
well  under  $20  per  $1 ,000  of  assessed  evaluation)  will  be  penalized 
and  their  resources  drained  to  "bail  out"  the  larger  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth.  Meanwhile  we  continue  to  cut  costs 
and  implement  user-fee  programs  so  that  essential  services  can  be 
provided.  While  we  must  face  the  difficult  challenges  of  "21/2,"  we 
also  view  the  measure  as  the  opportunity  to  institute  new  ap- 
proaches to  the  business  of  government. 

To  turn  to  specific  programs  and  projects  in  progress,  we  have 
been  assured  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  that  the  Route  6  Safety  Improvement  Project  is  "on 
schedule"  and  will  begin  in  the  spring  of  1981 .  Cable  T.V.,  tied  to 
the  project,  may  then  also  proceed.  Our  interim  plan  for  Coast 
Guard  Beach  parking  was  approved  by  the  National  Park  Service; 
however,  we  can  no  longer  be  optimistic  that  the  monies  needed 
for  the  work  will  be  available  after  reviews  by  the  new  ad- 
ministration. Our  third  long-range  project,  the  improvements  to 
the  Town  Hall  to  provide  more  efficient  operations,  has  been 
completed.  Despite  the  lack  of  ease  of  access  for  the  elderly  and 
handicapped,  services  to  all  our  citizens  are  now  more  efficiently 
performed.  The  next  phase  of  the  improvements  must  now  con- 
centrate on  the  maintenance  of  the  building  itself :  wiring,  heating, 
and  outside  repairs. 

We  have  so  often  stated  our  appreciation  for  the  efforts  of  our 
employees  and  volunteers  and  those  who  work  in  our  interests  at 
the  county,  state  and  federal  levels.  It  is  only  through  their  efforts 
that  local  government  can  continue  to  operate  efficiently,  ef- 
fectively, and  economically.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


The  year  1980  presented  new  challenges,  more  work  and  more 
problems  for  the  Assessing  Department.  The  challenges  we  are  ad- 
dressing are  the  new  laws  and  regulations  as  they  apply  to  Eastham. 
The  work  pertains  to  the  fact  that  each  year  the  number  of  parcels  In- 
crease due  to  new  sub-divisions,  the  number  of  appraisals  and 
repappraisais  increase  and  various  other  adjustments  including  personal 
property,  address  changes,  death  certificates  and  transfers  must  be 
made  on  several  record  cards,  and  all  this  presents  a  problem  for  our 
limited  staff.  We  now  have  approximately  5,350  parcels  of  land  in 
Eastham,  and  during  the  calendar  year  over  800  parcels  were  tran- 
sferred. We  are  thankful  for  the  addition  of  the  part-time  help  provided 
by  the  Town,  and  also  wish  to  commend  our  small  staff  for  their  ex- 
cellent work  under  difficult  conditions. 

The  plans  to  update  all  assessments  by  factoring  to  comply  with  the 
new  Constitutional  Law  passed  by  the  voters  in  the  1978  election  had  to 
be  discarded.  The  State  advised  us  this  method  is  no  longer  applicable, 
and  we  must,  therefore,  consider  a  whole  new  revaluation.  After  much 
consultation,  we  are  now  planning  to  try  to  accomplish  this  task  by 
computerization.  This  system  was  brought  before  the  voters  at  the 
special  town  meeting  in  October  and  passed  by  a  majority  vote. 
However,  it  failed  because  of  the  needed  two-thirds  vote  to  comply  with 
the  appropriation  limit  established  by  Chapter  151  of  the  Acts  of  1979. 
Rather  ironic  -  one  law  helps  defeat  another. 

However,  we  must  comply  with  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1979  and 
bring  Eastham  back  up  to  100%  full  and  fair  market  value,sothat  we  may 
be  able  to  reclassify  all  property  taxes.  Hopefully,  we  may  be  able  to 
proceed  with  our  proposal  to  computerize  and  accomplish  this  by  Fiscal 
Year  1983.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  residents  and  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Eastham : 

The  Board  of  Health  was  pleased  to  install  and  make  operational 
this  year,  a  Municipal  Septic  Treatment  Facility,  located  in  the  rear  of 
our  property  at  the  landfill  area.  VJe  were  again  pleased  to  have  the 
assistance  of  the  Building  Inspector  ,  acting  as  our  Health  Agent,  and  the 
cooperation  of  the  Plumbing  and  Wiring  Inspectors. 

The  expertise  of  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  was 
also  at  our  disposal,  and  especially  the  County  Health  Sanitarian,  Mr. 
Richard  Sturtevant,  with  whose  competent  assistance,  the  task  of 
maintaining  the  Town's  high  standards  of  Health  enforcement,  was  fully 
pursued. 

Because  of  Proposition  2V2,  we  were  forced  to  close  the  Sanitary 
Landfill  area  two  days  a  week.  We  realize  that  some  persons  may  have 
been  inconvenienced,  which  we  humbly  appologize  for,  and  all  possible 
actions  will  be  taken  in  the  near  future  to  ease  this  situation.  Our  Civil 
Engineer,  James  Bowman,  has  prepared  and  submitted  all  mandated 
reports  to  the  State  Department  of  Environmental  Quility  Engineering, 
and  to  date  this  year,  the  landfill  area  has  met  with  their  approval. 

The  glass  and  aluminum  recycling  program  has  resulted  in  some 
money  being  returned  to  the  town,  and  your  continued  support  of  this 
program  will  be  appreciated.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
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Report  of  the 
Barnstable  County  Health  Department 

Programs  of  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  In- 
clude a  broad  range  of  public  health  services. 

This  year  the  dental  health  staff  was  doubled,  and  services  to 
schools  increased,  new  equipment  procured,  flouride  rinse 
programs  initiated  in  two  schools. 

Communicable  disease  control  services  have  decreased 
gradually.  Since  the  reporting  of  diseases  to  the  state  is  no  longer 
channelled  through  this  office,  the  epidemiological  investigation  of 
certain  diseases  has  been  reduced.  An  increase  in  requests  for 
information,  and  the  concern  of  parents,  tourists,  and  elderly  have 
led  to  study  and  collection  of  data  and  material  for  instruction. 

Environmental  health  services  are  becoming  a  major  visible 
function  of  this  department.  Public  awareness  about  en- 
vironmental problems  such  as  ground  water  contamination  and 
the  Safe  Water  Drinking  Act  have  resulted  in  a  significant  demand 
for  expansion  of  environmental  laboratory  services.  The  initial 
steps  to  meet  this  demand  have  led  to  the  employment  of  an  en- 
vironmental chemist  as  director  of  the  operational  and  research 
aspects,  and  the  designation  of  a  bacteriologist.  Technical 
assistance  to  the  public  is  provided  on  a  variety  of  environmental 
issues.  An  intensive  study  report  of  Provincetown  Harbor  was 
printed. 

The  three  registered  sanitarians  have  been  working  with  town 
health  agents  in  the  continued  surveillance  of  sources  of  water,  of 
sewage  disposal,  food  establishments,  sources  of  lead  paint 
poisoning.  Supplementary  services  are  provided  to  most  towns, 
especially  in  busy  summer  months.  Until  additional  equipment, 
space  and  support  staff  are  available,  responsibility  for  the 
analysis  of  food  samples,  and  of  organic  contaminants  of  waters 
cannot  be  undertaken. 

Services  for  Handicapped  Children  have  increased  beyond 
staff  capabilities.  The  caseload  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  over  600. 
We  are  continuing  to  plan  with  the  Division  of  Family  Health 
Services  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  for 
more  effective  services,  management  information  system,  new 
records,  and  priority  of  programs.  A  family  and  children's  picnic 
was  held  in  September  at  the  YMCA  Camp  Lyndon.  Further  in- 
volvement with  family  members  has  led  to  developing  plans  for 
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Parent  Education  Workshops.  In  an  effort  to  determine  the  extent 
of  need,  to  provide  support  to  staff  and  to  improve  use  of  other 
community  resources,  six  consultations  sessions  with  a  pediatric 
psychiatrist  were  held;  staff  of  the  school  collaborative,  and 
agencies  serving  children  were  Included.  As  part  of  the  "Infant  at 
Risk  of  Hearing  Impairment  Program",  34  families  were  contacted 
and  10  infants  received  early  testing.  Staff  coordinated  postural 
screening  and  Instruction  In  several  schools,  as  per  new  law.  Two 
schools  confine  to  have  waivers  from  some  mandated  services  in 
order  to  develop  different  programs. 

In  addition  to  coordinating  school  and  clinical  services,  the 
nurse  consultants  have  worked  with  the  lower  Cape  planning 
committee  on  the  regional ization  and  structure  of  Home  Health 
Agencies.  Educational  programs  for  nurses  In  community  health 
services  were  presented  and  continuing  education  credits  awar- 
ded; co-sponsorship  of  the  Health  Resource  Center  continued. 
Orientation,  supervision  and  consultation  services  have  been 
provided,  as  well  as  career  counselling  to  some  newcomers.  Ex- 
plosion of  publications,  much  nursing  research,  new  terms, 
assessments,  nursing  diagnosis,  all  require  continued  preparation. 

Medical  Social  Workers  have  worked  with  planning  bodies, 
student  placements,  hospital  accreditation.  During  the  past  three 
years,  this  department  planned  for,  and  taught  in  eleven  training 
seminars  in  the  mental  health  aspects  of  care  of  the  elderly  sick. 
Instruction  was  given  at  a  local  college.  Leadership  was  given  to 
the  human  services  model,  "Client  Pathway",  which  had  been  a 
project  of  the  Area  Human  Services  Planning  Team.  Advisory 
service  to  agency  board  and  committees  has  continued. 

Ties  with  other  County  Departments  have  continued.  The 
Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Commission  included  this 
department  in  water  quality  surveillance  plans,  and  shared  In  a 
review  of  human  service  responsibilities.  The  Barnstable  County 
House  of  Correction  Medical  Services  continues  to  use  biologies 
and  confer  on  current  changes.  The  Barnstable  County  Hospital 
provides  facilities  for  the  Handicapped  Childrens  Clinic,  and  staff 
support  from  maintenance,  laundry,  clerical,  laboratory, 
radiology,  departments.  Sharing  responsibility  for  policy  decisions 
and  long  range  planning,  on  the  Hospital  Board  of  Trustees  has  led 
to  increased  concern  for  services  to  elderly  and  those  with  long 
term  illness.

This  has 
made  It  necessary  for  department  personnel  to  be  available  for  fire  and 
rescue  shifts  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  hours  per  week.  We  are 
always  looking  for  people  in  the  community  who  might  k>e  interested  in 
the  Fire  and /or  Rescue  call  work. Our  rescue  training  program  is 
progressing  smoothly  under  the  administration  of  Rescue  Lt.  Theodore 
Mickle.  Lt.  Mickle  was  named  to  this  position  when  Lt.  Langhans 
resigned  for  personal  reasons. 
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Participation  in  Mass.  Firefighting  Academy  courses  was  at  an  all 
time  high.  These  courses  keep  the  department  abreast  of  fire  fighting 
techniques  necessary  to  meet  the  need  of  such  diverse  emergencies  as, 
Over  the  Road  Transportation  of  Hazardous  Materials.  Techniques 
taught  are  not  only  for  the  safety  of  fire  personnel  but  hazards  to  the 
general  population.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  shellf ishery  in  Nauset  M  arsh  continued  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
the  severe  winter  of  1976,  and  the  littleneck  and  cherrystone  harvest  this 
year  has  increased  dramatically.  The  results  of  our  raft  seed  production 
and  increased  predator  control  efforts  have  both  helped  the  quahog 
population  stabilize  somewhat.  Mussels  and  razors  are  both  in  adequate 
supply  as  well.  Scalloping  was  limited  to  the  Town  Cove  area  at  Collins 
Landing  this  fall,  hut  about  150  bushels  were  harvested  non- 
commercially.  An  unusual  occurrence  in  the  spring  resulted  in  after- 
winter  survival  of  the  scallops  in  Cape  Cod  Bay.  Two  extensions  of  the 
regular  season  were  granted,  and  several  hundred  bushels  were  har- 
vested as  late  as  the  first  of  M  ay.  The  number  of  shellfish  permits  issued 
increased  to  2717,  with  the  following  categories: 

40%  v/ere  issued  to  residents  and  taxpayers:  3"^%  were  issued  lO 
tenants  or  families  renting  in  Easlham;  5%  were  issued  to  non- 
tenants;€%  were  issued  to  resident  commercial  fishermen;  10% 
were  Issued  tree  to  residents  over  65  years  of  age. 


Our  hatchery  was  successful  In  raising  approximately  three 
quarters  of  a  million  seed,  and  we  are  confident  that  these  procedures 
will  contribute  greatly  to  the  shellfish  populations  in  the  future. 

Due  to  the  recent  dry  weather  conditions,,  the  water  table  has  been 
significantly  lowered,  with  the  result  that  the  herring  ponds  and  runs 
have  not  had  sufficient  water  to  accommodate  the  fish  in  their  run  back 
to  the  sea.  We  hope  that  the  juveniles  will  be  able  to  winter  in  the  ponds 
and  migrate  when  the  water  level  rises  again. 

Our  beaches  experienced  the  effects  of  a  mystery  oil  spill  during  the 
month  of  Feoruary.  While  the  oil  itself  did  not  reach  the  shore, 
numerous  sea  birds  were  affected  oy  it,  and  came  ashore  covered  with 
oil.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Cape  Cod  M  useum  of  Natural  History,  the 
birds  were  treated  and  released  when  they  were  again  healthy. 

Other  visitors  to  our  shores  were  harbor  seals  which  experienced  a 
pneumonia  like  disease.  Several  doj:en  dead  and  three  live  animals  were 
recovered  and  transferred  to  the  New  England  Aquarium  for  treatment 
or  autopsy. 
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Once  again,  the  so-called  Red  tide  was  present,  although  in  a 
confined  area.  For  the  first  time,  scientists  from  Woods  Hole 
Oceanographic  Institute  were  able  to  predict  the  time  and  intensity  of 
the  algal  bloom.  Sal  Pond  was  ore  of  the  areas  which  their  research 
team  examined  closely  from  January  through  summer.  They  were  able 
to  gain  some  insight  into  the  mechanism  of  a  red  tide,  and  have 
tentatively  formulated  some  possible  theories  regarding  control  of  the 
phenomenon. 

Again,  we  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  many  volunteers  who  have 
assisted  us  with  labor,  observations,  and  encouragement.

Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Director 

During  the  past  year  the  Civil  Defense  Director  and  the  Department 
Heads  of  the  various  town  departments  attended  three  disaster 
preparedness  briefings  conducted  by  the  State  and  Federal  govern- 
ments. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  funds  through  budget  cuts  from  towns  to  federal 
areas,  surplus  property  virtually  disappeared.  Hopefully,  this  will  be 
rectified  by  the  proposed  changes  currently  under-going  study. 

The  Town  Hall  complex  generator  is  now  completely  inoperable, 
and  the  area  is  without  emergency  power.  Plans  are  under  way  to 
replace  the  generator  system  by  spring.

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Report  of  the  Town  Nurse 

The  Eastham  Town  Nursing  Service  Is  a  non-emergency  community 
health  provider  offering  skilled  nursing,  physical  therapy  and  home 
health  aide  service  to  the  homebound  when  so  ordered  by  a  qualified 
physician.  Board  of  Health  sponsored  services  include  monthly  blood 
pressure  screenings  in  cooperation  with  the  Council  on  Aging,  annual 
flu  clinics,  new  baby  visits  upon  referral  or  parental  request,  school 
nursing  and  health  counseling. 

Most  preplanned  care  Is  given  between  8:30  and  4:30  p.m.  but 
extended  coverage  may  t>e  arranged.

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Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyors 

While  the  many  and  varied  services  of  the  Highway  Department 
continued  under  the  supervision  of  Maintenance  Chief  Steven  Douglas, 
the  long-needed  town  road  improvement  project  began  which  will,  in  ten 
years  bring  our  roads  to  the  level  of  modern  traffic  demands.  Edgewood, 
Nauset,  Joshua's  Way,  Herringbrook,  and  part  of  Schoolhouse  were 
completed  with  the  $225,000  voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  m  1980. 
Our  plans  for  1981  included  the  completion  of  Schoolhouse  as  well  as  the 
overlay  of  Samoset  and  Bridge.  It  was  hoped  that  another  $225,000  would 
be  voted  by  the  Town  for  the  above  work  and  $100,000  per  year  thereafter 
until  the  nearly  50  miles  of  roads  were  improved.  However,  "Proposition 
2V2"  will  also  impact  thiscapitol  program  and  may  well  mean  delays. 

Another  needed  project  now  underway  is  the  redesign  and  recon- 
struction of  Herringbrook  at  Campground.  Department  of  Public  Works 
engineersare  currently  involved  in  the  design  of  the  project  utilizmg  state 
funds. 

The  final  project  the  Highway  Surveyors  have  given  priority  this  year 
is  drawing  to  an  end.  legal  steps  will  be  completed,  after  2V2  years  of 
work,  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1981  for  the  remaining  roads 
which  have  been  in  "legal  limbo"  since  1966. 

Once  again  we  point  with  pride  to  the  excellent  services  provided  by 
our  small  but  skilled  and  devoted  highway  department  staff.

Report  of  the  Cape  Cod  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  Commission 

The  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Com- 
mission has  tackled  many  issues  vital  to  the  quality  of  life  on  Cape 
Cod.  Water  quality,  coastal  zone  management,  solid  waste, 
transportation,  historic  preservation  and  economic  development 
were  main  areas  of  concern  during  1980.  Examination  of  regional 
approaches  to  these  matters  prompted  the  Commission  to  file 
legislation  in  the  General  Court  initiating  a  Charter  Commission  to 
study  Barnstable  County  government  and  to  enable  the  County  to 
bond  for  a  regional  solution  to  solid  waste  disposal. 

Solid  Waste  Management  was  recognized  by  the  CCEPDC  as 
the  number  one  priority  problem  facing  the  towns  in  Barnstable 
County.  Two  aspects,  the  disposal  of  waste  oil  and  used  tires,  were 
the  main  areas  of  concern  for  1980.  The  CCPEDC,  after  research 
by  the  solid  waste  advisory  committee,  advised  each  town  to 
establish  a  waste  oil  recycling  facility  at  their  landfill,  and  filed 
legislation  strengthening  existing  statutes  on  recycling  of  oil.  The 
staff  is  currently  exploring  legislative  avenues  for  eliminating  the 
problem  created  by  the  disposal  of  used  tires. 

The  second  phase  of  the  Cape  Cod  Historic  Preservation 
Program  began  in  May.  The  survey  of  Cape  Cod's  pre-1900 
historic  properties  continued  during  1980  with  several  towns 
completing  their  inventories. 

The  staff  responded  to  900  requests  from  business,  public 
agencies,  other  organizations  and  individuals  —  a  65§  inrease  in 
requests  over  the  previous  year. 

In  water  resource  planning,  a  major  joint  effort  between 
CCPEDC  and  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  was  the 
development  of  a  groundwater  monitoring  program.  A  model 
health  regulation  to  control  subsurface  gasoline  storage  developed 
by  the  CCEPDC  staff  has  been  adopted  in  10  Cape  towns  also. 

The  Barnstable  County  Oil  Spill  Response  Plan,  funded  on  a 
one  year  basis  by  the  state  Coastal  Zone  Management  Program, 
has  provided  assistance  to  all  fifteen  towns  on  the  Cape  to  become 
involved  in  oil  spill  response.  Each  town  has  a  local  oil  spill 
coordinator  and  a  contingency  plan  was  written.  Continued 
training  will  go  on  in  1981. 
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Joint  Transportation  Connmittee 


The  cape  Cod  Rail  Trail  was  officially  opened  on  October  31, 
1980,  culminating  several  years  of  effort.  The  7-mile  bicycle  trail 
stretches  from  Brewster  to  Eastham  along  the  abandoned  railroad 
right  of  way. 

A  Transportation  Improvement  Plan  for  Barnstable  County 
was  recommended  in  September.  This  plan  provides  guidance  to 
the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Works  in  selecting  transportation  Im- 
provement projects  for  funding. 

The  Commission's  Air  Quality  Transportation  Planning 
Program  defined  potential  carbon  monoxide  "hotspots"  and 
developed  projects  or  measures  designed  to  mitigate  these 
problems.  Public  transportation,  bil^epaths,  parl^  and  ride,  fringe 
parl<ing  sites  and  van  pool  programs  are  among  the  measures 
which  have  been  recommended  for  implementation. 

Significant  progress  was  made  in  increasing  handicapped 
access  to  public  transportation  in  the  county  in  accordance  with 
section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973.  A  ••504"  Sub- 
committee developed  a  transition  plan  for  meeting  required  ac- 
cessibility standards  for  public  transportation.

To  the  Voters  of  Eastham: 

As  In  1979,  the  major  activity  of  the  Planning  Board  this  year 
consisted  of  routine  business  with  two  hearings  for  new  subdivisions 
resulting  in  the  creation  of  9  lots  and  the  signing  of  twenty-six  "Ap- 
proval Not  Required"  plans  creating  another  60  lots.  The  low  number  of 
new  subdivisions  is  obviously  a  reflection  of  the  current  economic 
climate  created  by  high  Interest  rates.  In  view  of  Proposition  2V2,  the  fee 
schedule  will  be  carefully  reviewed  early  next  year. 

Several  modifications  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  were  made  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  February  and  again  during  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
Proposed  zoning  changes  that  would  have  permitted  Angelo's  super- 
market to  become  a  reality  at  the  Golf  Driving  Range  site  were  defeated 
at  each  meeting.  The  controversy  generated  over  the  proposed  ex- 
pansion of  commercial  use  on  Route  6  prompted  some  citizens  to  urge 
the  formation  of  a  Zoning  By-Law  Review  Committee  to  make  an  In- 
depth  study  of  the  current  Zoning  By-Laws.  The  Board  therefore  ap- 
pointed a  7  to  9  member  committee  composed  of  citizens  with  varying 
interests  and  expertise.  Mr.  Donald  Sander  offered  to  act  as  Chairman 
of  this  committee  and  general  guide  lines  were  established  by  the 
Board.  To  date  many  meetings  have  been  held  and  it  Is  hoped  that  their 
recommendations  will  be  received  during  the  coming  year  although  no 
time  limit  was  Imposed. 

As  the  result  of  Town  Meeting  action,  another  committee  of  5 
members  has  been  established  to  look  into  the  question  of  a  house 
numbering  system.  Mr.  Donald  Sander  has  also  agreed  to  serve  as 
Chairman  of  this  committee  and  presumably  a  report  will  be  submitted 
next  year  for  further  action  on  this  subject. 

There  were  three  requests  made  to  the  Board  during  the  year  for 
road  name  changes.  Accordingly,  a  hearing  was  held  in  November  and 
the  proposed  new  names  were  adopted  In  each  case. 

Due  to  the  low  volume  of  new  subdivisions,  the  Board  deferred 
action  on  adoption  of  new  and  revised  Design  Standards  as  originally 
contemplated.  However  this  subject  Is  a  high  priority  and  will  be  dealt 
with  In  the  coming  year.  Revisions  will  Include  the  adoption  of  stan- 
dards for  concrete  road  construction  since  the  cost  of  asphalt  has 
steadily  risen. 

In  the  course  of  a  year's  work,  the  Board  engages  in  many 
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discussions  with  interested  citizens  and  property  owners  regarding 
problems  of  property  division,  drainage,  covenant  release  and 
procedural  requirements  for  plan  approval.  We  welcome  anyone  at  any 
of  our  meetings  with  property  or  zoning  questions  of  any  kind.

The  children  have  moved  -  downstairs  to  the  Merrill  Room  with 
their  own  Librarian,  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Nutting.  She  accompanied  with  her 
guitar  the  songs  of  Christmas  sung  by  those  present  at  the  Christmas 
party  given  the  children  by  the  Friends  of  the  Eastham  Public  Library. 
There  are  now  tables  in  the  Merrill  Room  for  the  children  to  work  on 
crafts  suitable  to  holidays. 

The  Friends  of  the  Eastham  Public  Library  financed  a  new  cir- 
culation desk  and  accompanying  bookcase  with  Mr.  Paul  Franklin 
contributing  a  high-chair  to  be  used  at  the  new  desk.  The  spaces  left  by 
the  children's  move  were  soon  happily  filled,  giving  the  adults  upstairs 
room  to  stretch  a  bit.  There  is  an  alcove  for  the  new  magazine  container 
purchased  with  interest  from  the  Billings  Fund.

Based  on  statistics  gathered  from  ail  the  libraries  across  the  state, 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  released  the 
following  information: 

Out  of  64  towns  in  Massi -^husetts  of  .Eastham's  population 
category,  the  Eastham  Library  rank  s  7th  in  per  capita  circulation,  and 
37th  in  PTE  (Pull  Time  Equivalent  i^aff).  Of  the  towns  on  the  Cape  in 
Eastham's  population  category,  the  tastham  Library  ranks  2nd  in  per 
capita  circulation. 

To  help  illustrate  the  growth  of  the  library  services  is  the 
following  chart  that  shows  growth  over  the  past  ten  years.

The  above  chart  indicates  that: 

a.  The  population  has  not  quite  tripled  in  the  past  ten  years. 

b.  The  total  circulation  is  almost  five  times  more  than  it  was  10  years 
ago. 

c.  The  per  capita  circulation  hasalmost  tripled  in  the  past  10  years. 

More  facts  and  figures  show  that: 

In  1980,  we  circulated  9,977  adult  non  fiction,  a  figure  that 
almost  equals  the  entire  circulation  ten  years  ago.  Also,  in  1980, 
we  circulated  23,554  adult  fiction  and  11,074  children's  books, 
plus  1,699  magazines,  puzzles  and  interlibrary  loans. 

Our  busiest  months  are  in  the  summer.  The  circulation  in  June, 
July  and  August  totaled  23,474  -  a  little  more  than  half  our  annual  total. 

The  number  of  people  registered  to  use  the  library  totals  7,020,  up 
from  6,180  in  1979.  Of  the  7,020  registered  borrowers,  906  of  those  are 
temporary,  i.e.,  not  Eastham  taxpayers. 
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For  the  first  time  since  1975,  the  growth  of  services  of  the  library  is 
threatened.  However,  we  will  do  our  best  to  maintain  our  high  standard 
of  service  to  all  of  you  who  use  this  library.  To  those  of  you  who  are  not 
familiar  with  the  library  and  what  it  can  provide  for  you,  we  issue  an 
invitation  to  stop  in  -  we  have  books  about  almost  everything,  and  if  we 
don't  have  it  in  our  collection,  we'll  do  our  best  to  get  it  for  you  from 
another  library.

This  year  was  another  year  of  increased  usage  of  all  town-owned 
beaches.  The  tally  of  cars  using  our  parking  lots  showed  an  overall 
increase  from  38,700  in  1979  to  over  45,700  in  1980.  These  figures  show 
a  much  larger  use  of  our  beaches. 

Again,  the  lack  of  parking  at  the  Ocean  beaches  was  as  restricted  as 
it  has  been  in  previous  years,  and  stickers  are  still  being  made  for 
alternate  access  and  parking.

The  Eastham  Non-Resident  Taxpayers  Association,  Inc.  (ENRTA) 
now  has  over  1000  families  as  members,  approximately  half  from  MA, 
the  other  half  representing  24  states  plus  Quebec,  Ontario  and 
Washington  D.C.  Even  tho'  we  do  not  have  the  right  to  vote,  the  size  of 
our  group  makes  our  opinions  important.  The  business  we  bring  to  the 
town  is  substantial  and  our  influence  is  apparent.  Membership  in  the 
Association  is  open  to  any  non-resident  who  owns  real  estate  and  pays 
taxes  in  the  town  of  Eastham. 

The  Assoc.  is  a  non-profit  corporation  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
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working  together  with  Town  Officials  and  citizen  groups  for  the  bet- 
terment of  the  whole  community.  The  Executive  Board  meets  regularly 
throughout  the  year  and  acts  as  a  liaison  between  the  Town  Officials  and 
the  general  membership. 

The  group  thanks  the  Board  of  Selectmen  who  have  given  most 
generously  of  their  time.  Saturday  morning  hours  are  reserved  at  their 
Town  Hall  office  to  meet  with,  and  handle  any  problems,  non-resident 
taxpayers  may  have.  They  can  also  be  reached  during  their  regular 
morning  hours,  Mon.  Wed.  and  Fri.  They  are  glad  to  set  up  ap- 
pointments. In  addition  to  this,  the  Selectmen  usually  attend  our 
summer  meetings  to  answer  any  questions.

One  effect  of  Proposition  2Va  will  be  the  sharp  curtailment  of 
the  building  improvement  program  at  the  Eastham  Elementary 
School.  Few  major  projects  remain  but  concern  centers  on  future 
maintenance  expenses.  An  older  building  requires  more  annual 
repairs  or  replacements  than  a  newer  one.  The  School  Com- 
mittee's future  course  will  involvedecisions  that  include  necessary 
upkeep  of  the  educational  center  without  sacrificing  the  quality  of 
the  educational  program. 

Though  the  number  of  children  in  the  Kindergarten  this  year 
seemed  to  indicate  a  trend  to  a  decrease  in  enrollment,  a  sharp 
upswing  in  the  numbers  project  increases  for  the  next  two  years. 

The  Committee  welcomes  input  from  parents  and  citizens  of 
Eastham  especially  in  this  year  when  difficult  decisions  confront 
the  members.  The  support  of  Principal  Dan  Shay,  his  staff,  and  the 
Administration  and  staff  of  the  Central  Office  has  been  invaluable 
to  the  Committee  during  this  grueling  period  of  budget  decisions.

Perhaps  the  most  difficult  issue  that  we  have  had  to  deal  with  as  a 
community  is  the  implementation  of  voter-approved  Proposition  2Vi. 
The  reduction  in  funding  will  hamper  services  and  programs  for  the 
youth  of  our  community.  However,  we  are  endeavoring  to  continue  the 
high  quality  educational  experience  that  you  have  come  to  expect.  The 
skills  and  dedication  of  an  outstanding  staff  will  insure  that  the  best 
possible  education  will  be  provided  for  our  youngsters. 

As  of  this  writing,  budgets  have  not  been  completed  and  budget 
reduction  is  continuing.  With  the  limited  funding,  we  expect  to 
eliminate  such  programs  as  field  trips,  cultural  arts  and  major  film 
programs,  programs  at  the  Museum  of  Natural  History,  purchase  of 
supplementary  textbooks,  and  the  on-going  building  improvement 
program. 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Daniel  Shay,  a  committed  and 
dedicated  school  committee,  and  an  excellent  staff,  the  children  are 
learning  and  growing  in  an  exciting  environment.  I  look  forward  to 
another  year  of  working  with  the  staff  and  to  the  continued  cooperation 
and  support  of  the  Eastham  community.

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Report  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional 


Technical  High  School  District 

The  year  1980  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  has  seen  the  culmination  of  many 
of  the  projects  we  discussed  in  last  year's  report. 

During  the  month  of  January  we  approved  a  final  Capital  and 
Operating  Budget  for  the  school  year  1980-81  and  we  wish  to  thank  the 
Finance  Committee  members  from  each  of  the  member  towns  that 
worked  so  diligently  with  the  Cape  Cod  Tech  committee  in  the 
development  of  the  budget.  We  certainly  appreciate  their  support 
during  the  budget  development  and  also  during  the  annual  town 
meetings  in  the  Spring. 

Negotions  with  the  five  units  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  took  place  during 
the  entire  Spring  semester  and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  as  of  the  end  of 
school  in  June  we  had  tentatively  accepted  new  contracts  for  all  of  our 
employees  for  the  next  three  years  which  were  all  ratified  by  September. 

We  were  pleased  with  the  placement  of  our  graduating  seniors  in 
June  of  1980.  We  had  168  seniors,  -  eighty-five  per  cent  of  whom  are 
gainfully  employed  or  going  on  to  further  education.  Fifteen  students 
are  in  the  Armed  Forces  and  twenty-eight  students  are  in  further 
schooling.  Ninety-seven  are  working  in  their  trade,  or  in  a  related  field. 
Of  the  remaining  fifteen  per  cent  I  am  sure  most  of  them  are  gainfully 
employed,  however,  they  did  not  notify  the  school  of  their  situation.  We 
are  proud  of  these  numbers  and  I  am  sure  it  is  well  above  the  average  for 
other  vocational  schools.  As  we  have  said  before,  -  placement  is  our 
reason  for  being,  and  it  is  uppermost  in  our  minds. 

We  had  two  changes  in  our  Committee  membership  this  year,  - 
Wallace  Ruckert  was  appointed  to  replace  Dr.  E.E.  Leuallen  from  the 
Town  of  Eastham,  and  Wilhelmina  DaRoza  was  appointed  to  take  place 
of  Sal  DelDeo  in  Provincetown. 

Wilfred  H.  Learned,  Jr.,  along  with  his  Assistant,  Timothy  Carroll, 
and  the  rest  of  the  staff  members  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  are  here  to  serve 
you,  the  people  of  our  District.  If  you  have  questions  or  suggestions  as  to

February  11,1 980 

Purcuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  warrant,  the  voters 
assembled  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Nauset  Regional  High  School,  and 
there  being  a  quorum  present,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Moderator,  Ralph  L.  Earle  at  7  50  p.m. 

The  call  and  service  of  the  town  meeting  were  read  by  the  Town  Clerk 
and  there  being  no  objections,  the  reading  of  the  Articles  was  omitted.* 

Susan  Horton,  Nathan  Nickerson  III  and  Norrls  Shook  were  appointed 
tellers  and  duly  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  by  the 
Moderator. 

Article  1.  Voted:  Not  to  adopt  the  following  wetlands  Protection  By- 
Law: 

SECTION  I.  The  purpose  of  this  bylaw  is  to  protect  the  foreshores, 
wetlands,  and  water  resources  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  by  controlling 
activities  deemed  to  have  a  significant  effect  on  wetland  values,  including 
but  not  limited  to,  the  following:  public  or  private  water  supply,  ground 
water,  flood  control,  erosion  control,  storm  damage,  water  pollution, 
fisheries,  shellfish,  wildlife,  recreational  and  aesthetic.  No  person  shall 
remove,  fill,  dredge,  or  alter  any  bank,  fr«*sh  water  wet!*».d,  coastal 
wetland,  beach,  dune,  flat,  marsh,  bog,  meadow,  or  swamp,  or  lands 
bordering  on  the  ocean  or  any  estuary,  creek,  river,  stream,  pond,  or  lake, 

or  any  land  under  said  water  or  any  land  subject  to  tidal  action,  coastal 
storm  flowage,  or  flooding,  other  than  in  the  course  of  maintaining, 
repairing,  or  replacing,  but  not  substantially  changing  or  enlarging,  an 
existing  and  lawfully  located  structure  or  facility  used  in  the  service  of  the 
public  and  used  to  provide  electric,  gas  water,  telephone,  or  telecom- 
munication services,  without  first  filing  written  notices  of  his  intention  to 
so  remove  fill,  dredge,  or  alter,  by  sending  a  separate  letter,  by  certified 
mail,  or  hand  delivery  to  an  agent  authorized  by  the  Conservation 
Commission,  to  the  Eastham  Conservation  Commission  a  id  without 
receiving  and  complying  with  an  Order  of  Conditions  and  provide  all 
appeal  periods  have  elapsed.  Such  Notice  of  Intention  shall  include  such 
plans  as  may  be  necessary  to  describe  such  proposed  activity  and  its 
effects  on  the  enviroment.  The  same  plans  and  specifications  required  to 
filed  by  an  applicant  under  Massachusetts G.L.  c131  s40,  will  be  accepted 
as  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  this  bylaw.  The  said  Commission  may 
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hear  any"oral  presentation  under  this  by-law  at  the  same  public  hearing 
required  to  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  said  c131  s40  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Law.  Definitions  set  forth  in  said  Chapter  and 
Section  and  in  the  regulations  issued  and  as  may  be  amended  by  the 
D.E.Q.E.,  or  any  successor  therto,  are  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  bylaw. 

SECTION  II.  The  term  "person"  as  used  In  this  bylaw,  shall  include 
any  individual,  group  of  individuals,  association,  partnership,  cor- 
poration, company  business,  organization,  trust  estate,  the  Com- 
monwealth, or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  administrative  agency, 
public  or  quasi-public  corporation  or  body,  or  any  other  legal  entity  or  its 
legal  representatives,  agents,  or  assigns. 

The  Moderator  noted  that  the  Governor's  Tax  Cap  still  applies  and  a 
2/3  vote  is  necessary  on  all  money  articles. 

SECTION  III.  The  Commission  may  make  a  determination  as  to 
whether  or  not  this  bylaw  applies  to  a  specific  situation  prior  to  the  filing 
of  a  writ  ten  Notice  of  I  ntention  under  the  provisions  hereof  within  twenty- 
one  (21)  days  of  the  receipt  of  a  written  request  by  certified  mail,  or  hand 
delivery  to  a  designated  agent,  from  any  person  desiring  such  deter- 
mination. The  Commission,  itsagents,  officers,  and  employees,  may  enter 
upon  the  land  on  which  the  proposed  work  is  to  be  done  on  response  to  a 
request  for  a  prior  determination,  or  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  its 
duties  under  this  bylaw,  and  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  such  examination 
or  survey  as  it  deems  necessary. 

SECTION  IV.  The  Conservation  Commission  is  empowered  to  deny 
permission  for  any  dredging,  filling,  altering  or  construction  on  subject 
lands  within  the  Town,  if,  in  its  judgement,  such  denial  is  necessary  to 
preserve  the  environmental  quality  of  either  or  both  the  subject  lands, 
contiguous  lands,  and  /or  waters.  Due  consideration  shall  be  given  to 
possible  effects  of  the  proposal  on  all  values  to  be  protected  under  this 
bylaw  and  to  any  demonstrated  hardship  on  the  petitioner  by  reason  of 
denial,  as  brought  forth  at  the  public  hearing. 

SECTION  V.  The  Commission  may,  as  an  alternative  to  denial, 
impose  such  conditions  as  it  deems  necessary  to  contribute  to  the 
protection  and  preservation  of  subject  lands  and  waters  in  accordance  with 
the  purpose  of  this  bylaw.  Any  Order  of  Condition,  or  Denial  issued  under 
this  bylaw  shall  be  considered  a  "prior  local  permit"  under 
Massachusetts  G.L.  c131  s40.

SECTION  VI.  Notice  required  by  the  first  paragraph  of  this  bylaw 
shall  not  apply  to  emergency  projects  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
health  or  safety  of  the  citizens  of  Eastham,  and  to  be  performed  or  or- 
dered to  be  performed  by  an  administrative  agency  of  the  Commonwealth 
or  of  the  Town.  An  emergency  project  shall  mean  any  project  certified  to 
be  an  emergency  by  the  Eastham  Conservation  Commission,  In  no  case 
shall  any  filling,  dredging,  constructing  or  altering  commence  prior  to  any 
emergency  certification  nor  extend  beyond  the  time  necessary  to  abate 
the  emergency. 


SECTION  VII.  Any  person  filing  a  Notice  of  Intention  or  requesting  a 
prior  determination  under  this  bylaw  shall,  In  writing  and  at  the  same 
time,  notify  all  Immediate  abutters,  by  Certified  Mall,  and  the  owner  of 
the  subject  property.  If  different  from  the  petitioner,  on  which  work  Is 
proposed  or  for  which  prior  determination  Is  sought,  of  his  intention  to  so 
alter  or  request  said  determination.  A  list  of  persons  so  notified  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Eastham  Conservation  Commission  with  said  Notice  of 
Intention  or  request  for  prior  determination. 

SECTION  Vlll.  The  Conservation  Commission  may  require  the 
posting  of  a  bond  with  surety,  running  to  the  municipality,  and  sufficient 
as  to  form  and  surety  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission's  Counsel,  to 
secure  faithful  and  satisfactory  performance  of  work  required  by  any  final 
"Order  of  Conditions",  In  such  sum  or  with  such  conditions  as  the 
Commission  may  require.  Other  evidence  of  financial  responsibility  which 
is  satisfactory  to  the  Commission  may  be  accepted  In  lieu  of  bonding. 
Notwithstanding  the  above,  the  amount  of  such  bond  shall  not  exceed  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  work  required  or  the  restoration  of  affected  lands  and 
properties  if  the  work  is  not  performed  as  required,  whichever  is  greater 
Forfeiture  of  any  such  bond  shall  be  recoverable  at  the  suit  of  the 
municipality  In  the  appropriate  court,  either  Local  District  or  Superior. 

SECTION  IX.  Appeal  from  any  Order  of  Condition  issued  under  this 
bylaw  shall  be  made  to  the  Local  District  or  Superior  Court  within  twenty- 
one  (21 )  days  of  the  date  of  Issuance  of  said  Order. 

SECTION  X.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  the  bylaw  shall  be 
punishable  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  Each  day 
of  violation  of  this  bylaw  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.

$1,859,415.08.  In  addition,  the  Relevant  Appropriations  which  will  be  the 
basis  for  computation  of  the  new  Appropriation  Limit  is  $1,820,148.08.

A  special  Award  of  Merit  was  presented  to  Mark  Mathieson  for  his 
faithful  service  on  the  Finance  Committee  as  well  as  a  round  of  applause. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  have  their  support  of  the  transfer 
of  $60,000  for  Article  9.  become  part  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  as 
well  as  the  following  comments: 

1.  That  the  Town  will  wait  until  the  Department  of  Revenue  and  the. 
Bureau  of  Local  Assessment  has  provided  the  necessary  requirements  for 
the  town  to  obtain  certification. 

2.  That  the  Town  will  advertise  for  public  bids  by  companies  involved 
in  this  type  of  work. 

3.  Also,  that  the  Town  request  that  the  final  product  will  be  com- 
puterized by  a  system  that  can  be  expanded  to  other  town  departments; 
i.e.,  a  town  owned  computer.
